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\ decrease in the temptation to fraud in marksman- 
ship contests is predicted as a result of the new features 
in the “Provisional Small-Arms Firing Manual,’ which 
takes effect Jan. 1, 1910, designed to guard as far as 
possible against fraudulent practices. These precautions 
have been taken because the extra compensation for skill 
in shooting has developed greater temptation that ever 
to fraud. Much new matter has been incorporated in 
this manual in an effort to modernize our target practice 
and approach as near as possible to actual service condi- 
tions. The improvement in rifle firing in the last year 
has been marked, and is shown by the increase in the 
number of qualifications in the higher grades of marks- 
manship for the practice season of 1908 compared with 
the preceding year, 2,379 experts, 7,807 sharpshooters 
and 4,204 marksmen of the line of the Army having 
qualified, as against 1,981, 5,555 and 4,182, respectively, 
for 1907. Coast artillery practice shows decided improve- 
ment, especially in the use of mortars. In 1907 the 
mean percentage of hits with mortars was 14.7. In 1908 
it was 29.4. The mortar company which did the best 
shooting in 1907 made 44 per cent. of hits, or seven hits 
out of sixteen shots, in twenty minutes and twenty-five 
seconds, scoring .343 hits per minute, while in 1908 many 
mortar companies made sixty, seventy and eighty per 
cent. hits. One mortar company in 1908 fired ten shots 
in six minutes and forty-nine seconds and made six hits, 
and another mortar company made eight hits out of ten 
shots in nine minutes and twenty-eight seconds. ‘As 
rvery mortar projectile weighs 800 or 1,000 pounds and 
carries from about thirty to sixty pounds of high explo- 
sive, and as each hit of a mortar is on the deck, the 
most vulnerable part of a battleship,” says the Secretary 


‘of War in his report, “the value of the mortars as war 


weapons with the hitting capacity mentioned can hardly 
be overestimated.” Many records of 100 per cent. hits 
were made by heavy-gun batteries in the past year. 
Among the best records was that of the 85th Company, 
C.A.C., at Fort Casey, Wash., which made four hits out 
of four shots on a hypothetical target thirty by sixty 
feet, moving at the rate of about seven miles an hour at 
a range of ubout four miles. All four shots were fired 
in one and a quarter minutes, the battery scoring slightly 
over 1.6 hits per gun per minute. The four shots passed 
through a rectangle twelve feet square. In this practice 
10-inch rifles on disappearing carriages were used. The 
best record made by a gun company firing at the new 
material target was recently made by the 18th Company, 
C.A.C., at Fort Hancock, N.Y. Four shots were fired 
in a total clapsed time of less than one minute. The 
target was moving at the rate of abou’ five and a half 
miles per hour at a distance of about 7,000 yards, or 
four miles, from the battery. All four ‘ots struck the 
thirty by sixty foot material target. « tually passing 
through a rectangle twenty-four feet high by fifty-three 
feet long. Slightly over two hits per gun per minute 
were made in this practice, which is the record for a 
gun battery of this caliber—10-inch rifles. 


The backwardness of the United States in military 
aeronautics is indicated by the few words, tinctured with 
a strong flavor of disgust, at the close of the annual 
report of the Chief Signal Officer, U.S.A., Brig. Gen. 
James Allen, who, after reviewing in a few lines the 
achievements with dirigibles and aeroplanes in the last 
year, says: “All first-class powers, except the United 
States, are providing themselyes systematically with 
aerial fleets, Germany and France being notably in the 
lead. The United States ‘does not possess a modern 
aeronautical equipment, and it is believed that a sys- 
tematic plan of development of this military auxiliary for 
national defense should be inaugurated without delay.” 
The report says that practically every general officer of 
the Army commanding troops is on record as to. the 
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pressing needs of adequate organized Signal troops for 
service with the line of the Army, and has stated that 
in the event of war the greatest need of the American 
Army would be a sufficient force of trained signal troops. 
There is not a single company of Signal troops east of 
the Mississippi river. The commanding general, Philip- 
pines Division, cabled for a mounted company of Signal 
troops, and a similar request for a company for the 
Massachusetts maneuvers was made in the year, but these 
demands could not be granted because of insufficiency of 
force. General Allen says that militia signal organiza- 
tions should be organized as field companies to be effec- 
tive in time of war, on account of the rapid develop- 
ment.in the duties and usefulness of signal troops in the 
last few years. The wireless operations of the Corps 
exceeded those of all previous years in the past twelve 
months. A set of field wireless as used in the German 
army has been purchased. Two pages are given up to 
a scientific explanation of radio-telephony, which rakes 
that part of the report look like a section out of a work 
on electricity. Two years ago the War Department sub- 
mitted an estimate for an appropriation of $200,000 for 
beginning a proper aeronautical equipment and instruc- 
tion for the Army, and last year $500,000 was asked for. 
So far no appropriations have been made, and in his 
annual report Secretary of War Dickinson says that 
“on account of the apparent need of reducing the ex- 
penses of the War Department no estimate has been sub- 
mitted for the year 1911.” So here enters a false econ- 
omy again, made necessary by the niggardliness of Con- 
gress, and in the country which produced the “Kings of 
the Air,” as the Wrights were called abroad, Congress 
has not given a cent for experimentation in a field which 
is engaging large activities in other nations. Several 
years from now, probably when all the other nations will 
be far ahead of the United States, we shall hear com- 
plaints against the War Department for having neglected 
aeronautics. 








In accord with the recommendation of the Commander- 
in-Chief, the Navy Department Dec. 3 issued instructions 
extending the operation of the general storekeeping 
system now under test on the U.S.S: Connecticut, 


- Minnesota, Vermont, New Jersey and Georgia to include 


all equipage on board, as well as the supplies heretofore 
embraced within that system. In brief, the instructions 
contemplate that all articles, whether equipage or sup- 
plies, carried on board for possible use shall be main- 
tained in a naval supply fund account, technically known 
as “Title X., Supplies in Store.” This effects the 
carrying of articles on board for general issue, and 
avoids the maintenance of separate and independent 
stocks for cach of the ships’ departments heretofore 
customary. It also extends the benefits of the operation 
of the naval supply fund conferred in the work ashore to 
that afloat, as it renders unnecessary carrying supplies 
in stock under the appropriations made for current 
maintenance. In other words, instead of laying in the 
estimated quantities of supplies for the ship under the 
annual appropriations and maintaining them on board 
in separate stocks for each appropriation involved until 
exhausted, issues are now made from the naval supply 
fund and the appropriations charged as material is 
actually consumed. A further good result of the instruc- 
tions just issued will be the relieving of heads of line 
departments on board ship practically altogether of book- 
keeping and accounting work, the record of all stores 
being kept in a consolidated account by the pay officer. 
The physical custody of all supplies and equipage not 
in actual current use is also turned over to the general 
storekeeper. This will permit the concentration of 
responsibility for the care of the stores in a way not 
hitherto possible. The general storekeeper is to keep a 
record of articles of equipage in Current use about the 
ship which, so far as practicable, will indicate the 
person having charge of each item. This record will 
enable stores in possession of individuals to be checked 
up in case of their transfer before they leave the ship, 
and it will also indicate a starting point for the investi- 
gation of the commanding officer and the Board of 
Survey in case loss is found when the periodical inven- 
tory of equipage is taken. It is expected also that when 
those on board ship realize that a general system is in 
effect to keep track of stores, more care than formerly 
used will be given to looking after articles of equipage 
<'van them for use in their work. is 





fhat the work on the Panama Canal is progressing 
mcre rapid!y than the layman can estimate from the 
contemplation ot cold figures may be judged from the 
statement that five miles of the canal have been opened 
to navigation, on the Panama side, through the channel 
of the bay to the wharves at Balboa. It will dawn on 
the American people presently that the work on the 
canal is proceeding with that unspectacular steadiness 
which always characterizes the work of the Army engi- 
neers. Just as coming events cast thetr shadows before, 
so we may find another sign of the rapid progress of 
the work in the increasing demand for the restoration 
of the American merchant marine. The opening of the 
canal is destined to give a great impetus to commerce 
and already Americans are beginning to see that they 
will not be able to share in the advantages which this, 
the greatest artificial waterway on the globe, will con- 
fer upon shipping. If the Panama Canal shall result in 
eventually bringing back to its old position on the seas 
the flag of the Yankee. skipper, the business interests 
will then understand their debt to the military system of 
the United States for having made the canal possible, for 


it is becoming clearer every day that, with the insignifi- 


cant shipping which America can now send out upon 
the ocean, it would have been impossible to develop a 
sentiment in this country in favor of undertaking the 
construction of the canal, and that behind the great en- 
thusiasm which has attended the beginning of the Ameri- 
can work on the canal have stood the desire to put our 
fleets within easy reach of either ocean and the feeling 
that the defense of both the Atlantic and the Pacific 
coasts has made the canal a strategic necessity. This 
enthusiasm was augmented by the world cruise of the 
Battleship Fleet and the sentiment aroused on the Pa- 
cifie coast jn favor of a larger naval representation in 
Pacific waters. The unflagging progress made by the 
Army engineers in the cutting of the ditch has also 
tended to keep alive popular sympathy with the project 
so that both Services will have a right to lay claim te 
the appreciation and gratitude of the American people 
in that day when American commerce shall once more 
resume its rightful place on the high seas. 





Large room for improvement is seen by Secretary 
Dickinson in the system of physical tests for officers of 
the Army. The two years’ experience with this plan of 
adding to the bodily efficiency of officers indicates that it 
falls far short of what it should be, and is really only 
the beginning of what may develop into a rational system 
of physical culture. The chief defect of the present sys- 
tem, according to the Secretary, is that it requires officers 
to be fit only once in a year, whereas they should be 
required to keep themselves continuously fit. Some regu- 
lar and systematic practice should be had in addition to 
the present tests, which should be modified so as to pro- 
vide for a certain number of miles of riding or walking 
each week to be certified by the officers on their monthly 
report. The annual riding and walking tests should more 
nearly simulate actual war conditions. In the regular 
weekly exercise and the annual physical test all officers 
who under the Jaw are mounted officers, and who in time 
of war would be required to ride should take the riding 
test irrespective of the corps, department or arm of the 
Service to which they belong. The regular weekly ex- 
ercise and the annual physical test should be modified 
in their requirements for officers serving in the tropics, 
and all officers who are sixty-two years of age or more, 
or who are eligible for retirement in the discretion of 
the President, should be exempted in their own discretion 
from taking the test.

The entire absence of a merit system for the advance- 
ment of officers of the Army appears to Secretary of 
War Dickinson as a bad feature of our military estab- 
lishment. In his annual report he says that the degree 
to which such a system is lacking in the Army is not 
generally understood, and it is not generally known that 
except by detail to the Ordnance Department, or to the 
lowest grade of the Judge Advocate General’s Depart- 
ment, or the General Staff, it is impossible to advance 
an officer a single step beyond his place in his branch 
of the Service, no matter how great his merit, nor how 
mediocre those immediately above him may be, unless he 
is a general officer. It is this consideration which gives 
so much force to the arguments of those who favor elimi- 
nation of officers not of the best and giving to merit that 
has achieved its proper reward. Secretary of War 
Wright, Mr. Dickinson’s immediate predecessor, in his 
last annual report, said that “there are a number of offi- 
cers in the Army who do not take that interest in the 
Service that is demanded, and while they keep within the 
letter of the law and regulations, it is impossible to get 
rid of them and fill their places with more efficient offi- 
cers.” 





Secretary ‘of War Dickinson calls attention in his an- 
nual report of the difficulty experienced by the U.S. 
transport Kilpatrick in a cruise from New York to 
Manila, February-April, 1909, owing to the refusal of 
certain wireless stations of other nationalities to take 
messages of the Kilpatrick. This refusal was due to 
the failure of the United States to give adherence to 
the international wireless telegraph convention held at 
Berlin on Nov. 8, 1906. This country was not repre- 
sented at this convention, and it has not yet agreed to 
the stipulations signed there. Consequently ships flying 
the American flag find themselves with no standing in 
international wireless telegraphy, as none of the con- 
tracting countries is compelled to receive a telegram 
from. the ship of a non-contracting country, and any 
coastal station in a foreign country may refuse transmis- 
sion of a message to a station on shipboard subject to a 
non-contracting country. Luckily during the world 
cruise of the Battleship Fleet it was not made the re- 
cipient of any such rebuffs as those encountered by the 
Kilpatrick owing to the attitude of our country. The 
history of the whole matter is recorded in the published 
copy of the treaty, issued by the Bureau of Equipment, 
Navy Department, 1907.

The Shiloh National Military Park Commission report 
that they have expended during the year $29,164.36, of 
which more than one-half, or $14,294.54, has gone for 
office expenses. Up to Nov. 1, 1909, they expended in 
all $553,249.03. No monuments, guns or tablets were 
erected during the year, but $6,000 has been appropri- 
ated for a monument each to the Regular Cavalry, Artil- 
lery and Infantry. Alabama has appropriated $25,000 
for a state monument to her troops at Shiloh. It is 
expected that Missouri, Michigan, Mississippi, Kentucky 
and Tennessee will erect monuments to their troops en- 
gaged in the battle. 
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In an address before the Southern Society at the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, New York city, on Dec. 8, 
Secretary of War Dickinson spoke to the toast, “Inva- 
sion of the North by the South,” a pleasant reference 
to the commercial, professional and literary success of 
the Southerners who left the South after the Civil War 
and achieved distinction in the North. In his address 
he sought to show that it was an error to consider the 
Civil War as a contest between people of Northern blood 
on one side and those of Southern blood on the other. 
He said: “The Civil War was a war between the states, 
but, as to the participants, it was mainly a local ‘ques- 
tion. Senator Daniel summed up the case of most of 
them when he said, ‘I knew that my people were in a 
row and T went in to help them.’ There were seventeen 
brigadier generals, four major generals and one lieu- 
tenant general in the Southern Army who were born in 
Northern states. Of these, seven were born in the state 
of New York. Of the first five who were full generals 
of the Confederate Army, Cooper, who was_the ranking 
officer, was born in New York, and Albert Sidney John- 
ston was of a Connecticut father and his mother’s 
parents were from Massachusetts. Kirby Smith, the 
last general who surrendered. was of New England 
parentage on both sides. The father of Major General 
Wheeler was a New Yorker. Hotchkiss, the engineer 
who made the battle sketches for Stonewall Jackson, 
was a New Englander. Eighty of the graduates of W est 
Point who entered the Confederate Army were born in 
non-seceding states. But there was reciprocity on our 
part. Kentucky brought forth the central figure of the 
epoch, Abraham Lincoln. Virginia gave birth to Thomas, 
the Rock of Chickamauga, and Tennessee produced 
Farragut. the greatest of the admirals. The commanding 
officers of twelve of the twenty-two ships composing 
Farragut’s fleet at the capture of New Orleans and the 
commanders of four of the five squadrons of the Federal 
fleet of the first year of the war were born in slave- 
holding states. Of the three hundred and fifty graduates 
of West Point born in or appointed from slave territory 
who were in the military service when the Southern 
states seceded, one hundred and sixty-two espoused the 
Union side. Early in the war the commanding general 
of che Northern Army was a Virginian, and the ranking 
officer of the Confederate Army was a New _ Yorker. 
As to the issue of the right of secession, Mr. Dickinson 
said we were as much mixed before the war as we were 
mixed in blood. He quoted from speeches and resolu- 
tions in Northern states to show that in New England 
there was a strong sentiment in favor of secession, and 
asserted that this sentiment continued to make itself 
heard till as late as 1845. 





A distinct issue of fact between the commereial in- 
terests of the Pacific coast and the authorities of the 
Navy is raised in the annual report of Paymaster Gen- 
eral E. B. Rogers, U.S.N. It has been repeatedly stated 
by representative business men in such cities as Seattle 
that the coal of that coast is entirely fitted for all the 
needs of the Navy, but this statement is flatly contro- 
verted in the report of the P.M.G., which, in referring 
to ihe necessity of developing the coal deposits in Alaska, 
says: “As there are, in the opinion of the Bureau of 
Steain Engineering and of the engineers of the fleet, no 
coals on the Pacific coast which are entirely suitable 
for naval purposes, it is necessary to ship Eastern coal 
to the depots in California, Washington and Honolulu.” 
This is a flat challenge to those critics of the Navy De- 
partment who have been insistently proclaiming that the 
selection of Eastern coal for our warships in the Pacific 
waters has heen due to favoritism and to a desire to 
benefit the Eastern business interests at the expense of 
the Western. “Coal,” says the report, “is procured for 
steaming purposes at the lowest market rates from 
acceptable suppliers, selected after careful investigation 
and experience and in co-operation with the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering, and their responsibility and facilities 
are such that they can furnish coal in large quantities 
on the shortest notice. The purchase of coal exclusively 
for shore stations, however, has been handled in the 
vsual way, after competition on a specification basis.” 
In the coal of Alaska we have a possible source of 


future supply for the Navy, and the Paymaster 
General calls attenticn to the advisability of early 
legislation by Congress that will permit the reser- 


vation of all or a part of the fields of coal in Alaska 
exclusively for governmental purposes. In view of the 
necessity of shipping coal suitable for naval purposes to 
the Pacific from Eastern mines, the P.M.G. notes the 
high heating value of certain coals examined by the 
Geological Survey in the Controller Bay region. Coal 
from seams thirty-three feet thick reached in heating 
power the great aggregate of 15,574 British thermal units 
per pound of coal, and, since the best coal obtainable in 
the bituminous fields of the Eastern coast average only 
14.600 thermal units, the exceeding value of these 
Alaskan coals is apparent, and the development of these 
fields, either by the Government or private persons, says 
the Paymaster General, will be an important factor in 
naval eccnomy, as well as in military efficiency of the 
fleet. for if the United States is ever involved in war 
with a foreign nation in which the Pacific Ocean will be 
the theater of conflict the possession of high-grade coals 
on the Western coast will have a military value that 
cannot be overstated. 





An officer of the Army. stationed at West Point. 
writes: “I read with interest your editorial comments 
relative to the restrictions that it has been found neces- 
sary to place on the medical treatment of civilians at 
West Point. I believe I am safe in saying that your 
original comment on this matter meets with the un- 
qualified approval of everyone who is familiar with the 
situation. In all probability there is not a station in 
the Army where so much is required of the representa- 
tives of the Medical Corps, individually and collectively. 
Phe surgeon. Col. C. M. Gandy, has a professional repu- 
tation which is so well established for ability and zeal 
that it needs no other support. Colonel Gandy is fortu- 
nate in having the services of three able assistants in 
Capt. J. W. Hanner, Capt. R. C. Loving and Capt. L. 
L. Smith. These four doctors in the past have not only 
looked after the resident population, military and non- 
military, but have also attended and treated non-resident 
civilians employed by the contractors who are engaged 
in the work of improving and rebuilding the post. In 
the treatment of workmen who had suffered serious 
injuries while engaged at their various occupations the 
post doctors have found it necessary to perform some of 


the most delicate cf operations, and have invariably been 
successful. ‘The result has been that every civilian in 
this part of. the country who has any connection at all 
with the Military Academy, from quartermaster’s day 
laborer up, ‘wants the post doctor to look him over.’ In 
a way, it is a decided compliment to the efficiency of our 
‘medicos,’ but one which, for their physical well-being, 
af i, be justified in wishing would be less often 
inflicted.”

The response of the states to the appeal of the War 
Department for the organization of Coast Artillery com- 
panies to assist in providing an adequate coast artillery 
personnel is called “‘patriotic’ by Secretary of War Dick- 
inson. There have been organized, or are in process of 
organization, 138 coast artillery companies distributed 
among twenty-one states. Of the Northern states the 
most of these companies are in New York, which has 
thirty-one, little Rhode Island coming next, with sixteen, 
then smail Connecticut, with fourteen, and after her 
Maine and Massachusetts, with an even dozen each. Of 
the Southern states Georgia and North Carolina are tied, 
with four each, big Texas having only one. The District, 
of Columbia has four, and Virginia one less. In the Pa- 
cific coast region California leads, with nine companies, 
with Washington close behind, with eight. As there are 
but 126 companies of Coast Artillery in the Regular 
Army assigned to gun defense, it appears to the Secre- 
tary of War that the scheme of the Chief of the Coast 
Artillery has been so far worked out as to have the 
militia feature of it well abreast of that which pertains 
to the Regular Coast Artillery. This is a statement by 
the Secretary in his report that may surprise some offi- 
cers of the Army, as wel] as National Guard: “In some 
coast artillery districts there are more coast artillery 
militia than required, and in others there is a deficiency, 
but in case of war it would be possible to transfer com- 
panies so as to meet the requirements of the coast line as 
a whole.” 











The report upon the work of supervision of the har- 
bor of New York for the last fiscal year shows how 
eflicient has been the service of the little fleet of six 
steam tugs and one launch under the command of Capt. 
Aaron Ward, U.S.N., supervisor. The annual expendi- 
ture of $85,000 upon this service is a measure of de- 
cided economy, protecting, as it does, the channels from 
the promiscuous dumping of material amounting to 18.- 
773,650 cubie yards, deposited during the year at the 
mouth of the harbor. “I thoroughly believe,” says Cap- 
tain Ward. “were the patrol removed the harbor of New. 
York would become inaccessible to the largest vessel 
within a relatively short time.” All tows containing 
prohibited matter are practically under surveillance from 
the time they leave the loading point until their contents 
are discharged at the designated point outside the light- 
ship, and Captain Ward says: “I am thoroughly satis- 
fied that the illegal deposit of material in the channels 
of the harhor cannot now take place without the knowl- 
edge of this office, and that there has been no wilful eva- 
sion of law during the past fiscal year, yet I am equally 
satisfied that such favorable conditions can continue only 
so long as the patrol is kept up to its present standard 
of efficiency.” In the course of performing their regu- 
lar duties the vessels of the patrol fleet have, during the 
past year, frequently rendered valuable services in saving 
life and pronerty. for which various letters of thanks 
have been received.

The recent resignation of the governor-general of the 
Philippines, James F. Smith, has called attention to the 
position in which Americans who give much of their time 
to the Philippines find themselves on their return to this 
country, and gives weight to the recommendation of the 
Seeretary of War in his report that Congress enact a 
measure entitling American employees of the Philippine 
government fo retired pay. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards. 
Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs, has drafted 
a biil which meets with the approval of Secretary Dick- 
inson. It provides that any American employee who has 
worked for the Philippine government for ten or more 
years continuously may. upon application to the governor 
general of the Philippines, be retired from active serv- 
ice, receiving fer a length of time equaling his time of 
service in the Philippines compensation equal to two and 
a half per cent. for each year’s active service rendered 
by him of the average current pay received annually by 
him during his period of active service, the act applying 
only to employees receiving at the time of retirement an 
annual salary of not less than $3,000, or a total salary 
during their service equivalent thereto. The payments 
under this act would be made from the treasury of the 
Philippine Isfands. The Secretary of War also would 
extend retirement on annuities of employees who have 
hecome superannuated in the Service, after the manner 
of railroads and other corporations. 





A “mischievous effect” on the morale of the enlisted 
force. having a tendency to increase desertion, is ascribed 
by the Secretary of War in his annual report to the 
practice among department commanders of mitigating the 
punishments of deserters and others, with or without the 
recommendation of courts-martial, and of restoring con- 
victed deserters to duty. The record for the year showed 
a slight increase in desertion over the rate for the preced- 
ing year, notwithstanding renewed efforts looking to the 
apprehension and punishment of deserters. This increase 
was to he expected, however. because of the extraor- 
dinarilv Jarge number of recruits brought into the Service 
during the year, and because the greater part of all 
desertions always occur in the earlier months of the 
Service. In the report of the Secretary of War for 1908 
the re-establishment of the military’ prison and_ the 
vigorous efforts to apprehend deserters were given as the 
two principal causes for the marked decrease that year 
in desertions. These influences against desertion seem 
now to be offset. according to Mr. Dickinson’s report. by 
the action of department commanders themselves. who 
may be expected, in view of this criticism of the Secre- 
tary, to be more careful and discriminating hereafter in 
their official expressions of leniency. 





Canada’s ambition to have a navy seems to the Boston 
Transcript to be a misplaced enthusiasm. From the 
point of view of the naval strategist, it thinks such 
n navy a needless extravagatice. In the event of Great 
Britain losing command of the sea Canada’s warships 
would be compelled to seek safety in port, and even there, 


would not be exempt from the activity of an enterprising 
enemy. “The plea of Australia, that its remoteness from 
the mother country renders a local army and a local 
navy essential as first lines of defense, does not hold 
good with regard to the Dominion, which is not more 
than five days’ steaming distance from Great Britain 
and so normally within the radius of British maritime 
protection.”

A retired officer of the Navy, of long and distinguished 
service, writing to renew his subscription, says: “I have 
read your paper since it began, and taken it under 
various subscriptions besides my own for nearly as long.

Navy, April 30, 1798: Interior. May 3, 1849; Agricul- 
ture, May 15, 1862: Commerce and Labor, Feb. 14, 1902. 
It is in this order that the departments appear in the 
gv Government publications which make reference 
to chem. 





The annual meeting of the board of directors of the 
National Rifle Association of America will be held in 
Washington, D.C., in January, 1910, and will be imme- 
diately followed by the meeting of the National Board 
for Promotion of Rifle Practice. The report of Col. R. 
KX. Evans, USA., executive officer of the last national 
matches, will be considered at that time, and the place 
and date for the next annual matches will be selected. 
All indications point to the selection of Camp Perry, 
Ohio, where the last three national matches have been 
held, and the date will doubtless be fixed for some time 
in August. Gen. James A. Drain. president of the 
National Rifle Association, announced last January that 
he would not again accept a re-election, and one of the 
questions before the board of directors will be the elec- 
tion of his successor. The name of Lieut. Gen. J. C. 
gad U.S.A., is prominently mentioned in this connec- 
10n. 


The Brownsville Court of Inquiry, appointed by the 
Secretary of War on April 7, 1909, to investigate finally 
the shooting affray in which the 25th U.S. Infantry 
(colored) was alleged to have been implicated, has sub- 
mitted four partial reports, and expects to submit its 
final report not later than April 7, 1910. Mr. Dickinson 
now announces that the court has the sworn statements 
so classified that it is now ready to receive new evidence. 
Three of the reports simply announce the organization 
of the court and its rules of procedure; the fourth states 
that the court has endeavored to find the 167 men who 
were discharged by S.O. 266, W.D., 1906, and has suc- 
ceeded in establishing communication with eighty-two of 
them. of which number seventy-six express a wish to 
testify before the court. These men will be permitted to 
testify at the sittings of the court in Washington. It is 
likely that before this case is finished it will have made a 
record for court voluminousness, at least so far as an 
Army inquiry is concerned. 








The question of hazing at the Military Academy is 
likely to have another season of discussion following ob- 
servations thereon by the Secretary of War. Comment- 
ing in his annual report cn the remarks of Superintend: 
ent Scott, of the Academy, on the efforts put forth to 
eradicate hazing, Secretary Dickinson states an obvious 
truth when he says: “The law providing for dismissal 
for hazing should he amended so as to give some discre- 
tion in awarding punishment. Various offenses are haz- 
ing, but they differ in degree. Now the reviewing au- 
thorities have no power except to determine whether the 
evidence sustains the finding. Congress has fixed the 
punishment and no discretion is allowed. While I was 
of the opinion that the findings of fact in the seven cases 
referred to [those dismissed last year] were correct, I 
would in at least one of them have awarded a much 
less severe punishment if I could.” 


tecommending that the age for the admission of 
candidates to the Naval Academy be between fourteen 
and seventeen years, Rear Admiral William P. Potter, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, U.S.N., in his annual 
report, says that modification of the required entrance ex- 
amination to fit such a change could be easily made. Rear 
Admiral Potter directs attention to the fact that under 
the present law midshipmen enter the Academy between 
the ages of sixteen and twenty years, and under these 
conditions it frequently happens that an officer is 
graduated from the Academy and sent out into the fleet 
at the age of twenty-three or twenty-four; in other 
words, he starts his career afloat at an age when he 
should already have had several years’ sea service. The 
average age of midshipmen at date of leaving the Naval 
Academy is now twenty-two years and six months, 
“manifestly two or three years older than is desirable.” 








The United States Civil Service Commission announces 
an examination, Jan. 5-6-7, to fill a vacancy in the posi- 
tion of senior draftsman in the Ordnance Bureau, Wash- 
ington, D.C., and vacancies requiring similar qualifica- 
tions as they occur in the Ordnance Department at 
large throughout tle United States. at salaries ranging 
from $1,600 to $1,800 per annum. The examination will 


consist of the subjects mentioned below, weighted as in-’ 


dicated: “Mathematics and mechanics, 15: ordnance and 
machine design, 25: drafting, 30; education and experi- 
ence, 30. Anplicants must show they have had an engi- 
neering education, and in addition thereto not less than 
five years’ experience in machine design; six months’ ex- 
perience in the design of gun carriages or similar ord- 
nance material is also required. 


The flag of the President of the United States as-com- 
mander-in-chief of the Army has been changed so: that, 
instead of being fastened on a pike ten feet long, the 
pike will be eleven feet. The American Eagle, instead 
of standing four inches high, is to measure five and three- 
eighths inches. 'The glohe is to be reduced from three to 





two inches in diameter. 
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PRESIDENT TAFT’S FIRST MESSAGE. 


Economy is the keynote of the President’s message 
this year. Prospective receipts fall $3,475,620 short of 
ordinary expenditures, or, with the Panama Canal, 
$73,075,620. Hence the order has been to cut. estimates 
to the lowest figure. This necessitates the postponement 
of projects which the Army and Navy regard as essen- 
tial. The President says: 

“In the interest of immediate economy, and because 
of the prospect of a deficit, I have required a reduction 
in the estimates of the War Department for the coming 
fiscal year, which brings the total estimates down to an 
amount forty-five millions less than the corresponding 
estimates for last year. ‘This could only be accomplished 
by cutting off new projects and Suspending for the period 
of one year all progress in military matters. For the 
same veason I have directed that the Army shall not be 
recruited up to its present authorized strength. These 
measures. can hardly be more than temporary—to last 
until our revenues are in better condition and until the 
whole question of the expediency of adopting a definite 
military policy can be submitted to Congress, for I am 
sure that the interests of the military establishment are 
seriously in need of careful consideration by Congress. 
The laws regulating the organization of our armed forces 
in the event of war need to be revised, in order that the 
organization can be modified,so as to produce a force 
which would be more consistently apportioned throughout 
its numerous branches. To explain the circumstances 
upon which this opinion is based would necessitate a 
lengthy discussion, and I postpone it until the first con- 
venient opportunity shall arise to send to Congress a 
special message upon this subject. j 

“The Secretary of War calls attention to a number of 
needed changes in the Army, in all of which I concur, 
but the point upon which T place most emphasis is the 
need for an elimination bill providing a method by which 
the merits of officers shall have some effect upon their 
advancement. and by which the advancement of all may 
he accelerated by the effective elimination of a definite 
proportion of the least efficient. There are in every 
army. and certainly in ours, a number of officers who do 
not violate their duty in any such way as to give reason 
for 2 court-martial or dismissal, but who do not show 
such aptitude and skill and character for high command 
as to jvstify their remaining in the active service to be 
promoted. Provision should be made by which they may 
be retired on a certain preportion of their pay, increasing 
with their length of service at the time of retirement. 
There is now a personnel law for the Navy, which itself 
needs amendment, and to which I shall make further 
reference, Such a law is needed quite as much for the 

“y be 
—_. eoast defences are reported to be generally all 
that could be desired. In speaking of this, the President 
savs: “In some respects they are rather more elaborate 
than under present conditions are needed to stop an 
enemy's fleet from entering the harbors defended. There 
is. however, one place where additional defense is badly 
needed, and that is at the mouth of Chesapeake Bay, 
where it is pronosed to make an artificial island for a 
fort. which shall prevent an enemy’s fleet from entering 
this most important strategical base of operations on 
the whole Atlantic and Gulf coasts. I hope that appro- 
priate legislation will e adopted to secure the construc- 
tion of this defense. TI hope that this recommendation of 
the joint hoard will end the discussion as to the compara- 
tive merits of Manila Bay and Olongapo as naval sta- 
tions, and will lead to prompt measures for the proper 
equipment and defense of Pearl Harbor.” 

Of the Navy, the message says: 

“The return of the Battleship Fleet from its voyage 
arevnd the world in more efficient condition than when 
it started was a noteworthy event, of interest alike to 
our citizens and the naval authorities of the world. 
Besides the beneficial and far-reaching effect, on ovr 
personal and diplomatic relations in the conntries which 
the fleet visited. the marked success of the shins in steam- 
ing around the world in all weathers on schedule time 
has increased respect for our Navy and has added to our 
national prestige. ‘ \ 

“Our enlisted personnel recruited from all sections of 
the country is voung and energetic and representative of 
the national spirit. Tt is, moreover, owing to its intelli- 
gence, capabie of auick training into the modern man-of- 
warsmen. Our officers are earnest and zealous in their 
profession, brt it is a regrettable fact that the higher 
officers are old for the resnonsibilities of the modern navy, 
and the admirals do not arrive at flag rank young enough 
to obtain adequate training in their duties as flag officers. 
This need for reform in the Navy has been ably and 
earnestly presented to Congress by my predecessor, and T 
also urgently recommend the subject for consideration. 

“Forly in the comine session a comvrehensive plan 
for the reorvanization of the officers of all corps of the 
Navv will be presented to Congress. and I hope it will 
mect with action snited to its urgency. : 

“Owing to the necessity for economy in exnenditures, 
I have directed the enrtailment of recommendations for 
naval appropriations, so that they are thirty-eight mil- 
lions less than the corresponding estimates of last year, 
and the request for new naval construction is limited to 
two first-class battleships and one repair vessel. 

“The use of a navy is for military purposes, and there 
has been found need in the Department of a military 
branch dealing directly with the military use of the fleet. 
The Secretary of the Navy has also felt the lack of 
resnonsille advisers to aid him in reaching conclusions 
and deciding important matters between co-ordinate 
branches of the Department. To secure these results 
he has inaugurated a tentative plan involving certain 
chonges in the organization of the Navy Department, 
including the navy yards, all of which have been found 
hy the Attorney General to be in accordance with law. 
I have apnroved the execution of the plan proposed 
heeavse of the greater efficiency and economy it 
promises.” 

The Pres‘dent snggests a transfer of the Naval Observ- 
atory to some other department, adding: “I am sure 
I express the desire of the astronomers and those learned 
in the kindred sciences when I urge upon Congress that 
the Naval Observatory he now dedicated to science under 
control of a man of science who can, if need be, render 
all the service to the Navy Department which this ohserv- 
atory now renders, and still furnish to the world the 
discoveries in astronomy that a great astronomer using 
such a nlan wonld be likely to make.”

REPORT OF PAYMASTER GENERAL, U.S.N. 


The development of the cost-accounting system, which 
is fundamental to the scheme for getting better results 
out of the consolidation of the navy yards, may largely 
be ascribed to the efforts of Paymaster General E. B. 
Rogers, U.S.N.. who for three years has been working 
along that line and trying to simplify accounting 
methods. It was during the winter of 1907-8 that his 
bureau reached the conclusion that a thorough reorgani- 
zation of the system of accounting was imperative, and 
that the solution, from the standpoint of accuracy and 
economy of operation, could be obtained only by the 
establishment in each yard of an accounting office, where 
the expenditures of the yard would center and from 
which the bureau would receive the aggregates of the 
yard expenditures. When it became apparent that the 
first step must be to improve the accounts of the several 
manufacturing departments then existing, two officers of 
the Pay Corps were detailed to visit leading shipbuilding 
and industrial establishments and some of the Army 
departments and the navy yards to study the methods 
employed for ascertaining the cost of their output. It 
was found that not only the systems of accounting time 
and cost records used at each yard differed from those 
of all other yards, but that even in the same yard 
various departments had entirely different methods for 
ascertaining costs. On July 1 last was put in operation 
in eight of the large navy yards in the United States a 
system of cost accounting which will not be put in force 
in the smaller yards or on foreign stations for the present. 
Having once established a system by which cost can be 
shown with reasonable accuracy, the work of the navy 
yards car be compared with that of outside firms and 
witi each other, and a standard of economy created. 

“It is not expected,” says the annual report of Pay- 
master General Rogers, “that it will be possible to reduce 
cost of production throughout ‘the Navy to the level of 
commercial organizations, for navy yard plants existing 
for military purposes only must be fully equipped for 
any and every class of work required by the fleet, to 
meet emergencies which cannot be foreseen, and where 
periods of the utmost activity alternate with times when 
little work is done.” Further steps must be taken to 
make this system of cost accounting still more effective. 
The capitalization of each plant along lines similar to 
those of commercial plants doing the same class of work 
must be made; there must be the establishment of re- 
serve funds for renewal of plants and to offset loss by 
depreciation and fire, and changes in the Naval Appro- 
priation Act. The greatest obstacle presented in connec- 
tion with the problem of proper accounting is found in 
the present wording of the appropriation acts. The 
experiment of having a central accounting office at the 
navy yard, Boston, was aided by the “sympathy and 
support of the commandant of the Boston Navy Yard.” 
If this experiment proves successful, each yard will have 
a central accounting and pay office under the direction 
of the commandant, reports will be expedited, ete. 

The economy in coal firing resulting from the competi- 
tions held during the world cruise of the Battleship 
Fleet has made it possible for the demands of the ships 
of the Navy in the matter of coal to be met the coming 
year even with the reduced appropriations. ‘The ships 
of the Navy in the last fiscal year consumed 813,615 tons 
of coal, divided in the following proportions: 57.73 per 
cent. for steaming: 19.24 for electric lighting; 10.12 for 
distilling; 9.87 for heating, flushing, ete.; 1.51 for gal- 
leys, and 1.58 for steam launches. The bureau is col- 
lecting data showing the capacities of American coal 
mines and the quality of the output, and has the assist- 
ance of the U.S. Geological Survey, which has already 
inspected 150 mines in the Virginia fields. 

Arrangements have been practically completed for a 
full supply of oil at the lowest market price for the 
storage depots established by the Bureau of Navigation. 
An increase of the Pay Corps is asked for, and legisla- 
tion for the benefit of the assistant paymasters.

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REPORT OF NAVY BUREAU OF ORDNANCE 


Rear Admiral N. E. Mason, Chief of the Naval Bureau 
of Ordnance, in his annual report, tells us that a 
12-inch 50-caliber gun of new design has been completed 
and tested, with results which show it to be at least 
the equal of any gun thus far proposed abroad. In proof 
this gun developed an initial velocity of 3,030 foot- 
seconds and a muzzle energy of 52,500 foot-tons. In 
five rounds, fired at 17,000 yards range, the dispersion 
was less than 100 yards. The Arkansas and Wyoming 
will carry twelve guns of this type, and it is believed 
that they will be the first ships in the world to mount 
guns of such power. A type gun of 14-inch caliber is 
nearing completion, and will be tested before the end of 
the calendar year. It will fire a projectile weighing 
1,400 pounds with a velocity of 2.600 foot-seconds, repre- 
senting a muzzle energy of 65.600 foot-tons. A mount 
for this gun has also heen designed. . 

In the matter of powder there have been no radical 
changes during the year. nor are any such changes to be 
an‘icinated in the near future. Our present nitrocellulose 
powder has been brovght to a degree of perfection which 
leaves comparatively little room for improvement. In 
connection with projectiles, certain improvements in 
form have resulted in a very material increase in range, 
with a corresponding increase in flatness of trajectory. 
in danger space, and, finally. in striking velocity and 
penetration at long ranges. During the year there has 
been a notable improvement in range finders, and orders 
have been placed for an instrument of this type which 
is very greatly superior to any heretofore known. 

The torpedo situation has improved during the past 
year, owing to the delivery of the torpedoes purchased 
abroad and the delivery of a large number manufactured 
in this country. ‘The delivery of torpedoes of domestic 
manufacture has been mvch more satisfactory during 
the past year than heretofore, and it is expected that the 
Navy will be well supplied with torpedoes within two 
years. ; : 

The work of modernizing old material like the guns 
and mounts of battleships already more or less out of 
date, while less interesting than the preparation of new 
designs, is hardly less important, and necessarily en- 





gages a large amount of the bureau’s attention. Among 
the items of this nature which have been in progress 
during the year, the most important is the relining and 
streng.hening of the 12-inch guns of the battleships up 
to and including the Virginia class. Other changes 
are noted. Attention is called to the necessity of 
ammunition ships, which is felt in times of peace as well 
as in war. ‘The torpedo factory authorized by Congress 
last year has now been established at the Torpedo Sta- 
tion, Newport, R.I., and the manufacture of torpedoes 
has commenced. 

The bureau expresses its gratification at the remark- 
able results which have been obtained in target practice 
with material which, in many cases, was designed before 
anyone could have predicted the demands which would 
be made upon it as a result of the unprecedented develop- 
ment in target practice within the last few years. A 
plan for new and improved sight-setting arrangements 
has been worked out in the drafting room, and an item 
to add these improvements to all turret sights in service 
is included in the estimates. 

‘The reserve supply of powder has been added to, al- 
though this reserve still remains inadequate. The 
situation, however, has improved since the last annual 
report. In time of war the government plants, in spite 
of all the enlargement which could reasonably be made, 
would be altogether inadequate. These are sufficient 
reasons why private sources of supply should be fostered 
and the Government assured an unfailing supply of 
powder in case of emergency. Successful experiments in 
the refrigeration of magazines have been conducted, and 
our newest ships will be fitted with complete cooling 
arrangements. The magazines of older ships will be 
similarly fitted as opportunity offers. A simple and 
efficient method has been developed for testing the 
stability of smokeless powder on shipboard, and testing 
outfits will be issued to the Service as fast as they can 
be manufacturer. Experiments are now in progress with 
a new form of smokeless powder, up to the present time 
with fair results. 

A change has been made in the rotation band for 
projectiles which is expected to considerably prolong the 
life of the gun by insuring a true flight for the projec 
tiles after the- gun is so much worn that its accuracy 
with the older bands would have been much impaired. 
Satisfactory designs of primers have been developed by 
means of extensive experiments. 

Ninety-five mines of a new type have been delivered. 
An appropriation is asked for to carry out the plans 
prepared for a new torpedo station on the Pacific coast. 
The friction training gear installed on the 5-inch and 
6-irch mounts has proved satisfactory. The work of 
modernizing 4-inch 40-caliber mounts and providing 


‘them with new telescopic yoke sights has been nearly 


completed, and the work of modernizing 5-inch 40-caliber 
mounts and providing them with new sights will prob- 
ably be completed this year. The latest type sights and 
telescopes in service have proved generally satisfactory. 
The disposition in the Service toward more intelligent 
care and more considerate handling of ordnance material 
has been very gratifying, and, combined with improve- 
ments in various parts of the material itself, has resulted 
in comparatively few casualties during target practice. 
Storage batteries have been substituted for the dry cells 
heretofore used for gun firing and sight lighting on 
battleships and armored cruisers. 

The report concludes with a detailed statement of 
ordnance work during the year. The class for instruc- 
tion of young officers in ordnance has been re-established. 


REPORT ON ARMY ORDNANCE. 


Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., in 
his annual report says, on the important subject of guns 
and mortars: 

“During the past few years the department has not 
been free from the occasional failures of heavy guns, 
which are believed to have been met with in all services, 
under powder pressures below those corresponding to the 
elastic strength of the pieces. A thorough study of the 
guns that failed and the experience of the department 


in connection with the manufacture of forgings and their 
assembling into built-up guns indicate conclusively that 
the trouble arises not from defect in the design of the 
cannon, but from either concealed defects in the forgings 
or the development of thermal or heat cracks. Though 
many forgings are rejected for streaks, seams or other 
defects during the manufacture of guns, it is manifestly 
impossible to examine every portion of each forging, and 
the danger arises from the defects lying within the 
finished dimensions of the forging and not apparent on 
the surface. 

“Thermal or heat cracks*are due to the high tempera- 
ture of the powder gases, and increase in depth and 
number as the number of rounds fired increases, though 
the increase is more rapid in some guns than in others 
fired under the same conditions. To the prevalence of 
these cracks ahd the accompanying brittle condition of 
the metal of the surface of the bore the department 
attaches great importance, and has decided to reline guns 
as soon as these thermal cracks become very pronounced, 
instead of waiting until the accuracy life of the gun has 
been reached due to erosion and wear. All seacoast guns 
of 6-inch caliber and over, except mortars, manufactured 
hereafter will be provided with double tubes, so that if, 
from defective material pr thermal cracks, the inner tube 
gives way. the damage will not extend to the outer tube 
and the enveloning jacket and hoops. This method of 
construction will not only permit the restoration of guns 
the tubes of which give way, at comparatively small 
cost, but will facilitate the rehabilitation of guns the 
accuracy life of which has been reached due to erosion 
and wear of the bore. 

“Six 6-inch and four 14-inch guns authorized by Con- 
gress at its last session will he of the wire-wound type, 
and have these doable tuhes. The 14-inch guns will also 
differ from those previonsly manufactvred in being 
40-ealiter instead of 34-caliber guns, which will result 
in a material increase in the muzzle velocity for the same 
powder charge and chamber. The increase of length is 
rendered practicable through the mounting of these guns 
in turrets, instead of in emplacements in which they were 
desired to be interchangeable with 12-inch disappearing 
guns. es F 
~ “'The department expects to have the 14-inch wire- 
wound gun and one of the 12-inch wire-wound mortars 
mounted in the proof battery at Sandy Hook Proving 
Ground within the next few months. The 10-inch and 
12-inch guns, model of 1900, have a powder chamber 
the diameter of which is much greater than that of the 
bore. This was found to interfere with the proper seat- 
ing of the projectile when rammed with the rapidity 
now attained by the detachments in loading. Fixed trays 
are therefore being fastened to the bottom of the chamber 
of all these guns, which will overcome the difficulty by 
maintaining, in ramming, the axis of the projectile more 
nearly coincident with the axis of the bore. The large 
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chamber is rendered unnecessary through the reduction 
of the powder charge. ’ 

“In addition to the hand grenade described in my 
annual report for last year, there has been developed a 
rifle-shrapnel grenade, designed by Lieut. Col. E. B. 
Babbitt, of this department. The hand grenade can be 
thrown a distance of about 100 feet when the thrower 
can assume a standing position, but this distance is 
materially decreased when it is necessary for the thrower 
to keep behind the ordinary trench or fieldwork. The 
rifle-shrapnel grenade is designed to be fired from the 
musket carried by the Infantry, thereby materially in- 
creasing the zone of effective use of grenades, with the 
minimum exposure of the soldier. This department is 
prepared to furnish both the hand and rifle shrapne! 
grenades in any reasonable quantity whenever neces- 
sary.” 

Smokeless powder for small arms has been further 
improved. The shrapnel furnished by the German 
Ehrhardt Company has proved so satisfactory that a con- 
tract for furnishing them has been entered into. The 
department is satisfied that the broad band is superior 
to the narrow band, and the projectiles now being pro- 
cured for the 14-inch guns will have bands one-third the 
caliber in width, as well as an exterior shape, that will 
improve the ballistic qualities. , 

A new design of automatic machine rifle, submitted by 
Messrs. Benét and Mercié, was exhaustively tested, both 
at Springfield Armory and the School of Musketry, and 
as a result thereof has been adopted. The attack of 
dirigible balloons and aeroplanes, of which the use .in 
future wars, at least for purposes of observation, is 
highly probable, is being given consideration. Experi- 
ments for the accumulation of data are in progress and 
a gun and carriage are being designed. The reserve 
supply of mobile artillery is in a less satisfactory state 
than that of any other class of fighting material. We 
have a sufficient number of mountain guns, but the model 
is not up to date. . 

Reports received during the year show a continued 
marked improvement in target practice, and this must 
be attributed principally to the more intelligent and effi- 
cient manner in which the material is handled. Target 
practice with the 2.95-inch mountain guns has not been 
as satisfactory as desired, owing to the necessity of using 
ammunition of old design. 

General Crozier holds that the Government can manu- 
facture cheaper than it can buy, taking everything into 
the account except the manufacturer's profit. Its interest 
account is less. and its expense for insurance, deprecia- 
tion and the higher class of superintendence. These 
savines more than offset the loss from limitation in hours 
of work and the liberal holiday allowances of employees. 
The following table of comparative cost is given:

The Army rifle appears to have given general satisfac- 
tion. Only 400 rifles have been sold to clubs, which 
indicates that the law authorizing their sale has not 
accomplished its purpose. General Crozier says: “It 
would seem that more liberality must be used if citizens 
are to be trained to shoot in any such numbers as to 
constitute an asset in case of war. It is difficult to 
suggest a method of increasing the number which would 
not involve risk of waste of public funds without adequate 
return, but the interest of certain gentlemen who appre- 
ciate the importance of the subject, and who work 
mainly through the National Association for the Promo- 
tion of Rifle Practice, has prompted them to take up the 
subject of training schoolboys and providing for them 
means of practice, both with the Service rifle and with 
rifles for reduced ranges.” 

A sufficient number of telescopic sights are to be pro- 
vided for the Militia. Capt. Frank E. Ely’s, 3d Inf., 
controller for vertical angle of fire is to be tried, and 
that of Major W. A. Phillips, O.D. The automatic pistols 
under trial are to be returned to the manufacturers for 
alterations, and an additional supply of Colt’s double- 
action revolver, caliber .45, model of 1909, purchased. A 
blank cartridge with an inverted paper cup, instead of 
a paper bullet, has been adopted as cheaper and safer. 
The accuracy of the ball cartridge had been notably in- 
creased during the year. Aluminum meat cans and 
canteens have been adopted: also a new Cavalry bridle. 
The difficulty experienced with fencing bayonets on ac- 
count of breakages during fencing bouts has, it is 
believed, been overcome by doubling the thickness of the 
blade and removing the leather cover, leaving only the 
knob covered. A new marking outfit has been adopted. 
and a new form of paster and of bandoleer. Nelson wire 
cutters are under trial. A new cartridge belt has been 
designed for Cavalry use, fitted with nine pockets for 
90 caliber .30 cartridges, and four pockets for 20 revolver 
cartridges, caliber .38 or .45. 

Officers of the Army paid $1,623.50 for ordnance prop- 
erty not accounted for, and enlisted men $19,554.65; 
$4.746 73 was charged against deserters, and $120,171.38 
dropped from the returns for property lost or destroyed. 
Educational institutions paid $2.989.39 for lost property ; 
Governors of states $402.42. The minimum loss in the 
Cavalry was by Troop F, 4th Cavalry, $13.43, and the 
maximum by Troop F, 1st Cavalry, $1,613.48. In the 
Infantry, I, 28th, lost seventy cents, and B, 14th, $388.17. 
In the Field Artillery the minimum loss was by F, 4th 
F.A., $12.90, and the maximum by F, of the 34d, 
$4,470.53. 

A plea is made fer an increase in the pay of the clerks, 
which has remained unchanged for over fifty years, while 
the cost of living has steadily increased. More clerks 
are needed, as the existing force is overworked. During 
the year $12.548,710.54 was disbursed. and $9.945,276.77 
—— the 29 per cent. deficiency being made good by 
sales.

REVISION OF INFANTRY DRILL REGULATIONS. 


Col, E. M. Weaver, U.S.A., Chief of the Division of 
Militia Affairs, has sent an important communication to 
the adjutants general of the National Guard, relative to 
sending in changes deemed advisable in the Infantry 
Drill Regulations. The communication reads: 


“Information has been received at this office that the 
Department contemplates revising the Infantry Drill] 





Regulations. It is thought to be an excellent opportunity 
to consider, in connection with this revision, the relation 
of the Drill Regulations to the needs of the Organized 
Militia. With a view to enabling this office to present 
these views for consideration by the Department, it is 
requested that you will take such action in your state 
as may seem best to obtain what might be termed the 
consolidated opinion of the best Infantry officers of your 
state in regard to the Infantry Drill Regulations, with 
suggestions for modification that would make them, in 
their opinion, best adapted to the needs of the Infantry 
of your state forces. You will understand that it is 
desirable that the comments should be made as brief and 
as concise as possible in order that they may be conve- 
niently reviewed. Please arrange the remarks under two 
headings, as follows: 

“1. Objections to the existing regulations from the 
point of view of the Organized Militia. 

“2. Modifications suggested in the Regulations to better 
adapt them to the needs of the Organized Militia. 

“Tt is asked, if you so desire, that you submit com- 
ments and suggestions in accordance with the above. 

“It is requested that the matter be given immediate 
attention. as it is desired to complete its preliminary 
consideration before the first of the new year.” 

There is one subject the General Staff of the Army 
should act upon at once, in order to prevent confusion‘ 
and establish uniformity, and that is in relation to the 
instruction of sentinels in rendering the salute during the 
vlaying of the “Star-Spangled Banner.” At the Army 
School at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., sentries are taught to 
“present arms” at the last note. At West Point the 
eadets on duty as sentinels are instructed to stand at 
attention, with pieces at the “right shoulder,” during the 
playing of the “Star-Spangled Banner,” but do not 
present arms at the last note. Thus there are two 
different ways of rendering the salute, and a decision 
should he promulgated as to which is the correct way. 
The Nationa! Guard is just as much at sea on the matter 
as is the Regular Service.

OUR COAST ARTILLERY. 

In his annual report, Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, Chief 
of Artillery, U.S.A., again argues for the organization 
of the Coast Artillery for command and administration 
into a territorial division having a major general at the 
head, and with three departments, each commanded by a 
brigadier. With the exception of the creation of the 
general officers, all of this can be accomplished by a 
W.D. order, and colonels can be given command of the 
departments. General Murray says: “The Chief of 
Coast Artillery practically controls and is responsible 
for the welfare and efficiency of some 20,000 officers and 
men, as well as for the guns, emplacements and acces- 
sories of all the fortifications of the country. In no 
other Service than our own and in no other instance in 
our Service is a task of this magnitude entrusted to an 
othcer less in rank than a major general.” 

On July 1, 19U0¥, the Coast Artillery Corps was short 
114 officers and 73 enlisted men of its total of G72 
ofticers and 19,521 enlisted men. <A year ago the shortage 
of men was 5,949. ‘Ihe change is due to increased pay 
and improved conditions. ‘lhe shortage of second lhieu- 
tenants is due to the terms of the law. ‘Lhe increments 
authorized for July 1, 19U¥, forty-four, and July 1, 1910, 
forty-three, remain to be filled. ‘the Corps of Cadets 
should be increased to furnish officers for the Coast 
Artillery. Of the 600, only 279 have had the advantage 
of the West Point training. Of those who entered 
before the beginning of the Spanish-American War, 97.6 
per cent. are graduates, and of those who entered since 
only 33 per cent. are graduates. ‘There is yet to be 
provided 675 officers and 14,584 men to furnish the 
Coast Artillery with one manning detail. ‘here are 
twelve more Militia Coast Artillery reserve companies, 
organized or in process of organization, than there are 
conipanies of Regular Coast Artillery authorized tor 
gue defense. General Murray says: “It can hardly be 
presumed that Congress appropriated for the additional 
defenses provided since the last Artillery Increase bill 
was passed, or that it will continue to appropriate tor 
hew and costly coast detenses either for our home ports 
or our insular possessions, without some thought or in- 
tention of providing the necessary trained personnel to 
ensure an adequate return for the enormous sums ex- 
pended on these defenses. 

“Lhe great enthusiasm shown by these Militia reserves, 
as a rule, in taking up coast artillery work under such 
trying circumstances, the cordial assistance that has 
everywhere been given them by the Kegular Coast 
Artillery during the annual Coast Artillery maneuvers, 
the help that has been recently given by Congress in the 
way of appropriations for armory equipment, and the 
interest and support that has been extended to them by 
the War Department, all lead to the belief that the now 
untrained Militia coast artillerymen will eventually de- 
velop into a force which will prove of much value to the 
nation in the event of attack on our seacoast, and of 
which all who have taken part in its development may be 
justly proud.” 

The War Department has designed a set of dummy 
guns and mortars, with all accessories pertaining to the 
service thereof, for installation and use in Militia Coast 
Artillery armories. It is roughly estimated that it will 
require about 55,000 field troops, Infantry, Cavalry and 
Artillery, to make our fortifications secure against attack 
from the rear. ‘The need of these troops is most impera- 
tive in the island of Oahu, and this is the most pressing 
military necessity now confronting the United States. 

Field officers should be subjected to the examination 
for promotion which has done more than anything else 
to raise the standard, to increase the efficiency of officers 
and to promote habits of study. 

The amount required to complete the mine defenses, 
$1,016,588, should be appropriated without delay. The 
submarine mine equipment required by the approved pro- 
ject for the eastern entrance to Long Island Sound is 
now being supplied, and in a short while this important 
entrance to New York will be completely equipped with 
this element of defense. Submarines purchased and 
operated by the Navy should form an integral part of 
harbor defense, and as much a part of it as the guns 
in the batteries on the shore. More searchlights are 
absolutely required to prevent run-bys at night. To 
complete the fire-control equipment $4,181,466 is re- 
quired. Without it a seriously large percentage of the 
$70,000,000 expended on gun and mortar batteries in 
home ports will have been wasted. ‘To complete the 
defenses of Manila and Subic Bay, Honolulu and Pearl 
Harbor $4,985,334 is required, and should be immediately 
appropriated. General Murray says: ‘The necessity for 
completiug the projected defenses on both El Fraile and 
Caballo islands, P.I., is ‘so pressing that I earnestly 
7ecommend that the War Department urge Congress to 





appropriate, at its next session, for the completion of 
the projected defenses for both these islands.” The two 
turrets should be of the naval type, but larger and more 
heavily armed. They will cost $874,800. The estimated 
cost of a a El Fraile Island submitted to Congress 
last year was $2,210,000. Only $38,031 more is needed 
to provide the submarine mine material for Pearl Harbor. 
To complete the supply of ammunition for the insular 
ports requires $1,219,839. To complete the existing 
defenses of home ports requires $14,932,807. To com- 
plete the necessary barracks and quarters requires $3,- 
999,000. Many of the troops are now most uncomfortably 
housed. A synopsis of General Murray’s remarks on 
target practice was presented in the report of the Secre- 
tary of War, published last week. 


NAVAL SCHEME ONCE PROPOSED. 

Just before he went to the hospital to be treated for 
the disease which resulted in his death, April 19, 1909, 
the late Rear Admiral W. J. Barnette, U.S.N., entrusted 
to a friend a draft of a general order which the Navy 
Department was proposing to issue at that time. The 
order was withheld for some reason, and it is interesting 
to compare what was then proposed with what has now 
been accomplished. The proposed order reads as fol- 
lows: 





Navy Department, Washington. 
General Order No. —. 

1. The Office of Military Assistant is hereby estab- 
lished in the office of the Secretary of the Navy. 

2. General Orders No. 554, of March 13, 1900, and 
soe 43, of April 16, 1901, are hereby modified as fol- 
ows: 

The General Board shall be composed of the Admiral 
of the Navy, the Military Assistant to the Secretary, 
the President of the Naval War College, the Chief In- 
telligence Officer, and three other naval officers of rank 
not lower than captain, but junior to the Military As- 
sistant. An officer of or above the rank of lieutenant 
shall be detailed as secretary of the General Board. 

3. The President of the Board of Inspection and Sur- 
vey shall be on duty with the General Board. Such 
other officers, as may be necessary, may be detailed for 
duty with the General Board. 

4. No naval officer, except the Admiral of the Navy, 
shall be detailed to the General Board for more than 
three years continuously, and, after being relieved, no 
officer shall be eligible to further detail thereto, until he 
shall have served two years on other duty, including at 
least ome year at sea. This, however, shall not apply in 
case of war or impending war. 

5. The General Board shall meet at least once a 
month, and at such oiher times as the Secretary of the 
Navy may direct. The Admiral of the Navy, or, in his 
absence, the Military Assistant to the Secretary, may 
call a meeting at any time, shall preside at meetings and 
sign all reports to be submitted to the Secretary of the 
Navy. Five members shall constitute a quorum. The 
concurrence of four members shall be necessary to a deci- 
sion, and the minority shall be bound thereby. 

6. The General Board shall devise measures for the 
effective preparation and maintenance of the fleet for 
war, shall prepare plans of campaign, including co-opera- 
tion with the Army and employment of all the elements 
of naval defense, such as the naval reserves, naval militia, 
revepue marine, coast survey, lighthouse service, life- 
Saving service and merchant vessels, and shall constantly 
revise these plans in accordance with the latest informa- 
tien received. 

7. The General Board shall consider the numbers and 
types of ships proper to constitute the fleet, and the num- 
bers of officers and men required to man them, and year 
by year advise the Secretary of the Navy what increase 
is necessary to be provided by Congress. It shall deter- 
mine, subject to the approval of the Secretary of the 
Navy, the location and capacity of coal depots, naval 
stations, reserves of ordnance and depots of supplies and 
their requirements for defense; it shall determine the 
supplies of coal, ammunition, provisions and stores of 
every sort required by the fleet, and where and when they 
shall be delivered: it shall advise the Secretary of the 
Navy as to the distribution of the fleet and reinforce- 
ments of ships, officers and men, both of the Navy and 
the Marine Corps; it shall consider and report upon 
naval operations, maneuvers, tactics. organization and 
training, and such other subjects as the Secretary of the 
Navy may lay before it. 

8. The cognizance and general supervision of all mat- 
ters pertaining to the Marine Corps are hereby trans- 
ferred from the Assistant Secretary to the Secretary of 
the Navy. 

9. The supervision, maintenance and control of the 
Naval War College and the Office of Naval Intelligence 
are hereby transferred frem the Bureau of Navigation to 
the Secretary of the Navy. 

10. The Military Assistant shall be responsible to the 
Secretary of the Navy for the efficiency and preparedness 
for war of the fleet in commission and other naval and 
military forces under control of the Navy Department. 
In advising the Secretary of the Navy on questions of 
general naval policy, he shall be guided by the maturely 
considered decisions of the General Board. He shall 
report to the Secretary of the Navy as to progress in 
the execution of the measures recommended by the Gen- 
eral Board and approved by the Secretary. 

11. In the performance of these duties the Military 
Assistant shall have authority to indicate to the several 
bureaus, offices and boards of the Navy Department and 
to the commandant of the Marine Corps the require- 
ments, in matters under their respective cognizance, of 
the fleet in commission and other naval forces and 
marines, in service or needed therefor and not forming 
part of the Regular establishment of home navy yards 
and stations; also the supplies of men and material re- 
quired for military purposes at coaling and naval sta- 
tions outside the continental limits of the United States. 
He shall be furnished by the several bureaus, offices and 
boards of the Navy Department, by the commandant of 
the Marine Corps and by the commandants of navy yards 
and stations, with such information in regard to the fore- 


going matters and others relating to his duties as he may - 


from time to time require. 

12. His duties shall comprise the promulgation, record 
and enforcement of all orders of the Secretary of the 
Navy to the fleet in commission, and other naval and 
military forces under control of the Navy Department. 

13. All orders governing the movements, employment 
and operations of the fleet in commission and other naval 
and military forces under control of the Navy Depart- 
ment, other than orders issued by officers in command 
afloat or at shore stations. within the limits of their 
respective commands, shall be prepared by the Military 
Assistant and submitted by him to the Secretary of the 
Navy for approval. 


14. The Military Assistant shall exercise ‘general 


supervision over the Naval War College, the Office of 
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Naval Intelligence and the Board of Inspection and 
Survey, and _ their official correspondence with the Secre- 
tary of the Navy shall pass through his office. 

15. He shall recommend to the Secretary of the Navy 
officers for important commands and for duty on tht 
General Board. Details of officers for duty connected 
with the General Board shall be subject to his approval. 

16. He shall keep the records of service of all 
squadrons and ships. i j iy 

17. He shall be charged with the preparation, revision 
and enforcement of all tactics, signal codes, cipher codes, 
and with the distribution of all orders, circulars and 
regulations. ; 

18. He shall receive all reports of service performed 
by ships, and all reports of inspections of ships not of a 
special nature. eb A + Wok . 

19. Questions of naval discipline arising in the Service 
wil! be submitted by the Military Assistant for the action 
of the Secretary. ay 

20, In the performance of his duties the Military 
Agsistant shall act by the authority of the Secretary, and 
shall so state over his official signature. 

21, All official communications from the Navy De- 
partment, its bureaus, offices or boards, or from the head- 
quarters of the Marine Corps, addressed to vessels in 
conmission or other naval and military forces under 
control of the Navy Department, which relate to their 
operations, employment, efficiency, personnel or repair, 
shall he forwarded to their destination through his office ; 
and all such communications to the Navy Department, 
or to any of its bureaus, offices or boards, or to the 
headquarters of the Marine Corps, and all communica- 
tions containing information of international, political, 
military interest. or otherwise of possible use to the 
General Board, shall be addressed as the subject matter 
may require. but shall be forwarded under cover to the 
Military Assistant All such communications by tele- 
eranh or cable shall be addressed to him. 

99 All orders and regulations conflicting with the 


foregoing are hereby revoked. 





THE REGULARS’ WORK ON THE PLAINS. 


Army life is intimately wrapped up in the story of 
the career of Capt. Grant Marsh, entitled “The Conquest 
of the Missouri,’ by Joseph Mills Hanson, from the 
press of A. C. McClurg and Company, Chicago. Among 
the thirty-six illustrations we find a picture of Company 
G, 6th U.S. Infantry, Fort Abraham Lincoln, a group of 
officers and ladies of the 7th U.S. Cavalry, summer camp 
of troops at Fort Buford in 1875, a Cavalry camp on 
the Yellowstone in 1876, the year of the Custer massacre, 
first headboard over the grave of Lieut. James G. Sturgis, 
7th Cav., and the first monument over Capt. Myles W. 
Keogh. Captain Marsh was in command of the river 
steamer Far West, which brought the news of the 
massacre of Custer’s men to Bismarck, Dak., whence 
it was telegraphed to the civilized world. The boat 
made the run from the mouth of the Big Horn to Bis- 
marck, a distance of 710 miles, in fifty-four hours, at the 
average rate of thirteen and one-seventh miles an hour, 
which was remarkable, in view of the treacherous nature 
of the channel. How Marsh ever got through at that 
speed without sticking fast on a bar or going to pieces 
on a bank was long a mystery to river boatmen. We 
know no more pitiful narrative than the description of 
the breaking of the news of the massacre to the widows 
at Fort Lincoln. General Godfrey, in a letter, thus de- 
scribed the affecting scenes: 

“IT have heard the women, wives of officers, tell of 
their intense excitement when they heard the whistle blast 
of the Far West as she approached Bismarck on that 
July evening; how they had waited and waited for tid- 
ings, each afraid to tell her thoughts and anxieties, till 
near midnight, when, with heavy hearts, almost with 
sobs, they separated and went to their homes. My wife 
told me how she tossed with restlessness till dawn, when 
she was startled from a doze by a tap on her window, 
and instantly, suppressing a scream, exclaimed, ‘Is my 
husband killed? She was answered by a voice, choked 
with emotion: 

“‘No, dear, your husband is safe and Mrs, Moylan’s 
is safe, but all the rest are killed.’ ” 

Lieut. C. L. H. Gurley, 6th U.S. Inf., told how the 
news was broken to some of the waiting widows. ‘The 
news came to me about two a.m.,” he said. ‘William S§. 
McCaskey, 20th U.S. Inf, [pow major general, retired], 
summoned all the officers to his quarters at once, and 
there read to them the communication he had just re- 
ceived per steamer Far West from Capt. Ed. W. Smith, 
General Terry’s adjutant general. After we had_re- 
covered from the shock, Captain McCaskey requested us 
to assist him in breaking the news to the widows. 

“Tt fell to my lot to accompany Captain McCaskey and 
Dr. J. V. D. Middleton, our post surgeon, to the quarters 
of Mrs. Custer. We started on our sad errand a little 
before seven o’clock on July 6. I went to the rear of 
the Custer house, woke up Mrs. Custer’s maid and re- 
quested her to tell Mrs. Custer she and Mrs. Calhoun 
ana Miss Reed were wanted in the parlor. On my way 
through the hall to open the front door I heard the open- 
ing of the door of Mrs, Custer’s room. She called me 
and asked me the cause of my early visit. I made no 
reply, but followed Captain McCaskey and Dr. Middleton 
into the parlor. We were followed by the ladies of the 
Custer household, and there we told them their first _inti- 
mation of the awful result of the battle on the Little 
Big Horn. 

“Imagine the grief of those stricken women, their sobs, 
their flood of tears, the grief that knew no consolation. 
The fearful depression that had hung over the fort for 
the past two days had its explanation then. It was 
almost stifling. Men and women had moved anxiously, 
nervously straining thcir eyes for the expected messenger, 
listening as the footsteps fell.” 

There were twenty-eight widows in stricken Fort Lin- 
coln that morning, and Captain Marsh said he never 
witnessed such a scene as followed the announcement 
of the awful tidings. Everyone in the post was frantic, 
and men, women and children came running to the boat, 
sobhing and moaning as they begged for news. Some 
of the frightened families of the men in the ranks received 
the blessed assurance that their dear ones were safe, 
but to many the only answer could be a sad confirmation 
of their fears, from which they turned away with break- 
ing hearts. 

One cannot read these descriptions of the life of the 
soldiers on the plains in the times covered by. the life of 
frontier experiences of Captain Marsh without realizing 
the great mistake the nation made in not providing a 
sufficiently strong army to grapple with the Indian 
problems in the Far West and preparing the country for 
the abode of settlers. The deplorably small garrisons at 
some of the forts in the midst of the hostile Indians, the 
marches’ made in a country infested with redskins on 


the warpath, with insufficient men and inadequate sup- 
plies, tell an eloquent tale of the great sacrifices made 
by the Regulars in those days and of the great work 
accomplished by the officers and men with the imperfect 
equipment. The work is a literary monument to the 
American Regulars, as well as to the hero of the book. 

_ With a care which non-military writers might well 
imitate, the author submitted many of the chapters to 
competent critics, including Mrs. Laura_E. Howey and 
Major Martin Maginnis, Major Gen. S. B. Holabird, 
Brig. Gen. George A. Forsyth, Lieut. Charles Braden, 
Major William H. H. Crowell, Brig. Gen. E. S. Godfrey, 
Col. C. A. Lounsbury and Gen. Nelson A. Miles. 


SIR HENRY MORTON STANLEY. 


No one can read “The Autobiography of Sir Henry 
Morton Stanley,” edited by his widow, Lady Dorothy 
Stanley (Houghton Mifflin Co., Boston), without feeling 
that Stanley was fully convinced that the foundations 
of his success were laid in the hardships and sorrows of 
the dreary, depressing years of his boyhood, but it is 
hardly likely that he was willing to go so far as to 
recommend that sort of novitiate for the preparation of 
a great career. Where one boy would triumph over 
such handicaps, a thousand might sink into oblivion. 
His father was named Rowlands. Having been placed 
in a poorhouse at St. Asaph, Wales (in which country 
he was born in 1841), at the age of four, owing to the 
death of his grandfather, who supported the child after 
he had been abandoned by his mother, Stanley grew 


to manhood with a firm determination to do something 
that would wipe off that stain of pauperism. In a way 
his career is like that of the late Governor Johnson, of 
Minnesota, who was taunted by his political enemies 
in his first eampaign for Governor with the fact that his 
mother took in washing to support the family and that 
his father was a ne’er-do-weel. This attack on Johnson 
only reacted in his favor and gave him astonishing 
majorities. Stanley, as a boy in the workhouse, was 
under the dominion of a tyrant worse even than the 
immortal Wackford Squeers, of Dickens’s “Dotheboys 
Hall,” and shortly after the future explorer ran away 
the tyrant was sent ‘to an insane asylum. The head of 
the school had been caning, kicking and pounding his 
pupils ad libitum, until one day, when he rushed upon 
young Stanley, the pupil, with that determination which 
eventually won success for him in the wider school of 
life, turned upon the master, who in the scuffle tripped 
and fell backward over a desk, striking his head upon 
the stone floor. Stanley then snatched his blackthorn 
and beat him with it until he saw the man was senseless. 
Fearful for his fate if the master should try to settle 
the seore, Stanley climbed the fence and ran away. going 
to his relatives. They, however, gave him no assistance, 
and he had to shift for himself, shipping on a vessel 
which took him to New Orleans. In that city, at the 
age of fifteen, he encountered affection for the first time 
in his life. By his good conduct he won the confidence 
of a respected citizen, Henry Stanley, who gave him his 
name, but on this benefactor’s departure for Cuba once 
more Stanley found himself adrift. In the record of his 
life in New Orleans there is a charmingly naive descrip- 
tiou of the way he discovered that his “boy” bedfellow 
was in reality a girl, and of the shock to his innocence 
when the disclosure was proved by her confession. 

In 1861 he enlisted in the Confederate Army, and 
was attached to an Arkansas regiment until his capture 
at Shiloh. At Camp Douglas, near Chicago, where he 
was kept a prisoner, he nearly died through illness inci- 
dJent to his captivity. He was released from prison on 
condition that he would enter the Union Army, but he 
saw no service as a Federa! soldier, for soon after his 
enlistment he was sent to a hospital, and a month after 
was discharged from the hospital, penniless and friend- 
less. He managed to make his way back to England and 
sought his mother, but she told him he was a disgrace 
to her and would have nothing to do with him. Then 
he had recourse again to the sea. his experience includ- 
ing enlistment in 1864 in the United States Navy. On 
an American warship Stanley became a newspaper 
correspondent, making a hit with his description of the 
two bombardments of Fort Fisher, and took up _ the 
work that later led to his engagement to enter the Dark 
Continent in search of Livingstone. 

There is a good description of the battle of Shiloh, in 
describing which Stanley shows nothing but scorn for 
the plan of Generals Johnston and Beauregard “to hurl 
into the Tennessee River an army of nearly 50,000 rested 
and well-fed troops by means of 40,000 soldiers who for 
two days had subsisted on sodden biscuit and raw bacon, 
who had been exposed for two nights to dew and rain, 
had marched twenty-three miles, and one-fourth of whom 
were lads under twenty. It was the omission of the 
Confederate leaders to take into calculation the physical 
powers of the youths in their force that had as much to 
do with the failure of the project as the obstinate 
courage of General Grant’s troops.” Stanley’s chapter 
entitled the “Prisoner of War” deals with the horrors 





of the life at Camp Douglas, and he is in doubt ap-, 


parently, though it is not said in so many _ words. 
whether Andersonville prison was worse than Douglas. 
He blames the cruelties in the prisons of the war to the 
age, which he calls “brutally senseless and heedlessly 
cruel. It was lavish and wasteful of life, and had not 
the least idea of what civilized warfare ought to be, 
except in strategy.” Stanley’s innate Epglishism crops 
out at this point, for he says that “a democratic govern- 
ment like the American will always be more despotic 
and arbitrary than that of a constitutional monarchy.” 
His autobiography, in the words of the editor, has only 
this to say of his naval service: “In August, 1864, he 
enlisted in the U.S. Navy, on the receiving ship North 
Carolina, and was then assigned to the Minnesota, and 
afterward to the Moses A. Stuyvesant, where he served 
as ship’s writer.” ? 

It is more in the record of his early days than in the 
history of the achievements as an explorer that the book 
will prove interesting, for there is to be found a clue 
to the thought that was with Stanley in later life, that 
he was sent into the world with a special mission. His 
power to impress himself upon his generation is shown 
by the fact that he was not an original discoverer in the 
strict sense of the word. He went to Africa to find 
Livingstone, whose name as an explorer was then on 
the lips of men, and later went to find Emin Pasha, 
Governor of the Equatorial Province of the Egyptian 
Soudan. His greatest journey for exploration alone was 
made in 1879, when he began five years of incessant 
toil in establishing stations for the International African 
Association, His experience in the Civil War and on 
the sea served him in good stead, for although often 
attacked by overwhelming hordes of natives Stanley was 
able to beat them off, whether on land or on the large 
rivers and lakes of the interior. -_. 


RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


As an admirable inspiration to young people to strive 
toward nobility of character and ideals of honor, there 
appears “The Red Book of Heroes,” by Mrs. Lang, edited 
by Andrew Lang. The people whose stories are told are 
as wide apart in their characters and fields of endeavor 
as Mére Angélique, the child abbess; Montrose, with his 
poems, his scented love-locks, and his chivalric devotion 
toa cause ; Palissy the Potter, bowed over his furnaces: 
Miss Nightingale, minister of comfort to the wounded 
soldier; “Chinese” Gordon, Hannibal, and the others of 
the dozen whose stories are so interestingly told. Yet all 
had this in common, that they were in earnest and their 
hearts were set on doing their very best and keeping to 
their honor. There are eight colored plates and numer- 
ous illustrations by A. Wallis Mills in the volume, which 
is published by Longmans, Green and Co., New York. 

“The Navy League Annual,” edited by Alan H, Bur- 
goyne, and published by John Murray, London, appears 
for its third year, corrected up to Oct. 10, 1909. It is a 
maritime encyclopadia of information, its opening chap- 
ters by the editor discussing the progress of the British, 
Japanese, American and other lesser navies, the navies 
of the Dual and Triple Alliances, and comparative naval 
strengths, The second part, in the same volume, is de- 
voted to discussion from different pens, by naval experts, 
on such topics as “The Navy and the Empire,” by Lord 
Elcho ; Germany’s naval policy and her relations with 
England, by Graf Ernest von Reventlow; the evolution 
of submarines, by Maxime Laubeuf; “The Populariza- 
tion of the Navy,” by J. Alex. Mitchell; “The Mastery 
of the Pacific,” by Satori Kato; and other naval topics 
discussed by Maurice Leloir, Hector C. Bywater and 
others who write under pen names. Part III is devoted 
to tables, giving statistics of the world’s Dreadnoughts, 
the evolution of the British battleship and comparative 
tables of naval war craft, naval ordnance, drydocks, and 
much other like matter. The letterpress and engravings 
are excellent, and the tables, on which the editor must 
have expended much labor, are in convenient form and 
carefully prepared. The whole closes with a brief state- 
ment of the objects of the British Navy League. The 
illustrations are by Oscar Parkes, a marine artist of 
recognized ability in England. 

“Tracks and Tracking” is a handsomely illustrated 
volume by Josef Brunner, published by Outing Publish- 
ing Company. It is the result of over twenty years of 
painstaking study by the author who, as the result of 
his unusual experience and observation, is able to fur- 
nish those out for sport with a dependable guide to the 
habits and haunts of wild game by graphically inter- 
preting their tracks and signs. The age, sex, speed, mood 
and destination of woodland creatures, whether or how 
wounded, almost their very thoughts and plans, are a 
straightaway trail to the hunter who follows Mr. Brun- 
ner. 

The Macaulay Company, New York, publish a novel 
by Homer Cotes entitled “The Counterpart.” It is a 
story of the Civil War, with a frontispiece by George 
Gibbs, showing a Confederate officer in uniform with the 
handsome young woman, who is the inseparable accom- 
paniment of the military man. Price, $1.50. 

‘The Neale Publishing Company publish “Rear Ad- 
mirals Schley, Sampson and Cervera,” a review of the 
naval campaigns of 1898, in pursuit and destruction of 
the Spanish fleet commanded by Rear Admiral Pascual 
Cervera, by James Parker, formerly lieutenant com- 
mander, U.S.N., and one of the counsel for Rear Admiral 
Schley before the court of inquiry of 1903 that tried that 
Admiral.

A NEW STORY OF LINCOLN. 

George Haven Putnam, who was one of the speakers 
of the Lincoln birthday centenary last February, has ex- 
panded his address into a monograph, which is issued 
from the house of Putnam under the title “Abraham Lin- 
coln: The People’s Leader in the Struggle for National 
Existence.” There is appended the famous Lincoln ad- 
dress of Feb. 27, 1860, delivered in the Cooper Union, 
New York. As a veteran of the Civil War Major Put- 
nam is able to give his work the living touch of memory. 
Thus we find this bit of psychologic reminiscence in no 
nection with the Lincoln assassination : 

“I happened on the day of those sad tidings to be with 
my division in a little village just outside of Goldsbor- 
ough, N.C. We had no telegraphic communication with 
the North, but were accustomed to receive despatches 
about noon each day, carried across the swamps from a 
station through which connection was made with Wil- 
mington and the North. 

“In the course of the morning I had gone to the shanty 
of an old darky, whom I had come to know during the 
days of our sojourn, for the purpose of getting a shave. 
The old fellow took up his razor, put it down again, and 
then again lifted it up, but his arm was shaking, and I 
raed that he was so agitated that he was not fitted for the 
ask.

“*What is the matter?’ I inquired.

““*Why!’ said I, ‘nothing has happened to Lincoln.

“‘Well!’ the old man replied with a half-sob, ‘we 
colored folks—we get news or we get half-news sooner 
than you-uns. I dun know jes’ what it is, but somethin’ 
has gone wrong with Massa Linkum.’ ” 





LIMITATIONS OF BIG-GUN EQUIPMENT. 


The United Service Gazette, of London, thinks it 
doubtful now whether the large warships of Great 
Britain’s last year’s program will receive a primary 
armament of 13.5-inch guns, although a secondary battery 
of G-inch guns, to be used also as a torpedo resisting 
armament, appears to be assured. The larger guns and 
their mountings have required several modifications in 
their manufacture and fittings, and so are not available 
as early as it was at one time expected they would be. 
About their eventual adoption there is not the slightest 
question, although the existence of such a gun is steadily 
denied in some quarters. The gun, however, has passed 
through its trials, and weapons of 13.5-inch caliber will 
be ready in a few months in sufficient numbers for a 
start to be made in mounting them in the new ships. 
The Gazette continues: “The other first class naval 
Powers are likewise increasing the size of their primary 
armaments for battleships, the Germans advancing from 
11-inch to 12-inch guns, while the Americans, who have 
always favored the 13.5-inch of the older pattern, have 
built a 14-inch gun, for projected 30,000-ton vessels, and 
this huge piece of ordnance is now going through a 
series of severe trials. The weight of our own 13.5-inch 
guns will be about eighty tons, but the 14-inch weapons 
for the American Navy will exceed 100 tons, and ap- 
proximate to the 111-ton guns at one time carried by 
the old battleship Benbow in our own fleet. The blast 
of these huge weapons is likely to give shipbuilders con- 
siderable trouble, as the large cordite charges of the 
present 12-inch gun have done; and the fittings near the 
muzzles will have to be of abnormal strength if they 
are not to be shot away at the first round.” 

The London Engineer says: “Some years ago, 
when there was a similar leaning toward a bigger gun, 
the introduction of more powerful guns on medium caliber 
checked any great progress in that direction. No war 
occurred to test whether a few enormously powerful 
guns were better than a Jarger number of more moderate 
pieces. For instance, it was never known whether the 
Benbow. with her two 16-inch guns, was or was not a 
better ship than the Camperdown with four 13.5-inch 
pieces. The experiments of more than two enormously 
heavy guns was only tried in the Italian navy in the 
Lepanto and Ruggiero di Lauria classes. There is con- 
siderable doubt as to whether any of these ships ever 
used ail four big guns at once, or what would have hap- 
pened to them if they had done so. The modern idea of 
a Dreadnought with 13.5-inch guns is simply a Dread- 
nought that carries that caliber instead of the normal 
12-inch, and as yet no idea seems to obtain of substitut- 
ing a few heavy guns for a larger number of lighter ones. 
In connection with the armament of modern warships 
comes the problem of three-gun turrets, which apnear in 
Japanese, German. French and Italian designs. How to 
get the guns in is already an acute problem. for there 
must obviously be some limitation to the possible dimen- 
sions of warships. Their size cannot but be governed 
by tbe dimensions of docks, and even more by the depth 
of water in harbors and in channels. In Germany, 
where the draft problem is most acute. a solution has 
been sought in an enormous increase of beam. But here, 
again, limitations must be imposed by the width of the 
available drydocks. In the United States the Panama 
Canal is a governing factor, and one very promising de- 
sign appears to have been abandoned owing to the fact 
that it would have been unable to negotiate the canal. 
It is said to be a fact that if the Dreadnought went up 
to Chatham dockyard she might have to wait for some 
weeks before she could get down again. These are 
problems that must profoundly affect naval armaments, 
and since that‘solution of the problem which consists in 
making the ship bigger cannot be very much longer con- 
tinued the coming controversy in the immediate future 
is not unlikely to be a revival of the old puzzle: Are a 
few very powerful guns sunerior or inferior to a larger 
number of lesser power? To this question there is not a 
single shred of historical data to assist an answer.”

THE NAVY AND THE MERCHANT MARINE. 

It is unfortunate that the Marine Review, of Cleve- 
land, O., in the same issue in which it prints pictures, 
diagrams and statistics relating to the naval colliers 
Mars, Vulean and Hector, which are illustratively and 
instructionally excellent, should permit the printing of 
an assertion regarding the Navy so wilfully and need- 
lessly untrue as to excite wonder that any journal de- 
voted to maritime interests should have the brazen impu- 
dence to admit it to its columns. The assertion to which 
we refer is made in connection with another of the ar- 
ticles in its dreary and monotonous series entitled ““Naval 
Waste,” and reads as follows: 
length to avoid extending a helping hand to the mer- 
chant marine. It would empty the United States treas- 
ury into the hands of foreign ship owners rather than 
give a dollar of it to American ships. * The 
Marine Review announced before beginning the publica- 
tion of these articles that it was moved to do so by 
the attitude of the Navy toward the merchant marine. 
It takes occasion to say once more that it is not op- 
posed to a navy in the second place with the commercial 
interests of the country first, but it is opposed to the 
Navy's methods and to the enormous appropriations 
made for it annually while the merchant marine not only 
cannot get any assistance, but the Navy seeks to take 
from it even that which has always belonged to it. the 
carriage of the country’s own supplies. and to build up 
an unwieldy institution which will come to be regarded 
with more hatred and contempt than respect.” 

The statements of officials of the Navy Department 
before Congress prove conclusively the attitude of fair- 
ness which the Navy has steadfastly maintained toward 
the merchant marine of this country. In the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL of Dec. 19, 1908, page 435, can be found 
a record of the formal statement made by Rear Admiral 
Cowles, Chief of the Bureau of Equipment, U.S.N., be- 
fore the House Naval Committee. on Dec. 8. relative 
to the shipping of coal to the Pacific for fleet purposes. 
He told the committee that in transporting coal from 
Atlantic to Pacific ports rates from fifty to seventy-five 
per cent. higher than the rates for foreign bottoms were 
paid to every suitable American vessel offered. No 
American vessels were chartered for the Battleship Fleet. 
he pointed ovt, for the very good reason that none could 
he had. A Pacific coast shipping company complained 
because coal-carrying foreign ships took Pacific cargoes, 
but, though the Bureau sympathized with the company,

nothing could be done. Admiral Cowles affirmed that the 
Bureau had made it known to American ship owners 
that, unless absolutely compelled to do so, it would not 
engage foreign tonnage to deliver coal to naval stations 
on the Atlantic coast. Nothing could be fairer than 
this position taken by the Bureau of Equipment. It un- 
fortunately seems that some representatives of the mer- 
chant marine blame the Navy Department for a situa- 
tion brought about by the inadequacy of the merchant 
marine itself. 

Again having recourse to our columns (issue of Jan. 2, 
1909, page 490), we find that Secretary of the Navy 
Newberry, during a visit to Detroit, had made the fol- 
lowing reference to the merchant marine, which certainly 
goes far to show that the Navy Department has not only 
feelings of the warmest sympathy for the merchant ma- 
rine, but also a certain feeling of dependence thereon: 
“As a citizen interested in commerce and public policies,” 
said Mr. Newberry, “it seems to me that we could create 
a merchant marine by making it an auxiliary to our 
Navy. If we ever go to war, we shall require merchant 
ships to transport troops, to carry coal, to act as despatch 
bearers and scouts, to be used for hospitals, and for many 
other purposes. Then, too, a well-developed merchant 
marine would give the United States a large body of 
trained men for service on warships in the event of 
trouble. In my judgment a respectable merchant maripe 
is one of the really big questions of the day—ships which 
will fit the Navy and which will earn every dollar paid 
to them by the United States in time of peace as well as 
in time of war.” How any representative of the mer- 
chant marine can manufacture out of these statements 
by Secretary Newherry and Admiral Cowles a feeling 
of hostility in the Navy toward the commercial shipping 
of this country is inexplicable. There is no more reason 
why the officials of the Navy Department should wish to 
discriminate against American ships than against any 
other American business, and the attempt to foster a 
feeling of antagonism between the naval and the mer- 
chant marine is unpatriotic, small and wholly con- 
temptible. 

The Review also says that the Army of the United 
States has “joined with the Navy in injuring the mer- 
chant marine hy havine the coasting laws suspended in 
order to be able to give business to foreigners.” We 
would remind the Review that the greatest soldier of 
the Republic, Gen. U. S. Grant, in his first annual mes- 
sage as President, called the attention of Congress to 
the necessity of restoring the merchant marine, which 
had been driven from the seas by the Confederate cruis- 
ers and by the successful substitution by the British ship- 
builders of ores for wood in the construction of steam- 
ships. while the hands of the North were tied by the 
Civil War. His message of Dee. 6, 1869. contained “an 
earnest plea for early action in a way to secure the de- 
sired increase of American commerce.” This was fol- 
lowed by special messages on the same subject on March 
23, 1870, and July 15, 1870, and the discussion of the 
matter was renewed in the annual message of Dec. 2, 
1872. As a practical remedy for the collanse of Ameri- 
ean shipping, President Grant suggested that “liberality 
should be shown in the payment for carrying mails to 
American-owned and American-built steamers”—practi- 
eally the demand to-day of a large body of advocates 
of ship subsidies. Then. as now. the languishing of the 
American merchant marine was due to the anathy and 
indifference of Congress and not to any opnosition, secret 
or open, of either the Army or Navy, which in those 
davs. as at present. stood firmly in favor of encouraging 
and expanding our commercial shinping. The Marine 
Review should devote the energy it is now wasting in its 
attacks upon the Navy and Army in securing from Con- 
gress the legislation required to build up our merchant 
marine and make it an efficient auxiliary of the Navy. 





BRITISH AUTOMATIC RIFLE. 


Failing in their efforts to produce a_ high-velocity 
cartridge suitable for use with the present British service 
rifle, which would give a trajectory as flat as that ob- 
tained with the German rifle, it has been decided by the 
British War Office to adopt a new weapon altogether. 
Designs and patterns have been invited by May 1 next 
of-an automatic and magazine weapon, accompanied by 
at least 300 rounds of rimless or other ammunition to 
be used with the arm. The rifle is to be simple, strong. 
compact, and the mechanism protected from entrance of 
sand, rain or dirt, and free from derangement by acci- 
dent. long wear and tear. or rough usage and exposure 
to wet and sand, or to fouling from long-continued firing. 
It must be capable of being easily cleaned and inspected. 
and of easy and cheap repair, and any parts that may 
require to be cleaned or oiled by the soldier must be 
such as can he opened up without the use of tools. The 
bullet shall be pointed. must weigh not less than 150 
nor more than 180 grains, with a caliber of from .270 
in. to .280 in., and height of trajectory at 800 yards must 
not exceed 5 ft. 3 in.. while the working pressure must 
not be more than twenty-one tons to the square inch at 
SO deg. Fahrenheit. The new rifle is not to exceed 
91% Ibs. without bayonet, and with magazine empty. 
The rifle must be capable of being used either as a 
magazine rifle or as an automatic loader, and the change 
from the one to the other system must be made simply 
and rapidly. The weapon must work efficiently as an 
autematie with the bayonet fixed, the attachment of the 
latter being to the fore end, and not to the barrel. In 
megazine use. with a five-cartridge magazine fed by 
charger or clip, the bolt or block must work easily, and 
without excessive force being required. There must be 
one rovnd for each pressure of the trigger. and when the 
magazine is empty there must be some conspicuous in- 
dication of the fact. At the moment of firing the bolt or 
block supporting the base of the cartridge must be locked 
to the barrel or to some part securely attached to the 
barrel. It mvst not depend upon friction, inertia or 
the pressure of springs to resist senaration of the breech 
bolt or biock from the barrel on discharge. It must be 
imnossible to fire the rifle until the locking is complete. 
and an efficient safety device must be provided to prevent 
the rifle being fired when the device is in use, and when 
the latter is ont of action the rifle must remain cocked 
and ready for firing.

WHERE RESPECT SHOULD BEGIN. 

TO THE EpITrorn OF THE ARMY AND Navy JourNAL: 
Your campaign to cause greater respect to be shown the 

uniforms of the Army and Navy should begin with the 
War and Navy Departments. So long as these depart- 
ments permit rejected uniforms to be sold to the general 
public as substitutes for overalls, ete., no particular 
amcunt of respect will be accorded uniforms when worn 
by enlisted men cf the Army and Navy. In Chicago 
there is an annual sale of Army and Navy uniforms at 
Jess than half the list price, complete in all respects, in- 
cluding Navy cap ribbons. For some time after one of 
these sales the teamsters and laborers of the city present 
quite a “military” appearance. 

WarrEN F’. Purpy, Capt., Tl. Naval Reserve. 
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An interesting wireless test has been planred by the 
Navy Department to last several months, and in which 
the scout cruisers Birmingham and Salem, specially 
equipped with wireles apparatus, will make long voyages. 
'The new wireless system, according to the specification, 
must send and receive messages for at least 1,000 miles 
under all conditions, and must send and receive messages 
for 3,000 miles under favorable conditions. The land 
station for the entire cruise will be at Brant Rock. For 
one month a series of preliminary trials will be held 
while the pair cruise along the coast from Cape Cod to 
Hatteras. After this preliminary test the two boats will 
put into Hampton Roads to have any needed changes 
made to the wireless apparatus, and then they will head 
for Bermuda. On leaving Hampton Roads the Birming- 
ham will go ahead of the Salem, and by the time she 
reaches Trinidad the Salem must be 1,000 miles astern. 
fhe Birmingham is due at the South American port in 
the early part of January. As soon as she arrives there 
attempts will be made to reach the battleship Connec- 
ticut, flagship of the North Atlantic Squadron, which 
will be on its way with the rest of the fleet to Guan- 
tanamo for the spring target practice. Rear Admiral 
Schroeder will start from Hampton Roads for the target 
range on Jan, 10. There the fleet will stay for four 
months, and on the rest of the cruise of the two scouts 
the big battleship will have daily conversations with 
them. From Trinidad the Birmingham, followed by the 
Salem, will go to the mouth of the Amazon. By 
February the Birmingham will be among the Canary 
Islands. and from there she will go to Gibraltar by way 
of the Madeiras. March ought to see her at Kiel, and 
messages will be sent from the North Sea. Unless further 
orders are received the cruisers will then proceed to 
home waters.

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The methods of the Army Engineers at Panama to 
keep an eye on the erratic Chagres River may be worth 
imitation in those parts of the United States which suffer 
from sudden river rises. Two river-observing stations 
have been established. one at Vigia, about twenty-two 
miles above the beginning of the Culebra cut at Bas 
Obispo, and one at Alhajuela, halfway between these two 
points. An automatic river gauge is placed at Vigia 
with a watcher. At Alhajuela an American, experienced 
in river hydraulics, is in charge of the station, at which 
there is a complete river-gauging outfit. When the water 
rises above a certain stage, a float rising with it com- 
pletes an electric circuit and a bell rings in the ob- 
server's house. From that moment until the water has 
subsided the observer keeps the central office at Culebra 
informed by telephone of the progress of the freshet. 
On the vigilance of these two watchers depends uninter- 
rupted werk in the Culebra cut and in the spillway of 
Gatun dam. Accurate predictions as to the height of 
the swollen river are made from the mass of data that 
has aceumulated during the French and American ad- 
ministrations. The widespread rainfall of Nov. 11-12 
caused one of the greatest rises in the Chagres River, 
the erest reaching sixty-four feet above sea level. Since 
1885 there have been only twenty-seven freshets in which 
the erest rose ahove the sixty-seven foot stage. ‘The 
ample warning given of this last rise caused little incon- 
venience to the canal work. Luckily, the crest of the 
river rose just a foot short of the top of the dike be- 
tween the river channel and the entrance to Culebra cut. 








The Army Ordnance Department, in pursuance of the 


new policy of avoiding a great deal of useless trans- ° 


portation of equipment articles by freight to the various 
arsenals, has decided that a great many things shall be 
destroyed where condemned. If a canteen cannot be re- 
paired where it is. or a blanket-bag, shoulder strap or 
a cartridge belt, these articles are to be destroyed. Can- 
teens, tin cups and meat cans are subject to very hard 
usage. In the case of the canteens, new covers, corks, 
chains and thread are issued for making repairs, but if 
canteens are badly rusted on the inside nothing can be 
done with them, and they are to be destroyed. Where 
tin cups are badly rusted or burned over a fire they are 
to be thrown away, as tin cups are no longer issued, 
the aluminum cup having taken its place. <A large pro- 
portion of the meat cans sent in to the Rock Island 
Arsenal for repair are beyond saving. They are usually 
hadly bent, have broken handles, have been somewhat 
melied over the fire and are of little value. Where 
aluminum cups get out of order there is no use of send- 
ing them back to be repaired, as they cannot be soldered. 
With most leather equipment that is old and weak there 
is no other course but to throw it away. In the case of 
band equipments, only the brass parts are to be sent to 
Rock Island Arsenal, as the leather parts cannot be 
repaired. Condemned saddles should be stripped of 
hardware and destroyed. The old gray saddle blankets, 
which have been displaced by the olive drab blankets, 
are ordered sent to Rock Island Arsenal, where they 
are used for blanket-lined horse covers.

The wisdom of the suggestion in the annual report of 
Surgeon General Rixey, U.S.N., relative to the employ- 
ment of pharmacists for the examination of the foods, 
water and other substances which may require analysis 
at a naval hospital or in a fleet, will appeal to the 
surgeons of the Navy, who have found their time too 
much taken up with their regular professional work to 
pass sufficiently critical judgment in such matters. Such 
analyses call for special supplementary technical and 
theoretical knowledge. not obtainable under ordinary 
Service conditions. To provide such instruction it is 
recommended that the number in the warrant grade of 
the Hospital Corps be increased, so that certain specially 
fitted pharmacists may be detailed for a period of in- 


struction in analysis at the Naval Medical School. 
Flagships should carry a pharmacist, but this cannot be 
done unless the number is increased. This demand for 
the more careful analysis of foods and water indicates 
to what an extent the Medical Department is interested 
in applying the latest methods of prevention to lower 
the sick rate in the Navy and Marine Corps. The out- 
break of diseases in the past year on board ships where 
it was found the cause lay in improper food lends weight 
to the suggestions of the Surgeon General. The neces- 
sity of close analysis of food was illustrated during the 
prevalence of typhoid at the Naval Hospital at Norfolk, 
Va. Cases continued to occur in spite of the most 
careful isolation and the disinfection of everything that 
had come into contact with the sick, and finally the milk 
supply was suspected. Following the sterilization of 
the milk no more cases of typhoid appeared. 


The gravity of the situation undoubtedly justifies the 
strong language used by Surgeon General Rixey, of the 
Navy, in his annual report, in describing the growing 
prevalence of the cocaine habit among the enlisted men, 
and the menace it holds for the future well-being and 
efficiency of the Service. While noting that many states 
have attempted to prevent the sale of the drug, he points 
out the ease with which the narcotic can be obtained, 
and says that reliance cannot be placed upon these con- 
stantly evaded state prohibitions, and that it devolves 
upon the Navy to defend itself. Education of the men 
as to the dangers of the habit is the immediate duty at 
the door of the medical officer. The young enlisted men, 
by reason of their absence from the restraint of home 
ties, are peculiarly exposed to the temptations of that 
world in which the habit flourishes. Denizens of the 
lower world find a peculiar and unholy delight in adding 
another victim to this feature of their misery, and_ to 
offset this instruction in viciousness education as to the 
evil results of the practice should form a part of the 
regular instruction in hygiene given by the naval medical 
officers. The Surgeon General says that cigarette smok- 
ing and alcoholic. indulgence have been treated in a 
warning spirit in previous reports, and that the addition 
of cocaine to the list of habits which threaten the morals 
and physical integrity of the men makes it necessary to 
speak plainly now. 
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At the recent annual meeting of the Society of Naval 
Architects and Marine Engineers, Mr. W. L. R. Emmet 
said that the Genera] Electric Company, with which he 
is associated. had worked out, in co-operation with the 
Fore River Shipbuilding Company, designs for propelling 
battleships by electrical machinery. The plans were 
not completed until after bids had been submitted for 
the construction of the Arkansas and the Wyoming, and 
hence were not presented to the Navy Department. The 
mechanism described by Mr. Emmet is intended to serve 
the same purpose as Admiral Melville’s recent invention. 
Both aim to adapt the high speed of a steam turbine to 
the low speed of a propeller. The essential feature of 
the Admiral is gearing, while Mr. Emmet’s plan inter- 
poses a dynamo and electric motors between the engine 
and the screws. It is estimated that the electric drive 
will give at twelve knots’ speed a cruising distance of 
7,900 knots, as compared with 4,700 knots by the Par- 
sons turbine. Mr. Emmet says: “It is needless to com- 
ment upon the immense value of such a difference in 
any warship.” This he regards as a very conservative 
estimate. Tested on two Chicago fire boats the electric 
drive has been found efficient, simple and free from 
trouble. 





The members of Congress do not take kindly to the 
Executive order forbidding subordinates to furnish them 
with information. Senator Hale is especially emphatic 
in his denunciation of what he termed the “gag rule,” 
and Representative Foss, chairman of the House Naval 
Committee, endorses Mr. Hale’s sentiments in cordial, 
if less emphatic terms. The President is in earnest in 
his purpose to enforce the order, and the members of his 
Cabinet are with him. It will fix responsibility upon 
Cabinet officers for information given to Congress, 
In our issue of December 4, page 385, we published the 
executive order from the President relating to officers 
using their influence with members of Congress for legis- 
lation in their favor. We publish this week, under our 
Army head. the same order. with an order from the 
Secretary of War, which modifies it.

In the case of Pvt. George Bowers, 37th Co., C.A.C., 
U.S.A., who received the sentence of dishonorable dis- 
charge, with loss of pay and allowances, and confinement 
at hard labor for two years, after conviction of one of 
the most heinous of crimes, in which a child of four 
years figured, attention may properly be called to the 
very light character of this sentence. The infliction ot 
hard labor for two years indicates that extenuating cir- 
cumstances were not advanced in his defense, and the 
bald awfulness of his offense stood out in all its enormity. 
Such a crime as his is so unspeakably a disgrace to the 
Service that it is unfortunate that the authorities who 
sat in judgment upon him did not see their way to the 
infliction of a sentence more in keeping wth the depth 
of criminality or moral perversion which the offense re- 
vealed. 
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For several years about New Year’s Day statements 
are published that the naval observatory, with the assist- 
ance of the telegraph and cable companies, will flash 
the advent of the new year at Washington around the 
world. ‘It now appears that such a feat never has been 
accomplished. In officially discussing in his annual _re- 
port the attempt made last New Year’s Eve, Rear 
Admiral Cowles, Chief of the Bureau of Equipment, 
says that the signals were transmitted “as far as Buenos 
Avres, Australia, Honolulu, Guam, Manila and Japan.” 
The statement is made at the naval observatory that it 
has never been successful in flashing the New Year’s 
signal entirely around the world. 











The members of the Brownsville Court have returned 
to Washington from their visit to Brownsville to examine 
the scene of the shooting up of the town of Brownsville, 
Tex., charged to be by soldiers of the 25th Infantry in 
August, 1906. Very careful notes were taken of the 
bullet marks made at the time of the shooting, and 
several witnesses were heard. Members of the court, in 


examining the bullet marks in houses adjacent to the 
barracks, in seyeral cases calculated the trajectory of 


the shots fired, with the result that the evidence tended 
to show that the bullets came from the direction of the 
barracks occupied by Companies C and B. The court 
neat. sa taking of testimony of witnesses in Washing- 
on Dee.

A report from Managua, Nicaragua, on Dec. 9, states 
that Zelaya will surrender the Presidency within three 
weeks. The intentions of the United States are giving 
the Nicaraguan government considerable anxiety, and 
the administration is puzzled as to what to do because 
of the uncertainty of the American Government’s next 
move. Reports from Nicaragua, however, are very un- 
certain and unreliable. Save for the sailing of the U.S. 
transport Dixie from Delaware Bay on Dec. 6 for Colon, 
with a force of some 700 marines, there was nothing 
particularly new in the situation. The Dixie, which 
took the place of the stranded Prairie, is due at Colon 
about Dee. 12. 
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The fact that none of the present brigadiers came 
from the Coast Artillery is gradually strengthening the 
impression in Army circles that the colonel to be pro- 
moted on the retirement of Lieut. Col. H. M. Chittenden 
as a brigadier, following the action of the Retiring Board 
at Vancouver Barracks, will be taken from the Coast 
Artillery Corps. However, it need not be assumed that 
all hope for the Coast Artillery is foreclosed if the choice 
this time should not be from that corps, as the President 
has this year the making of more than one brigadier 
general, and it is generally conceded that a Coast Artil- 
lery man is slated for one chance in the number. 








The Republic of Liberia has requested the assistance 
of the Government of the United States in organizing a 
large police force with a view to controlling the many 
tribes of natives who inhabit the African Hinterland. 
‘The War Department has not yet decided to comply 
with the request, but with a view of observing the 
operation of the police and semi-military forces em- 
ployed by the European Powers to subdue the wild 
tribes in Liberia it has designated a military attaché 
for Liberia. This officer is 1st Lieut. Benjamin O.

Rear Admiral Richard Wainwright, notwithstanding 
the fact that he was excused by the Secretary of the 
Navy from undergoing the physical test required of all 
naval officers, has decided voluntarily to take the test. 
Mr. Meyer excused officers of high rank who were addi- 
tional numbers, for the reason that their retirement 
would not result in any preferment for others below 
them. At first Admiral Wainwright announced that he 
would not take the physical test, but this week, for 
reasons which he has not divulged, he has decided not to 
avail himself of the privilege given by the Secretary. 





Representative Hamilton Fish, of New York, has de- 
cided, if possible, to secure the appointment to the 
Military Academy of the brother of Cadet Byrne, who 
lost his life in the game of football between the West 
Point and Harvard teams in November. A son of Con- 
gressman Fish is a Harvard student and played on the 
university team, having a position opposed to Cadet 
Byrne. The appointment rests with Senator Elihu Root. 
The entire Harvard football team have joined in a letter 
to Mr. Root asking him to appoint young Byrne if he 
can do so consistently.

A decision of the Surrogate of Kings County, New 
York (Brooklyn), will be of interest to the Services, in 
which so much traveling is necessary. The chief en- 
gineer of a steamship died at sea, and among his last 
words to the captain and first mate were, “Everything I 
have belongs to my daughter Lizzie.’ His words were 
proved before the Surrogate, and, although it was an 
oral will, the Surrogate accepted it as legal, holding that 
the right to make an oral will is granted to soldiers in 
the field or sailors at sea, and to no others. 








In addition to the recommendation that the pea jacket 
be substituted for the Army overcoat, the Infantry Board 
now in session at Rock Tsland Arsenal has reached the 
conclusion that there should be a change in the Infantry 
trousers in the direction of the baggy shapes in vogue 
now in the European armies.

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Col. John G. D. Knight, Corps of Engrs., appointed 
brigadier general on Dec. 1, 1909, was born in England, 
Jan. 24, 1846, and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class 
of 1868, graduating No. 2 in his class. Among other 
duties he served as assistant engineer on the defenses 
of the eastern entrance to New York Harbor to 1873, 
was Chief Engineer of the Division of the Pacific and 
the Department of California to April, 1874, and was 
principal assistant professor of mathematics at the U.S. 
M.A. to Aug. 28, 1881. He was subsequently, among 
other details, in charge of levees and improvements on 
the Mississippi from Cairo to Island No. 40, was in 
charge of Fort Schuyler, and was instructor of engineer- 
ing'in the Infantry and Cavalry School of Application 
at Fort Leavenworth. He was assistant in the office of 
the Chief of Engineers, was in charge of the Washington 
Aqueduct, and increasing the water supply of Washing- 
ton, D.C., and was in charge of the submarine defenses 
at the eastern entrance of New YorkeHarbor, and was a 
member of various important boards. His last assign- 
nient to duty was as division engineer of the Northeast 
Division, with headquarters in Washington, D.C. 

Rear Admiral Albert C. Dillingham, U.S.N., promoted 
from captain on Dec. 4, entered the U.S. Naval Academy 
from Pennsylvania in July, 1865, and was promoted to 
ensign in 1871. From 1870 to 1892 his service included 
duty on the Plymouth, in European waters; at the 
Torpedo Station, Newport, R.I.; in the Coast Survey; on 
the Wachusett. of the South Atlantic Station; at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard, at the Naval Academy, on the Rich- 
mond, of the North Atlantic Station, and on the Vermont 
and Dale.

He 
later served on the Detroit and Franklin, and was 
superintendent of the Naval Training Service, and his 
last assignment to duty was in command of the Frank- 
lin, at the navy yard, Norfolk. 

Capt. Hugo Osterhaus, promoted rear admiral Dec. 4, 
1909, by the retirement of Rear Admiral Ingersoll, is a 
native of Tilinois. and a graduate of the Naval Academy, 
class of 1871. His first cruise after graduation was on 
the Plymouth to Europe, from 1871 to 1873. Among 
other duties between 1879 and 1895 he_ served in the 
Coast Survey on the Enterprise, on the Asiatic and Euro- 
pean stations, on the Atlanta of the South Atlantic 
Station, at the Naval Academy and on the Cincinnati 
and New York.

Col. Harry K. White, U.S.M.C., who on Nov. 26, 1909, 
was retired for disability incident to the Service, was born 
in Minnesota and was appointed a second lieutenant in 
the Marine Corps from Dakota, July 1, 1883. During 
the war with Spain he took part in the campaign in 
Cuba with the 1st Marine Battalion, under Lieut. Col.

ARMY TRANSPORT SAILINGS. 


The transport Dix did not sail from Seattle for the 
Philippines on Dec. 6 as scheduled, owing to the railroad 
strike general throughout the Northwest.

ground that the United States mails should not be 
obstructed.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Col. George H. Roach, U.S.A., retired, who died in 
Washington, D.C., Nov. 29, 1909, was born in Schoharie 
county, New York, June 19, 1847, and removed with his 
parents to Ohio, and later to Illinois, where, at the age 
of sixteen, he enlisted on Feb. 27, 1864, in the 26th 
Illinois Infantry, in time to accompany it on the opening 
of “Sherman’s Atlanta Campaign.” He was present 


with his regiment at_the battles of Resaca, New Hope 
Church, Kennesaw Mountain, Atlanta, Ezra Church, 
Jonesboro, the march to the sea, Griswoldville, McAllis- 
ter, Savannah, the Carolina campaign, Columbia and 
Bentonville. He was also with his regiment in the march 
to Washington and the grand review at the close of the 
war. He was mustered out of the Service at Springfield, 
Ill., July 20, 1865, at which time he was recommended 
by his colonel for a brevet commission of first lieutenant. 
On Oct. 1, 1873, he was appointed second lieutenant in 
the 17th U.S. Infantry on the request of Hon. George H. 
Williams, Attorney General in Grant’s second term. He 
joined his regiment in Dakota, serving with it there until 
July, 1886. He was with General Custer’s expedition 
in the Black Hills in 1874. In July, 1886, he was trans- 
ferred to Fort D. A. Russell, Wyo., serving in the Pine 
Ridge Indian campaign of 1890-91 with the Leavenworth 
Cavalry Squadron. He made a long, hard ride across 
the southern slope of the Black Hills, near Powder River, 
after a band of Indians under Young-Man-Afraid-of-His- 
Horses. He rejoined the squadron on the morning of 
New Year’s, 1891, and was given command of a section 
of Hotchkiss mountain guns the same day. In 1894 he 
was made a captain of the 17th Infantry, and a year 
later was. detailed with the National Guard of Missouri, 
and was on duty in this state until the outbreak of the 
Spanish War, when he asked to be relieved. He then 
rejoined his regiment, the 17th Infantry, and was with 
it through the Cuban campaign. In the fall of 1898 he 
was sent to Walker, Minn., for duty with Gen. John M. 
Bacon, in connection with the Leach Lake Indian out- 
break. He sailed with the 17th Infantry for Manila, 
P.L, Jan. 19, 1899, and served there until promoted to 
major of the 28th Infantry. In November, 1904, he 
was promoted to lieutenant colonel of the 20th Infantry 
and ordered to Syracuse, N.Y., on recruiting duty. In 
February, 1906. he was retired for disability in the line 
of duty, as colonel, on account of his services in the Civil 
War. He was a member of the Missouri Commandery, 
M.0.1..L.11.8.

CHANGES IN REGULATIONS. 
.G.0. 237, NOV. 29, 1909, WAR DEPT. 

Pars. 60 and 216, Army Regulations, are amended to read 
as follows: 

60. Leaves of absence granted, for the purpose of visiting 
the United States, to officers of the Army serving in Alaska 
or beyond the limits of the United States, will be regarded as 
taking effect upon the respective dates upon which such offi- 
cers reach, or might have reached, the United States. Offi- 
cers performing the journey in the most direct way customary 
will be regarded as on detached service while en route to and 
from the United States. 

Hereafter an officer going to or returning from duty in the 
Philippine Islands, who desires to make the journey by a 
route other than the customary one and to visit foreign coun- 
tries on leave of absence while en route, will be credited 
(in addition to the amount of time covered by the leave of ab- 
sence granted to him) with a period of thirty days as on de- 
tached service to cover the average amount of time necessary 
to perform the journey from the Philippine Islands to the 
usual port of arrival in the United States, or from said port 
to the Philippine Islands. 

216. The colors of the President shall be of scarlet silk, 6 
feet 6 inches fly, and 4 feet on the pike, which shall be 11 
feet long, including the ferrule and head. The head shall con- 
sist of a globe, 2 inches in diameter, surmounted by an Ameri- 
can eagle, alert, 53-8 inches high. In each of the four cor- 
ners shall be a 5-pointed white star with one point upward, 
the points of each star to lie in the circumference of an im- 
aginary circle of 2% inches radius. The centers of these 
circles are 9 inches from the short sides and 7 inches from 
the long sides of the color. In the center of the color shall 
be a large fifth star, also of 5 points, which lie in the cir- 
cumference of an imaginary circle of 16% inches radius. The 
center of this circle is the point of intersection of the diag- 
onals of the color. The re-entering angles of this large star 
lie in the circumference of an imaginary circle of 8 inches 
radius, with the same center as before. Inside of the star 
thus outlined is a parallel star, separated from it by a band 
of white 1% inches wide. This inner star forms a blue field, 
upon which is the official coat of arms of the United States, 
the device being located by placing the middle point of the 
line dividing the chief from the pale-ways of the escutcheon 
upon the point of intersection of the diagonals of the color. 
On the scarlet field around the larger star are other white 
stars, one for each state, equally scattered in the re-enter-

Commanders of organizations are directed to frequently verify 
the clothing issued to their men and required to be kept on 
hand. Inspections, at irregular times, will be made, with 
overcoats worn, the latter being most frequently lost or dis- 
posed of. 

When a soldier is known to be absent without authority, a 
careful examination will be made without delay, a correct list 
of his clothing and other property will be made and his 
property properly taken care of. 

Par. 279, Army Regulations, will be strictly carried out and 
those in charge of squads held responsible that the provisions 
of this order are complied with. 

If proper vigilance be taken, it is not believed that the loss or 
unlawful appropriation of clothing or property of a member of 
a squad can occur without detection. It is known that fre- 
quently clothing and other property left by absentees have 
been taken possession of unlawfully, under the impression that 
the man would not return. The damaging and unjust evi- 
dence in such cases against a comrade is so serious a matter 
that it alone should deter any such unlawful acts. » In future, 
when forwarding charges, these facts will be considered and a 
statement with reference to such property submitted therewith.

No. 6, Department of the Co- 
lumbia, Aug. 2, 1909, the provisions of which are not being 
fully complied with. In the records of general court-martial 
cases received at these headquarters, it is unmistakably shown 
that had more thorough and careful investigations been made, 
a’ considerable proportion of such cases would have been dis- 
posed of by inferior courts. This is especially true in the 
case of desertions, the frequent failure to convict being due to 
insufficient evidence. In the disposition of such cases it is 
demanded that post commanders make a thorough and careful 
investigation befote final action. The disposal of property, espe- 
cially clothing, in the case of absence, is important evidence as to 
intent, and should be carefully inquired into, as well as to other 
important facts in this connection. It is known, however, that 
often the clothing of a man believed to be a deserter has been 
appropriated unlawfully, thereby leaving the inference that he 
disposed of it before his departure. If the provisions of G.O. 
No. 123,- Department of the Columbia, Nuv. 19, 1909, are 
carried out, this should not be possible.

While there seems to be little prospect of legislation 
by Congress this session in Service matters, it is gener- 
ally conceded that there will be the usual appropriations 
for joint maneuver camps at the five principal points 





where maneuvers have heretofore been held. 
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THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

There is much in the annual message President Taft 
sent to Congress on Dec. 7 that will interest the Sery- 
ices. The reduction of the estimates of the War 
Department, the international prize court, the world 
cruise of the Battleship Fleet, the condition of our coast 
defenses, naval economy and reorganization, Lighthouse 
Board changes, our part in the troubles of Nicaragua, 
and the work on the Panama Canal make important 
parts of the message. It is unfortunate that the condi- 
tion of the finances of the country is such that the 
President feels compelled to say that there must be a 
suspension for the period of one year of “all progress 
in military matters.” The progress in the military art 
is so rapid in these days that to halt for one whole year 
now is equivalent to lying on our oars for five times 
that pericd not so many years back. It can be only an 
nrgent financial necessity that impels the President, 
whose appreciation of the importance of the Services 
and their needs is well known, to call this halt in our 
military preparations for national defense. It is not 
the time lost that will work injury to the prospects of 
our military establishment so much as the impression 
created upon the popular mind by the Presidential decree. 
It has been hard enough work for many years to educate 
Congress and the people to an understanding of the 
necessity of continuous progress in all things touching 
our system of national defense, and just at this juncture, 
when new questions of international importance are 
arising in the Pacific and the events which will in- 
evitably grow out of the completion of the Panama 
Canal are already throwing their shadows over the 
Caribbean Sea, it would seem to be especially unfortu- 
nate that our financial situation makes imperative the 
announcement to the American people that all military 
progress shall cease for an entire year. 

The need of an elimination bill, by which the merits 
of Army officers may be recognized by advancement, is 
urged by the President as providing a way to get rid 
of officers who, while not violating their duty, do not 
shew the aptitude and skill which the good of the Service 
demands. ‘Ihe Personnel Law of the Navy is needed 
quite as much for the Army, the Chief Executive thinks. 
This law, in his eyes, has defects which should be 
remedied. ‘The message expresses the hope that the con- 
troversy as to the comparative merits of Manila Bay 
and QOlongapo as naval stations will be ended by the 
decision of the Joint Board in favor of Pearl Harbor. 

Announcement is made by Mr. Taft that he will soon 
lay before Congress a comprehensive plan for the re- 
organization of the officers of all corps of the Navy. The 
tentative plan recently put in operation, involving 
changes in the reorganization of the Navy Department, 
including the navy yards, has met with the approval of 
the President because he thinks it will promote efficiency 
and economy. The message expresses the belief that it 
would be the best policy to take the Naval Observatory 
out of the Navy Department, and suggests that at the 
head of the observatory be placed a man of science, who 
might make discoveries in astronomy expected of a great 
astronomer using such a plant. 

The President hopes that the Declaration of London 
will lead to the early establishment of an international 
prize court. The malign influence of the Castros and 
the Zelayas of the Southern republics upon international 
relations is reflected in the statement in the message 
that the Monroe Doctrine should not be invoked to 
perpetuate irresponsible governments, to escape from just 
obligations or the accusation of unworthy ambitions on 
the part of this country. The status of affairs in 
Nicaragua is such that the President may send a special 
message to Congress on that subject alone. 

While aware of the strong feeling in Congress “grow- 
ing out of the heavy burden of military pensions,” the 
President recommends the enactment of a civil pension 
law and a reclassification of the Civil Service to make 
the compensation accord with the character of the work. 
The message advocates ship subsidy, limiting it at first 
to mail subventions. While admitting that the Medical 
Departments of the Army and the Navy should be kept 
separate, the President favors the creation of a Bureau 
of Public Health. Mr. ‘Taft believes that we have en- 
tered upon an era of great prosperity, and says that a 
part of the increase in the cost of living comes from 
the increased output of gold, and the consequent rise 
in prices. This rise is not confined to the United States, 
but is manifest in other countries. Excerpts of parts 
of the message dealing with the Services will be found 
elsewhere in this issue. Some of the reductions in the 
estimates are more apparent than real, as heretofore it 
has been the rule to make liberal estimates in the belief 
that Congress would greatly reduce them, and that it 
was necessary to ask for much to get little. President 
Taft has stopped this, and ordered the estimates held 
down to the actual necessities. 
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GUARDSMEN AND LABOR UNIONS. 

T'he attempt of labor unions to prevent men from 
joining the National Guard is gradually reaching a 
point where sharp action by the state legislatures may 
be necessary. ‘The latest attack on the Guard takes the 
form of a notice issued in New York by the Bricklayers’ 
Union that the heirs of any of its members who may 
he killed while serving in the National Guard shall be 
deprived of all benefits which they would otherwise. re- 
ceive from the union. This notice is equivalent to an 
announcement that any members of the union doing their 
duty to the state shall be punished, for National 
Guardsmen are under the orders of the Governor of 
the state as the commander-in-chief, and any act of theirs 
as National Guardsmen, performed under orders of their 
immediate commanding officer, is an act of the governing 
authority. ‘Chis declaration of the Bricklayers’ Union, 
therefere, is a threat to punish any member obeying the 
orders of the Governor of the state. Such a high-handed 
attack upon the majesty of the law cannot be tolerated 
in this country. Any organization thus putting itself 
in opposition to the will of the people, as expressed 
through the Governor and the National Guard, should 
have its charter revoked. The state laws should deal 
summarily with these varied attempts to break up 
the National Guard and leave back of the civil police 
no state agencies for controlling violence. Perhaps 
the time has come for a law to be written upon 
the statute books of every state prescribing that 
the charter of any labor organization which punishes or 
threatens to punish any member of it for doing duty 
in the National Guard shall be revoked and the organi- 
vation shal} be dissolved. The sooner we find out 
whether a man may be punished for taking the oath 
to protect the lives and property of the commonwealth, 
the sooner shall we ascertain what is the dominant 
force in our state governments. We are informed by 
many officers of the National Guard that membership in 
some regiments has been materially reduced by the with- 
drawals of union workingmen who had served a term of 
enlistment, and would have continued to serve if they had 
not feared they would lose their privileges in their 
unions. 

These attacks upon the National Guard have one 
purpose, and one purpose only, and there can be no 
doubt of what that purpose is among men who have 
studied the insidious, but steady, attempts to undermine 
its power in the last fifteen years. Many members in 
these unions are foreigners, who have come from coun- 
tries where they have seen what they think is too much 
of the military, and here, where they see little of 
soldiers, they soon become filled with the idea that 
there should be no soldiers at all, and, mistaking liberty 
for license, are embittered by the knowledge that behind 
the police is a body of uniformed soldiery, ready to take 
eare of any attempt to override the laws with violence. 
The labor unions, whenever there is a strike, seek to 
impress upon the public that they are the friends of 
law and order, and that if there is any violence it must 
be caused by thugs, and not by bona-fide members. These 
thugs, therefore, hurt unionism, and the National Guard, 
in putting them down, is fighting the enemies of 
unionism. No union made up of law-abiding American 
citizens can object to Guardsmen fighting for the main- 
tenance of law, and every action like that of the Brick- 
layers’ Union, as reported in the press, tends to array 
organized labor on the side of the enemies of society. 
‘Thus far the labor unions have taken no action against 
the Regular soldier, but, if they are permitted to continue 
to assail the National Guard, it may be expected that 
they will come to direct their attacks upon the members 
of the Regular Army. and that ere long we shall read 
in the papers announcements like this: 

“At a meeting of the Union yesterday 
the following resolutions were adopted: Whereas, the 
Regular Army has been called out in the case of several 
strikes like the railroad strike of 1877 and the Pullman 
strike of 1894, for the alleged protection of property and 
the Federal mails, and for the maintenance of law and 
order; whereas, the real reason for the employment of 
the Army on these occasions was to shoot down innocent 
workingmen, who had not the least intention of defying 
the law or causing disorder; therefore, be it reselved, 
that no person who has served an enlistment in the 
Army shall be permitted to join this union; that if any 
such is now in the union he is ordered to make his past 
enlistment known to this body, and that in case of his 
death, if his Army service be discovered, his widow and 
family shall be deprived of all benefits extended by 
this union. And be it further resolved, that the secretary 
send a copy of these resolutions to every union of or- 
ganized labor in the United States, to the end that 
similar action may be taken throughout the country.” 

This is by no means an exaggerated picture of what 
may be looked for if the present agitation against the 
National Guard be permitted longer among organized 
workingmen. The Guard is as much a legal] organization 
as the Regular Army, and if men are to be proscribed 
and injured in their standing among their fellows be- 
cause of service in the Guard they may with equal justice 
be so treated for service in the Army. This anger 
toward the sworn forces of law and order is something 
that grows with what it feeds upen, and to allow it to 
express itself unchallenged, as in such cases as that of 
the Bricklayers’ Union, is to invite a more dangerous 
attitude on the part of organized labor. 

Much has been made of late by opponents of military 
establishments to the growth of an anti-military senti- 
ment in France, and they have attempted to draw the 
lesson from it that in a country where a complete system 





of military training for the whole population is in vogue , 
opposition to the army is making itself felt. But the 
meaning of this sentiment in France has been entirely 
overlooked. -It is not the outgrowth of a popular dislike 
of the army, but of the misuse of it in purely civil 
disorders which might and should be left to the control 
and management of the police or gendarmerie, as in Ger- 
many and England. The ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL has 
been aware of the danger of such a policy, and in our 
own country has warned against the calling out of the 
National Guard unless its services were absolutely neces- 
sary, as dependence upon the soldiery tends to develop 
a certain supineness on the part of the police, who often 
may find it not altogether unsatisfactory. to shoulder 
upon troops the responsibility of putting down a mob, 
and thus save themselves from the odium of having acted 
roughly toward people with whom their future lot will 
be cast. 

The tendency to depend too much upon the citizen 
soldiery is one that grows insidiously and steadily unless 
it is carefully watched, and may place in the hands of 
the enemies of legitimate military establishments a strong 
instrument for developing a public sentiment in harmony 
with their views. Increase of police power and efficiency 
should be sought if in no other way too frequent recourse 
to the use of soldiery may be avoided. The experience 
of France is a good guide in this matter. It is almost 
entirely due to the fact that a prominent part is taken 
by the military in putting down strikes, riots or disturb- 
ances in France that anti-militarism has made such 
progress in France. while it remains relatively powerless 
in Germany. M. Hervé, the distinguished French writer, 
says: “While the German government has had the good 
sense, helped, no doubt, by the revolutionary timidity of 
the German workmen, to use only the police and constab- 
ulary to check strike movements, in France, on the other 
hand, the governments have been guilty of the stupidity 
or imprudence, impelled perhaps by the more revolu- 
tionary attitude of the French proletariat, of employing 
or misemploying the army to put down strikes and every 
other popular movement.” French mobs are perhaps 
more violent than others, as the memory of the Barri- 
cades and the Commune makes them so, and at the same 
time makes the governments more nervous. But the 
excessive use of troops is mistaken policy. Police, 
armed if necessary, not only do the work much better, but 
do not cause any of the party feeling which invariably 
follows the employment of troops, even in the British 
Isles. On the Continent the governments have not the 
excuse that police alone are powerless against a really 
savage mob, as was the case not long ago at Belfast, 
Ireland, because their police are almost always armed 
in military fashion, and can use revolvers or carbines 
and swords on the mob. The officers of our Army are 
very averse to being called upon to do the work for 
which a well organized police force should be sufficient. 
Hence their approval of an organization like the Penn- 
sylvania Constabulary. 





The annual report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
shows an excess of expenditures over .receipts during the 
fiscal year 1908-9 of $118,796,919.68, which explains 
why Uncle Sam feels so poor that he has no turkey for 
the Navy and Army this year. The Secretary says for 
the fiscal year 1910 the ordinary receipts are estimated 
at $648,000,000 and the ordinary disbursements at 
$682,075,620.12, showing a deficit in ordinary receipts 
of $34,095,620.12. When the payments on account of 
the Panama Canal and the public debt are added, the 
total deficit of the fiscal year 1910 is estimated at $73,- 
075,620.12. The estimated ordinary receipts for 1911 
are $672,000,000, and the estimated ordinary appropria- 
tions $636,068,672.51, or a surplus in ordinary receipts 
of $35,931,327.49. When the Panama Canal estimates 
for 1911 are added the surplus is turned into a deficit 
of $12,182,197.21. For the fiscal year 1910 the naval 
building program was not included in the estimates sub- 
mitted to the Congress. It is, therefore, a matter of 
interest to note that when the naval building program 
is eliminated from the estimates for the fiscal years 1910 
and 1911, the total estimates for 1911 are $94,001,492.92 
less than the total estimates for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1910. Mr. MacVeagh strongly urges the need 
of a-retiring pension for aged employees, stating that the 
United States is the only nation that has no general 
legal retiring pension for the employees of its civil 


service. ia 





The raising of the age of Navy recruits in the interest 
of preventing disease among the enlisted men seems, in 
the eyes of Surgeon General Rixey, to be based on good 
grounds. During part of the last fiscal year there was 
a great deal of sickness, probably due to the large 
number of green men who enlisted as a result of the 
cireumnavigating cruise, and quickly distributed to the 
several ships before they had an opportunity to adjust 
themselves to the new life. It has been noticed that 
whenever a draft of new men is received aboard a ship 
the sick list at once increases, but as soon as these 
same men have adapted themselves to their surroundings 
and become hardened to the requirements of the Service 
the sick rate gradually resumes its normal proportions, 
providing that the ship is operating under reasonably 
average conditions. While the Surgeon General admits 
that after two or three years of active service those who 
escape medical survey as “unfit for service” will have 
developed from frail youths te hardy manhood, yet at 
the time of enlistment most recruits are so young that 
they are unable to care for themselves properly. On 
this point Surg. Theodore W. Richards, U.S.N., says that 





recruits, selected in most cases from the interior of the 
country when little over seventeen years of age, are 
thrown into an environment to which they are totally 
unaccustomed. This radical change comes ‘at the 
criticai time of rapid physical development. To many 
this change may mean a stimulus, but ‘to others: it may 
induce an unfortunate reaction and cause mental list- 
lessness, while physical defects and constitutional weak- 
ness hitherto latent are prone to manifest ‘themselves. 
“At such an age,” says Surgeon Richards, “youths are 
subject not only to all the diseases of adults, but to 
these of children as well, and it is believed, as regards 
the personnel of the Navy, that an increase in the age 
requirement for enlistment would do more to reduce the 
morbidity from general infectious diseases, particularly 
measles, mumps, scarlatina, chickenpox, diphtheria, etc., 
and possibly tuberculosis, than any sanitary measures 
in operation or in prospect.” This is very strong 
language, and entirely justifies the remark of the Surgeon 
General that “the immaturity of the naval force, as com- 
pared with most naval and military organizations, is a 
matter which deserves serious consideration.” 
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Several important changes in Navy commands were 
announced by Mr. Beekman. Winthrop, Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy, on Dec. 4. Capt. Charles EB. Vree- 
land, chief intelligence officer, will be divisional com- 
mander of the Atlantic Battleship Fleet to fill the va- 
eaney caused by the appointment of Rear Admiral Rich- 
ard Wainwright as aide for operations under the new 
Navy reorganization plan. The division commanders 
of the ficet will then he Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder, 
commander-in-chief; Capt. Charles E. Vreeland, com- 
manding second division; Rear Admiral Samuel P. 
Conly, commanding third division, and Rear Admiral 
Hugo Osterhaus, commanding fourth division. Capt. Al- 
bert G. Winterhalter, chief hydrographer of the Navy, 
will sueceed Capt. Washington I. Chambers in command 
of the Louisiana, Captain Chambers having been ap- 
pointed assistant aide for material at the Navy Depart- 
ment. Capt. Templin M. Potts, in command of the 
Georgia, will succeed Captain Vreeland as chief intelli- 
gence officer, and Capt. V. S. Nelson, who has been on 
duty at Mare Island, Cal., will command the armored 
cruiser Colorado at Manila. ;

Already the effort to retrench in military matters has 
made its appearance in the Senate Naval Committee, 
where, during an informal discussion Dec. 8, Sena- 
tor Hale declared his opposition to the battleship 
program proposed by Secretary Meyer, and urged that 
there was no need for two more battleships and that the 
country would not stand the burden of an appropriation 
for them. While the naval estimates this year are 
$10,000,000 less than the appropriation for the current 
year, which was $136,935,000, Senator Hale insisted 
that the naval bills should be kept down to a grand total 
of not to exceed $100,000,000. Senator Perkins, of 
California, who is now chairman of the committee, does 
not agree with Senator Hale, and will vote for two 
battleships, and at the same time will try and secure an 
appropriation for building two colliers, which he thinks 
are more necessary to the Navy at this time than the 
up-to-date repair ship which Secretary Meyer yecom- 
mended. 
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A report is under preparation at West Point giving 
data:to be laid before the committees of Congress as to 
the new quarters at the Military Academy for cadets, and 
an effort will be made to secure legislation increasing 
the cadet corps. There are additional quarters now at 
the Academy for 300 cadets, but it is not likely that 
Congress will see fit to increase the corps by that number 
at this time. , There are now pending bills introduced by 
Senator Warren and Representative Hull, chairmen of 
the Military Committees of the respective Houses, to 
increase the cadet corps gradually in the discretion of the 
President by the appointment of new cadets after the 
present members of the corps have completed each three 
years at the Academy. Colonel Scott, Superintendent of 
the Academy, has been in Washington during the past 
week to lay before the War Department and members of 
the Military Committees data in regard to the proposed 
increase of the cadet corps. 


The Navy General Board, which has been at work for 
some time on a general plan in regard to personnel of 
the Navy, has practically completed its work in that 
respect, and it may be expected at an early date that the 
Secretary will lay before the President the conclusions 
reached. It is said unofficially that there is strong senti- 
ment in favor of the restoration of the grades of vice 
admiral and commodore, the object being to clear the 
way in the grade of captain for younger ship com- 
manders. It is expected that President Taft will, early 
in the present session of Congress, send a special message 
setting forth the plan agreed upon for readjusting the 
Navy personnel. 
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Official reports of the experiments at Sandy Hook 
with guns designed for shooting at military balloons and 
dirigibles have not yet been received at the War Depart- 
ment. It is learned unofficially, however, that in the 
first tests a captive balloon was hit and brought down. 
Later a large captive balloon remained in the air several 
hours, and a large number of shots of shrapnel failed 
to hit it. 
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A general order is in preparation making some im- 
portant changes in the matter of annual leaves in the 
Army. It is proposed to make the leave year begin 





July 1 hereafter. 
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REPORT OF SURGEON GENERAL, U.S.N. 


In a table in the annual report of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral, U.S.N., interestingly showing by a scale the rela- 
tion of the different causes of deaths in the U.S. Navy 
and Marine Corps for the past year, drowning heads 
the list, forty-seven of the total of 305 deaths having 
been caused by it, while next is tuberculosis with thirty 
deaths to its credit, then coming pneumonia with 
twenty-four, heart disease with twenty-one, and Bright’s 
disease with fifteen. Of the 26,350 sick admissions, 
3.015 were due to venereal diseases, tonsilitis being 
second with 2,639, wounds producing 2,319 cases, and 
suppurative skin diseases 1,677. The ratio of admis- 
sions and readmissions for disease per 1,000 of strength 
for the year was 611.05, against 630.08 for the previous 
year, cnd 649.65 for the decade, 1897-1906. The ratio 
of the daily average of patients per 1,000 was 29.13, 
against 30.96 for the previous year. The average of 
sick days for each man of the Navy and Marine Corps 
for the year was 10.66, compared with 11.30 for the 
year 1907. ‘The total of deaths from disease showed an 
increase over the previous year, the ratio per 1,000 being 
3.53, against 3.49 for 1907. ‘The total deaths from all 
causes also showed a smaller increase. The prevalence 
of mumps, in spite of the efforts to eradicate it by 
particular sanitary vigilance, has suggested to Surg. E. 
G. Parker, U.S.N., that the cigarette tobacco bag may 
play an important part .in the transmission of the 
disease. The invariable habit of those using this 
tobacco is to close the sack by pulling on the pucker 
string with the teeth. Thus each user of the sack, as it 
is passed from one to another, by touching the saliva- 
soaked pucker string to his mouth very likely infects 
himself. In the year there were 1,392 sick admissions 
caused by mumps, giving this ailment the seventh place 
in the list, preceding even bronchial and rheumatic 
affections. om 

In spite of the visit of the fleet to Asiatic waters, 
the admissions and sick days for dengue fever dropped 
about forty per cent. in the year, but the malarial 
diseases showed an increase in sick days of nineteen per 
cent. There were only eleven cases of smallpox, seven 
of these occurring on board ship, following exposure in 
ports where the disease was endemic. The Surgeon 
General says of Rear Admiral Harber, Passed Asst. 
Surg. J. Stepp and Asst. Surg. G. M. Olson that 

“they are deserving of the highest commendation for 
courageously formulating a plan of action in the face 
of probable unfavorable criticism from well-meaning but 
misguided reformers at home.” This praise has to do 
with the fight made by these officers to lessen the 
diseases which come so frequently from shore liberty. 
Prophylactic measures growing out of the experience 
resulting from their work have been ordered for all 
yessels, and the effect is already most gratifying. The 
U.S.S. Galveston reported a reduction in that kind of 
disease of from ninety to ninety-five per cent. The 
Surgeon General thinks the time has arrived when it 
may safely be said that the defeat of this greatest 
enemy of the health of the Navy is in sight. 

The insufliciency of the medical force was shown by 
the fact that less than 248 medical officers were available 
for the care of the 52,915 officers and men of the Navy 
and Marine Corps, or a ratio of one medical officer to 
254 of naval strength. The previous year the ratio 
was more favorable, being one to 210. These figures 
are significant when taken in connection with the fact 
that at the end of the fiscal year 1909 the list of 
applicants for admission to the Army Medical Corps 
numbered about 235, while the number of applicants for 
the Navy Medical Corps that had not used their permits 
up to that date was only twenty-nine. In spite of all 
that has been done to acquaint the young physicians of 
the country with the advantages of serving in the Navy, 
there exists a lamentable apathy, and Surgeon General 
Rixey is inclined to believe that the inadequate com- 
pensation in the Navy, contrasted with that of the Army, 
is responsible. The Army offers candidates a commis- 
sion with pay of $2,100 a year and all allowances of the 
lowest commissioned grade, while the best the Navy 
ean offer is $1,400 and no allowance whatever. This 
great disparity must be corrected, the report says, if the 
Navy is ever to fill existing vacancies with the sort of 
men it requires. It can be best corrected by the creation 
of a Medical Reserve Corps for the Navy like that of 
the Army, or by giving to the acting assistant surgeon 
the pay and allowances of assistant surgeon. The report 
hopes that the present session of Congress will provide 
legislation for a reserve corps. Legislation is recom- 
mended to compel retirement in the Medical Corps as 
in the line, cr for compulsory retirement of all surgeons 
who fail to reach the grade of medical inspector before 
the age of forty-five, on the theory “that the Medical 
Corps is in quite as much need of comparatively young, 
active and enthusiastic men in the upper grades as 
is the Line of the Navy.” 

The Navy ration was excellent on the whole; in fact, 
its nutritive value has been shown to be in excess of 
established standards. There was only one instance of 
ptomaine poisoning reported, traceable to the eating of 
pork sausage. Fresh milk should be discontinued as 
part of the ration. Protection for the ears against 
injury by gun fire has been investigated, and cn the 
report of Surg. W. M. Garton, U.S.N., who studied the 
effect of plasticine as a protection while on board the 
U.S.S. Ohio, the Surgeon General says the Elliott ear 
protector is unsurpassed, and recommends its use for 
the Navy. ‘The appoiniing of men of the Hospital 
Corps as mail clerks on ships should stop. The two 
duties are incompatible and should be kept separate. 
The great success achieved by the Hospital Corps men 
with the Army of Pacification in Cuba, in relieving 
Messina and Armenian sufferers gives to the corps new 
reasons for expecting the removal of discriminations 
against it in matters of promotion and reward for long 
and faithful service. The regulation denying the right 
of officers’ and enlisted men’s families to the services of 
Navy nurses is regarded in the report as not sufficiently 
explicit, and in no circumstances, except in cases of 
actual emergency and in places where other nurses are 
not obtainable, will such services be approved. This 
practice has produced discontent and trouble in the 
Army, and the Navy Nurse Corps is too small to permit 
this latitude. 

We think that the effectiveness of the report would be 
improved if the data as to the health of the Service 
were brought up to the front, as in the report of the 
Surgeon General of the Army, leaving to a less con- 
spienous place the arguments for enlarging the Medical 
Department and other changes. 

While much has been made of the prevalence of the 
hookworm among recruits from the South, the report 
says that among the candidates for enlistment from the 
great Northwest, and particularly those born or long 
resident in the extreme Northwest, thyroidal enlarge- 
ment, of varying degrees was found. 

The report goes rather extensively into the question 


of athletics at the Naval Academy, and a that the 
«supervising officer in charge of athletics should be a 
medical officer, since he can best test the heart and 
lungs, and it is not unlikely that many heart troubles 
developed in midshipmen have their origin in injudicious 
exercise. The proposal to substitute an unusual period 
of watches on deck or in the engine room for officers on 
ships, in lieu of the walk, ride or other physical tests 
required, does not meet with the approval of the Surgeon 
General, who thinks such tests would be an index of the 
a stamina of the officer, rather than of his physical 
tness. 


REPORT OF SURGEON GENERAL, U.S.A. 

The officers of the Army made a record last year in 
the matter of sick admissions, the ratio of 575.47 being 
lower than for any year since the statistics have been 
compiled separately for the officers; but the death and 
constantly non-effective rates were slightly higher than 
for 1907, according to the figures given in the annual 
report of Surgeon General George H. Torney, U.S.A. 





The constantly non-effective rate for the enlisted, 


strength of the Army, the true measure of the loss in 
efficiency of thé Army from sickness and injury, was 

2.68 a thousand, as compared with 46.17 for 1907 and 
49.79 for 1906. The total admissions rate was 1,188.03, 
as compared with 1,218.26 for 1907 and 1,706.33 for 
the preceding decade. ‘The deaths from all causes num- 
bered 414, of which 235 were from disease. The death 
rate was 3.48 for disease, as against 3.44 for the pre- 
vious year. The rate for admission for venereal disease 
showed only a slight improvement, 194.13, compared 
with 196.62 in 1907. Alcoholism showed better, the 
rate there being 29.42, against 34.70 in the preceding 
year. Deaths for the three diseases having the highest 
rates were: ‘Tuberculosis, 53; pneumonia, .36, and 
typhoid fever, .31. In 1907 the rates were, respectively, 
53, .44 and .29. The great diminution in malarial 
infection was maintained in the year, the admission 
rate having fallen from 107.67 in 1906 to 63.19 in 1907, 
and 46.33 in 1908. Malaria has fallen from second place 
in number of admissions, which it held in 1907, to third 
place, diarrhea and enteritis being in 1908 second, 
with an admission rate of 53.27, compared with 49.26 
for the year preceding. 

In the matter of countries, Alaska was, as before, 
most healthful, the admission rate per thousand of 
strength being 270.94, the highest rate being in the 
Philippine Islands, with 1,207.84, while Hawaii, called 
the “land of perfection,” with 1,027.45, had a higher 
rate than either the United States or Cuba, with 921.91 
and 949.30 respectively. In the death rate Cuba was 
lowest. with 2.53, closely followed by Alaska, with 2.75. 
'Yhe Philippines led here also, with 5.08, the United 
States being nearly two points below, with 3.10. Tuber- 
culosis made the highest non-effective rate in the United 
States, typhoid the highest in Cuba, venereal and 
malarial diseases the highest in the Philippines, while 
diarrhea and enteritis were most marked in the Philip- 
pines. The admission rate was highest in the Cavalry 
and lowest in the Hospital Corps, the Ordnance Depart- 
ment and the Signal Corps not figuring in these calcula- 
tions. The death rate was highest in the Engineers and 
lowest in the Coast Artillery. 

There are so many factors peculiar to each country 
that an accurate comparison with foreign countries is 
impossible. For example, in most foreign services many 
of the minor ailments, which in the United States Army 
are treated in quarters and recorded with the same 
accuracy and care as the hospital cases, are not made of 
record in the medical reports. As instance in point 
it may be noted that the admission for alcoholism in 
the United States is nearly twenty-two times that of the 
British army, but the death rate for alcoholism in the 
latter is one-half that in our Army. These tables show 
that the admission rates for alcoholism and venereal 
diseases taken together are much higher in the United 
States Army than in any of the foreign armies included 
in the table. For malaria, the admission rate as com- 
pared with the United States is higher in the British, 
Russian and Spanish, and much lower in the French, 
Prussian, Bavarian, Austro-Hungarian and Belgian 
armies. Pulmonary tuberculosis is higher in the French, 
Dutch, Spanish and Belgian armies, and lower in the 
British, Prussian, Bavarian and Austro-Hungarian. In 
the three last named the ratio is identically the same, 
being 1.4. For typhoid fever the admission rate is 
higher in the British, French, Russian and Spanish 
armies. 

So successful have the anti-typhoid vaccination tests 
been in the Hospital Corps that the Surgeon General 
recommends the rapid extension of the vaccination to 
include volunteers from all organizations about to de- 
part for duty outside the United States proper and 
among troops that may be ordered on extended practice 
marches or maneuvers. The large tuberculosis rate in 
our Army of 3.25, as against 1.9 in the British army 
and 1.4 in the German and the Austrian armies, has led 
to the belief expressed in the report that our bad show- 
ing in this disease is due to our failure to regulate the 
maximum number of occupants of barracks and guard- 
houses so as to prevent overcrowding. In the statistics 
on the hookworm disease appear certain contradictory 
features. For example, the height and weight of the 
recruits from the South, the home of the hookworm, 
are above the average of the white recruits for the whole 
Army for the current year, and it is also a fact that, 
while the less sturdy physique of the Southern recruit 
is ascribed to the hookworm in childhood, his height is 
greater than that of the Northern recruit. Compari- 
sons so far have been with small numbers of men, and 
it is expected that larger numbers will give different 
results. 

The insufficient medical equipment of the National 
Guard has ied the Surgeon General to recommend that 
a medical officer be attached to the Militia Division to 
assist in the organization of the medical department of 
the Militia, and that the state authorities be required 
to organize and thoroughly equip a field hospital, with 
its ambulance company for each three regiments, in 
addition to the regimental medical service. ‘The large 
increase of applicants fer commissions in the Medical 
Corps is taken as a vindication of the policy of estab- 
lishing the Medical Reserve Corps. On this point the 
report says: “If no cther benefit resulted to the Army 
from commissioning the leaders of the medical profes- 
sion of the country in the Medical Reserve Corps, it is 
safe to say that the desirable candidates obtained by 
and through them demonstrates the wisdom of such 
action.” ‘The report says that the Medical Corps cannot 
he filled by 1911, when the total increase will be legally 
available under the new law. As a practical example 
of the value of the services of the officers of the M.R.C., 
it is noted that when it was necessary to assemble a 
hoard to investigate the important subject of typhoid 
fever inoculation it was possible to do so without going 
outside of the corps. Col. Valery Havard and Major 


Percy M. Ashburn are specially mentioned for their 
excellent works on military hygiene, while the contribu- 
tions to the literature of medicine in the year by Capt. 
Charles F. Craig, Major Charles Lynch and Major 
Charles F. Mason are also praised. 
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BUREAU OF STEAM ENGINEERING. 


Vhe Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, 
Engineer-in-Chief Hutch I. Cone, referring, in his annual 
report, to the competitive trial of scout cruisers, states 
that a description of the trial and its results will appear 
in an appendix to his report. The results of the trial 
of oil installation on the U.S.S. Cheyenne have been 
very satisfactory, but the necessary air compressors 
belonging to the system tested are too heavy and too 
bulky, and, aside from this, the heavier vessels must be 
fitted for coal, as well as for oil, which can only be 
obtained in certain ports. With this latter consideration 
in view, the bureau is fitting in later vessels only such 
oil-fuel systems as operate by mechanical atomization 
of the fuel under high temperatures, the necessary air 
for combustion being supplied by the regular forced- 
draft blowers of the vessel. The development of large 
gas engine machinery operation in connection with gas 
producers is rapidly progressing, and is worthy of much 
more serious investigation and experiment than has yet 
been given it in our Navy. Authority is asked to pur- 
chase and install a producer gas engine plant in one of 
our colliers. 

This report contains an interesting statement of the 
progress of engineering education in the Navy. At the 
Academy the line officers are given what is probably 
the best technical education furnished by any school in 
the country, based upon the selection and elimination 
of the student. Thus graduating from the finest school 
of engineering, the young officers are fitted for the 
subordinate engineering duties to which they are at first 
assigned. 

Almost every act of the line officer has to do with 
machinery and with engineering. He lives, as may be 
said, in a heavily charged engineering atmosphere, and 
in actually performing his duties in gunnery and in 
electricity he is constantly directing the operation of 
complicated machinery and is conversant with the 
average mechanical problem. By training and by the 
constant exercise of authority he is an excellent adminis- 
trator, and by profession he is a directing influence to 
those under him. Through his general experience, the 
line officer possesses one qualification which no other 
officer in another corps or branch of the Service could 
possibly attain, namely, the knowledge of and apprecia- 
tion of the aims of his superiors from a military stand- 
point. In other words, he is vitally interested that his 
ship shall be in condition to meet any call from his 
captain or his admiral, with a knowledge of the nature 
of the requirements born from constant speculation as 
to what he will do when he becomes captain or admiral. 

There are to-day 1 sufficient number of line officers 
fully competent to fill the position of senior engineer 
officer. This fact is evident from the present superior 
mechanical efficiency of our vessels in commission: from 
the decreased proportionate amount of the repairs neces- 
sary for the maintenance of the ships’ machinery in 
good condition; from the increased proportion of repairs 
incident to the Service that are being performed by the 
ships’ force, and this with increased strains on the 
machinery due to their now being more frequently 
operated at or near their designed power than has 
formerly been the case. The credit for this performance 
belongs in various quarters. Great credit is due the 
enlisted personnel, and in particular to those of them 
that have evidenced such energy and ability as to secure 
appointment as warrant officers. Obviously, however, 
the main credit is due to those responsible officers who 
have had charge of the machinery and to their immediate 
official subordinates. These have proved their worth, and 
they have justified the legislation of 1899 that made all 
engineers line officers and that made all line officers 
engineers. 

There is one branch of engineering that this excellent 
general education does not fully qualify all naval officers 
to perform: 'The important work of designing the 
machinery of our vessels. 'The successful cruise of the 
Atlantic Fleet around the world is as much a tribute to 
the excellent work of the older engineers who designed 
the machinery of that fleet as to the efficiency of those 
that handled the machinery. It is essential to future 
success that we have competent, expert designing en- 
gineers to do the work that the older engineers so effi- 
ciently performed in the past. To secure these ten 
officers have been selected from applicants for this duty 
for detail to the School of Marine Engineering, at 
Annapolis. 'These officers have had at least three years’ 
sea _ service, and have been selected according to their 
evidenced capacity. Provision is made for the selection 
of officers for designing duty from among those specially 
well qualified by education, experience and inclination, 
pending the time when graduates of the school will be 
eligible for ‘Such detail under the terms of the order. 

General interest in engineering, acting, as it does, to 
assist in eliminating faults in the Navy, is of the greatest 
value, and the steaming competition is therefore con- 
sidered to be a very great assistance to the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering, as tending to greatly increase the 
general character of engineering knowledge possessed by 
the average officer throughout the Service. Competition 
will also save the Government much money, and the 
bureau's efforts are directed toward increased economy. 


REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF NAVIGATION. 

Emphasizing the importance of giving to midshipmen, 
the coming officers of the Navy, their early instruction 
on board vessels of the type they will afterward be re- 
quired to serve on, the Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, U.S.N., in his annual report, advises that battleships 
he assigned to duty for the Naval Academy practice 
squadron. Three of the older suitable battleships could 
be assigned to this squadron and fitted in ample time 
with the necessary conveniences for a large number of 
midshipmen. Rear Admiral Potter signs the report, 
although for the entire fiscal year Rear Admiral J. E. 
Pillsbury was chief of the bureau. Appropriate to the 
troubles in Central America at the present time is the 
suggestion that a number of gunboats or small vessels 
suitable for cruising in tropical waters be kept ready. 
This suggestion was inspired by the interference with the 
target practice of the Pacific Fleet at Magdalena Bay, 
caused by the necessity for the presence of some of the 
vessels in Central American waters, owing to the dis- 
turbed political conditions. There is an echo of the 
Hudson-Fulton celebration in the renewal of the recom- 
mendation for the creation of the grade of vice admiral, 
with this comment: “It invariably happens that in all 
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international assemblages of men-of-war the officer in 
command of the United States Fleet is outranked by a 
foreigner.’ The report seems to think that the creation 
of this grade is near at hand, for it takes pains to say 
that no officer should be appointed a vice admiral who 
has not commanded a fleet, squadron or division. 

Gratifying lowering of the age at which officers are 
arriving at command rank is noted as one result of the 
personnel bill, which became a law in 1899, Commanders 
are now seen at the age of forty. The number of 
vacancies above the grade of junior lieutenant in the 
last fiseal year fell short of the required number by nine. 
‘The situation would be greatly improved if the ten cap- 
tains and seventeen commanders, formerly engineer 
officers, who were transferred to the line, were made 
additional numbers in their grades, and a change in the 
Personnel Act of March 3, 1899, to that effect is recom- 
mended, together with a change according to officers who 
are earried as additional numbers the privilege of 
voluntary retirement. Congress should make it possible 
for officers of the Navy to receive medals of honor. The 
eyowing tendency to restore officers by legislation, the 
hnreau hopes, will be checked by the refusal of President 
itoosevelt to sign bills passed at the last session restoring 
two officers to the active list. The recent decision of the 
Department to establish a post-graduate school for 
engineers at Annapolis is expected to make provision for 
designing engineers. the lack of which was a_ marked 
defect in the amalgamation feature of the Navy Personnel 
vill. ‘Che bureau would permit regular examining boards 
to examine warrant officers. It favors an appropriation 
of $15,000 for competitive steaming contests. In the year 
(436 officers and men of the Navy completed the regular 
course of firing with smallarms. Expert riflemen 
nialifying were 70; sharpshooters, 197, and marksmen, 
oo4. “The rifle range at Annapolis, on which work will 
<oon begin, will meet all the requirements of the Academy. 
As soon as a site is found, a range similar to that at 
Cuantanamo will be begun on the Pacific coast. The 
ostablishment of several depots for fuel oil has been 
‘uthorized, as all battleships and a large proportion of 
ihe destroyers and submarines now building will burn oil. 

At the close of the year the Navy had 44,129 enlisted 
men of all rates. an increase of 5,081 in the year. . The 
number of aliens has steadily decreased. The bureau 
reecmmends legislation permitting the naturalization of 
«nlisted men of the Navy after completing a four-year 
term of enlistment, as one year’s residence in a state, a 
qualification for naturalization, is difficult to get as a 
member of the Navy. The effect of the cruise of the 
saltleship Fleet and the increased popularity of service 
in the Navy was seen in the gratifying results of recruit- 
ing. During last winter the quota of 44, was practi- 
cally filled, when advertising was stopped and instructions 
were issued to select only the best applicants. The 
applicants examined totaled 91,588, and only 18,713 
were accepted. This small percentage was due to two 
causes—the high physical standard and the requiring of 
the written consent of parents. The decreases in the 
percentage of desertions was from nine to five and a half. 
The total of absentees for last year was 3,389, and for 
the previous year 5,036. The judges of the civil 
courts should read these words of the report: “Some 
annoyance has been experienced from magistrates in 
different sections of the country who, after convicting a 
youthfnl criminal, would susnend sentence provided the 
offender would enlist in the Navy. In practically every 
instance the judge’s action became known in time to 
prevent the criminal’s enlistment.” 


NAVAL BUREAU OF EQUIPMENT. 


Rear Admiral William S. Cowles, U.S.N., Chief of 
the Bureau of Equipment, reports that by rigid economy 
he has been able to keep within his appropriation of 
$10,093,939. Of this $5,450,000 was for coal and coal 
depots, and $4,150,000 for equipment of vessels. A 
summary is given of the work done at each navy yard 


and naval station. 'Turbo-generators have proved suc- 
cessful and are being installed. Improvements have 
been made in various interior communication devices. 
Fire-control installations are being modified as experi- 
enee suggests. Electrically controlled searchlights have 
been ordered to complete a quota of eight for each 
vessel of the Atlantic Fleet. They are to be erected 
as high as possible. Lighting service aboard ship has 
been improved to encourage the crew to read and write. 

The bureau has kept step with the progress of wire- 
less telegraphy and has obtained gratifying results from 
its research work. At Washington is to be located a 
station having a radius of 3,000 miles both day and 
night, and to be equipped with apparatus to secure 
secrecy. It is expected to give as much security and 
despatch in the transmission of messages as cable lines. 
‘This will ensure a greater surveillance over matters of 
international importance. Even with the present crude 
equipment, the growth of this service is even now 
phenomenal. The gain to security at sea has come to 
he of inestimable value. A contract has been made to fit 
all vessels of the first class and submarines with sub- 
marine signals. 

A full account is given of the useful work of the 
Hydrographic Office. It is urged that the Navy should 
he independent of foreign sources for its charts and 
sailing directions, and that unsurveyed waters in which 
the United States has a growing interest and which are 
liable to be left unsurveved should be surveyed by the 
Navy. The faithful work of the clerical force is com- 
mended and an increase in their pay is recommended. 








THE MARINE CORPS REPORT. 


Major Gen. G. F. Elliott, commandant U.S. Marine 
Corps, reports that the personnel of the corps is being 
strained to its utmost, so that an increase of 
the force is needed. Remedial action is required 
without delay if the discipline and efficiency of the corps 
are to he maintained. New barracks are wanted to 
replace those now worn out and obsolete. For these 
$210,000 was appropriated last year, and the Depart- 
ment has approved the request for $302,000 for next 
year. At Mare Island about sixty per cent. of the men 
live in tents, the barracks having been injured in the 
earthquake and condemned. New officers’ quarters are 
also needed there. The rifles of the corps require re- 
newal, and the Army rifle should be provided for the 
sake of uniformity, as well as efficiency. Barracks are 
required at Portsmouth. N.H., to accommodate the in- 
creased force necessitated by the building of the military 
prison there The Army buildings at Guantanamo are 
to _be turned over to the marines. The laundries at 
Philadelphia and Norfolk are a success, and every large 
post should have one. ‘Toilet kits are to be furnished 
gratuitously ‘to recruits. Good reports are_ received 
from marines at Pekin, in the Philippines, Cuba and 
Panama. Good conduct medals have been issued to 252 
enlisted men, and ninety-seven good conduct bars, and 


. 


to officers forty-one campaign badges and bars for Civil 
War, 424 for Spanish War, 200 for China and 591 for 
the Philippine campaign. 

The ration is improved and continues to be, but a 
school for cooks is needed. It is again recommended 
that the law be changed, so that the moral examination 
for officers precede the physical. A transport should be 
provided for the exclusive use of the marines. There 
should be a central clearing house for finger-print cards. 
Additional ranges for target practice are needed. The 
following table shows the approximate number of officers 
and enlisted men now graded as expert riflemen, sharp- 
shooters or marksmen; also the approximate number of 
enlisted men now drawing pay by reason of qualifications 
under the Small-Arms Firing Regulations, 1908:

law. Recruiting has not been as successful as it was 
last year, and the corps is 486 men short. Salaries of 
civil employees should be increased. The increased work 
of the staff departments has been most efficiently 
discharged. Nine retired officers have been on active 
duty. 





BUREAU OF YARDS AND DOCKS. 


The report of the Chief of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, Civil Engr. Richard C. Hollyday, presents in 
detail the work of the different yards and stations and 
their requirements for the coming year. A 100-ton float- 
ing crane to cost $250,000 is asked for. There is still a 
shortage of civil engineers. Their rank should be fixed 
and their pay averaged with that of other officers. An 
assistant chief of bureau is needed. ‘The chief clerk 
should have more salary, and the bureau needs more 
office room. 

The Mare Island dock is nearly completed. The condi- 
tion of that at New York is still most unsatisfactory. 
The dock at Puget Sound has been delayed by the diffi- 
culty the contractor has found in getting bonds. Work 
on the dock at Pearl Harbor, H.T., has just been started. 
The Government does not own a single drydock of 
sufficient capacity to dock the largest battleship recently 
contracted for. The drydocks at Puget Sound and Pearl 
Harbor will, when complete, be able to dock any ship 
of the Navy afloat or under design. The new drydock 
at New York will be able to dock any battleship or 
armored cruiser afloat or under design, but will probably 
not be of sufficient length, although broad and deep 
enough, to take some of the foreign armored cruisers. 
The new docks at Norfolk and Charleston can, by a 
comparatively small expenditure, be sufficiently lengthened 
in order to take the largest ships. Their breadth and 
depth is now sufficient. In this connection the bureau 
desires to state that the docking facilities at the various 
yards and stations have by no means kept pace with the 
rapid increase in size of the naval vessels. Foreign 
governments appear to be but little better off. From the 
information obtainable it is probable that there are no 
foreign docks already built of sufficient size to take our 
26,000-ton ship. although there are several under con- 
struction of sufficient capacity. There is also one float- 
ing dock under construction for a private firm abroad 
which will dock this ship. 





NAVY JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL, 


The Judge Advocate General of the Navy, Capt. E. 
H. Campbell, reports that charges and specifications have 
been drawn during the year against 22 officers and 1,750 
men, a decrease of 84. Of these, 34 were withdrawn, 
leaving 1,788 cases tried. The summary court records 
received and reviewed were 9,127, an increase of 2,298. 
The deck courts numbered 1,761, with an average of 
503 trials a month. Of the 487 officers examined for 
promotion, 13 failed professionally, 18 physically, one 
professionally and physically, one professionally and 
mentally, and two professionally and morally. Two were 
discharged, 18 suspended and 408 passed. Of the 92 
Marine Corps officers examined, 86 passed, two failed 
professionally and morally, and one each professionally, 
physically, morally and both physically and morally. Of 
the 143 examined for second lieutenants, only 64 passed. 

There is an increase in ; vison capacity of 347, suffi- 
cient for years to come. Cutting the prisoner’s ration 
from thirty cents to twenty-two has resulted in com- 
plaints which are not regarded as well founded. 
Prisoners should be employed in making useful articles 
for the Navy. Fines and forfeitures should be trans- 
ferred from naval hospitals to naval prisons, and any 
excess over expenses should go to the hospital fund. 

A ‘permanent corps of judge advocates is asked for. 
composed of officers able to pass an examination in law 
and court-martial procedure. Changes in the law are 
asked removing the restrictions upon the number of 
officers available for boards for examinitrg for commis- 
siors as chief warrant officers; giving officers retired for 
disability resulting from service an advance of one grade; 
suspending for six months officers failing in their profes- 
sional examination. 





SAVINGS IN NAVY STOREKEEPING. 


The second quarterly report of saving on amounts 
allotted under the general storekeeping system afloat for 
the Connecticut, Minnesota, Vermont, Georgia, New 
Jersey, West Virginia and Colorado has been received at 
the Navy Department. This new system of competitive 
saving is a plan devised by Paymr. George B. Dyer, of 
the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, and it has thus 
far proved a great success. In the first quarter reported 
on the average saving per ship for the quarter was 
$4,490.48, the general average percentage of saving being 
42 per cent. For the first quarter of the present fiscal 
year, covering the months of July, August and Septem- 
ber, the average saving per ship for the quarter was 
$2,543.19. Allotments were determined by taking 
average of expenditures under previous conditions for 
vessels of the classes concerned. 

‘he percentage of savings for each of the ships on 
which the system has been introduced was as follows: 
Georgia, 38 per cent.; Colorado, 29 per cent.; Minne- 
sota, 26 per cent.; Vermont, 26 per cent.; West Virginia, 





20 per cent.; Connecticut, 16 per cent.; New Jersey, 
10 al cent. Ships’ average percentage saved, 24 per 
cen’ 

The appropriations were as follows: Supplies and 
accounts, $124.34, 44 per cent.; construction and repair, 
$7,797.18, 33 per cent.; equipment, $3,717.93, 20 per 
cent.; steam engineering, $0,873.49, 22 per cent.; 
ordnance, $289.44; total, $7,802.38. 

A comparison of expenditures in supplies with other 
vessels of same classes and on similar duty for the first 
quarter of this fiscal year shows the average total ex- 
penditures for the quarter as follows:

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 

The Assistant Comptroller decides that, in the case of 
per diem employees at navy yards and naval stations, 
no provision has been made for extension of leave for 
illness of any kind in the immediate family of the em- 
ployee. Illness of the employee is the only excuse for 
extension. 

In the case of the original of a telegram being lost 
while the voucher covering the same is in process of 
preparation, payment for the telegram may be made on 
the copy submitted, provided the copy of the telegram is 
certified and the claimant waives all further claim for 
its payment. 

As Army officers under certain conditions are entitled 
to receive care and treatment at public hospitals at 
public expense (par. 1498 et seq., A.R., 1908), Comp- 
troller Tracewell decides that, under the Act of April 
12, 1902, officers of the Revenue Cutter Service are 
entitled. to receive the same treatment. 

The Comptroller holds that the distinction to be drawn 
between the duties of an officer designated as an acting 
Q.M. and those performed by him as constructing Q.M. 
is purely administrative, and sees no reason why funds 
should not be advanced to an officer and accounted for 
by him under the proper appropriation headings in one 
and the same account and under a single designation 
and so settled.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The U.S. Pacific Fleet, Rear Admiral Sebree com- 
manding, has completed its practice off Olongapo, and 
returned to Manila Deg 6, where shore leave was 
granted and a series of entertainments arranged for the 


officers and men. The vessels were due to sail on Dee. 
10 for Chinese and Japanese waters. 

Under the direction of Rear Admiral Schroeder, the 
Atlantie Battleship Fieet on Dec. 9 began evolutions on 
the Southern Drill Grounds, about thirty miles off the 
Virginia Capes. These drills will continue for several 
days, and the ships will then go to Hampton Roads, 
preparatory to going to New York harbor to allow the 
men Christmas leave. Weather conditions outside the 
capes on Dec. 9 were reported ideal for maneuvers. 

Despite the removal of coal and stores from the U.S.S. 
Prairie, which ran aground just above Pea Patch Island, 
near Wilmington, Dec. 3, while en route for Colon with 
700 marines, she was so hard and fast that even the 
daily efforts of a number of powerful tugs to pull her 
off at high tide up to Dec. 9 were fruitless. The trans- 
port Dixie was accordingly sent to take the place of the 
stranded Prairie, and she dropped anchor within easy 
distance of the latter on Dec. 5. With the assistance of 
the marines, the crews of the two transports and half a 
dozen tugs the transfer of the Prairie’s cargo of equip- 
ment was quickly effected. The work moved so rapidly 
that the Dixie was ready to sail soon after sundown 
on Dee. 6, and proceeded down the river at 8:10 p.m. 
The Dixie had the tide with her, and passed out to sea 
at 1:30 a.m. It seems that when the Prairie took ground 
F. M. Lubker was the pilot in charge. He was quoted 
as follows: “I feel that I am responsible for the ground- 
ing of the Prairie. A pilot is responsible for his ship 
until she reaches the Delaware Breakwater. Captain 
Kellogg, commander of the Prairie, is in no way to 
blame. He was in supreme command at the time of the 
accident, but he took orders from me as far as navigation 
was concerned.” <A court of inquiry will investigate the 
grounding. 

An unsuccessful attempt was made on Dee. 7 to raise 
the U.S. cruiser Yankee, which has been sunk in Buz- 
zard’s Bay, Mass., since Dec. 5, 1908. The air pressure 
in No. 4, the aft compartment, burst the forward end 
of the berth deck, splintering the reinforcing rods and 
permitting the water to flood the hold again. The vessel 
settled back, with a hole in the deck that will take some 
time to repair. The vessel was being raised by Arbuckle 
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compressed air system. The air pressure was started at 
seven o’cl a.m., and about ten o’clock the stern of 
the vessel appeared above the surface. The air pressure 
forward was not fully on at the time of the accident, and 
the stern was higher than the ‘bow. 

The U.S.S. Princeton, Comdr. Charles H. Hayes, which 
arrived at San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 4, from Bremerton, 
Wash., had an exciting experience in the breakers on 
Willapa Bar on the night of Nov. 29, and at one time 
it was thought from all accounts that the vessel would 
suffer destruction. A despatch to the New York Herald 
says: “Through the Straits of San Juan del Fuca_the 
light cruiser wallowed its way and around Cape Fiat- 
tery, where it seemed as if the Bering Sea had come 
south in a disorderly rush to meet with a crash the 
northbound waters of the Pacific. Into the smother the 
Princeton plynged. Seas swept the decks from end to 
end. When the tempest was at its height, Nov. 29, the 
Princeton suddenly came down with a bang on something 
solid. The cruiser was in the breakers. For a second 
or so that seemed an eternity the vessel hung. Then a 
great wave struck the stern, poured over the quarter- 
deck and temporarily buried the vessel from one end to 
the other. For a time it seemed to those on deck that 
the vessel was doomed. The instant the vessel struck 
Commander Hayes realized where he was and rockets 
were sent up as signals of distress. The life-saving sta- 
tion answered the signals, but could lend no help. The 
Princeton, however, was not doomed to destruction on 
Willapa Bar. The breakers finally boosted her over the 
bar, and a few minutes later the cruiser was at anchor 
in smooth water.” 

Bids will be opened at the Bureau of Yards and Docks, 
Navy Department, Jan. 10, for the construction of a 
marine railway at the Naval Station at Key West. This 
railway is to be 650 feet long and to have two tracks, 
twelve feet apart. On it will be operated two carriages, 
one 160 feet long and the other 102 feet long, for drawing 
small craft up out of the water to be repaired. The 
track is to rest on concrete, and the specifications include 
the operating machinery for the carriages or cradles. 

The official facts concerning the disappearance of the 
whaleboat of the U.S.S. Marietta, Comdr. Frank K. 
Hill, are as follows: “When at Port Limon, on Nov. 26, 
about four o’clock in the afternoon, two whaleboats 
asked permission to engage in a race. Permission was 
given, and the boats headed for an islet facing the har- 
bor. behind which they were soon lost to sight. During 
their absence the wind shifted and freshened. As they 
did not return at dark the captain of the Marietta got 
anxious and put to sea in search of them, but it proved 
fruitless. The following morning the crew of one boat 
landed twelve miles south of Port Limon. They re- 
ported the current and wind strong, so that they were 
not able to return to the ship, which they observed 
searching for them. They drifted until dark, and at ten 
o’clock heard breakers ahead and anchored. At daylight 
they beached the boat. Two of the crew went to Port 
Limon on foot. The other three were captured by cus- 
toms officials, who regarded them as smugglers. They 
were taken to Coiata Point, several miles in the opposite 
direction, but were released when a _ searching party 
found them. The Tacoma, the Des Moines, the Marietta 
and the Eagle have all been engaged ever since in a 
fruitless search for the missing boat. The captain of the 
Marietta has consulted with the turtle fishers, who are 
familiar with the coast and currents, and they suggest 
searching Chiriqui Lagoon. This search also was in 
vain. The whole coast from Port Limon to Colon has 
been examined, but no signs of the missing men have 
been found. Search parties also have covered the entire 
beach from Port Limon to Bocas, but without results. 
Following are the names of the missing men: Robert 
Leslie Mayers and Rov Edward Smith, boatswain’s mates 
of the second class: Francis Saint Jackson. David Tuck- 
erman and James Donald Miller, seamen.”

Massachusetts Scciety, Daughters of the American 
Revolution, has been negotiating for her purchase. For 


any service the Polly is still seaworthy. She has been 
partly rebuilt several times, but her frame still contains 
many of the timbers !aid down in her original construc- 
tion at Amesbury. Mass., in 1805. In the War of 1812 
the Polly captured eleven prizes. only to be captured 
herself by the frigate Phebe. She was afterward re- 
captured by the Yankees. In 1840 she became a coaster. 
In 1849 and succeeding years the little sixty-foot craft 
rounded Cape Horn several times, and twice sailed 
around the world. Since that time she has plied the 
Maine coast in humdrum service. 

Bids will be opened at the Bureau of Yards and Docks, 
Navy Department, on Jan. 8, for the work of dredging 
an opening through the neck of land between the Bast 
River and Whitney Basin in that part of the New York 
Navy Yard known as the Cob Dock, and the construc- 
tion of a timber, concrete and granite wall, 265 feet 
long and 40 feet wide.

Hereafter all naval vessels, after their acceptance by the 
Government, whenever called upon to carry out standardiza- 
tion trials, will conduct such trials in accordance with the 
following instructions: 

1. All vessels of a class will be tried over a measured 
mile (nautical) course, at as nearly the same displacement, 
trim, condition of bottom, and weather conditions as possible. 
The displacement and trim will be those of average cruising 
condition for each class. 

2 e trials will consist of progressive runs in order to 
obtain the necessary points for laying down the curves of 
speed—I.H.P., and speed revolutions, each point to be de- 
termined by at least three runs over the course at as nearly 
the same number of revolutions as possible; the middle run to 
be in the opposite direction to the other two. 

3. The number of points to be plotted for each curve will 
depend upon the maximum speed of the vessel, but in no case 
will be less than six (6). These runs will be progressive, 
from the lowest number of revolutions at which it is possible 
to run the engines, to the maximum, and will be made at 
nearly equal increments in the number of revolutions until 
the maximum has been reached. 

4. During each of the above trials, indicator cards from 
each engine, or torsion-meter readings, at each speed will be 
taken, and the following data will be collected and submitted 
to the Bureau of Steam Engineering, through the Navy De- 
partment: 

(a) Elapsed time while on course. 

(b) Total revolutions of each engine while on course. 

(c) Steam pressure per gauge at main engines. 

(d) Mean effective pressures referred to the L.P. pistons 
for reciprocating engines. 

(e) I.H.P. or S.H.P. for each run. 

(f) Condition of bottom and time since vessel was last 
docked. 

(g) Trim, mean draft and displacement. 

(b) State of sea, and direction and force of wind. 

Standardization trials, conducted uniformly in accordance 
with the foregoing plan, will furnish comparative data of 
great value to the Department in the elimination of the least 
efficient propellers and thereby increasing the general efficiency 
of the fleet.

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THE SIXTY-FIRST CONGRESS. 

SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 
The first regular session of the Sixty-first Congress 
convened on Dec. 6. With Economy for the watchword 
of the new administration, the estimates submitted by 
the Secretary of the Treasury have been kept down to 
the actual needs of the Government, and the former 
custom of setting the figures high, with the expectation 
that they would be cut down by Congress, has been 
departed from. The grand total of estimates for 1911 
is 37. 23,075. which is $103,370,303 less than the 
appropriations for the current fiscal year, and $123,- 
066,493 under the estimates submitted a year ago for 
1910. <A general cut has been made wherever possible, 
and new work authorized only where regarded as abso- 
Jutely necessary from the point of view of the rigid 
economist. i 

Large reductions in the estimates, as compared with 
the appropriations for the current year, are: In the 
Treasury Department a decrease of $12,000,000 for 
public works: in the War Department about $6,000,000 
in the military establishment, made up of decreases of 
the estimates for regular supplies, construction works 
for the Army, mounted equipment, transportation, 
ordnance and manufacture of arms, and $2,500,000 for 
public works, exclusive of the Panama Canal; in the 
Post Office Department a reduction of $5,000,000 in the 
estimated deficiency in the postal revenues, and in the 
Department of Commerce and Labor a decrease from 
$10.000,000 to $2,000,000 on account of the thirteenth 
census. On the other hard, there is an increase of nearly 
$15,000,000 for Isthmian Canal expenses. 

In the Navy Department the estimates as presented 
to the Tlouse of Representatives show a decrease of 
$26,000,000. Only $4,000,000 was requested for armor 
and armament, as against an appropriation of $12,452,000 
for this vear. No money at all for new ships for the 
Navy was included. However, Secretary Meyer has 
submitted estimates aggregating $12,844,122 for this 
purpose. They came in too late for insertion in the book 
of estimates laid before Congress on Dec, 6, and will be 
separately transmitted to that body by Secretary Mac- 
Veagh. The total cut in the naval estimates will, there- 
fore. be reduced from $26.000,000 to $13,155,878.

“War” includes items carried by several bills beside 
the regular Army Appropriation bill, such as fortifica- 
tions, Military Academy. public works, ete. 

Secretary of War Dickinson wants $1,350,000 for the 
expenses of the encampment and maneuvers of the 
Organized Militia. as against an appropriation of 
$425,000 for the current year, the Secretary explaining 
that the additional amount is rendered necessary by the 
fact that in the season of 1910 the annual joint Coast 
Artillery and Militia exercises will be held as usual and 
also the biennial encampments and maneuvers of the 
mohile forces of the Militia and Regular Army. For 
buildings and grounds at the West Point Military 
Academy $1.070,252 is asked. 

The $17,435,724 asked for under the head of increase 
of the Navy is for the completion, outfitting and arma- 
ment of vessels already authorized. For modernizing 
turrets of naval ships $564,000 is wanted. For public 
works under the Bureau of Yards and Docks the esti- 
mates include: Navy yard, Boston, $105,000: Naval 
Station, Guantanamo, $100,000; navy yard, Mare 
Island. $107.000: navy yard. New York, $516,000: navy 
vard, Norfolk. $320,000: Naval Station. Pearl Harbor, 
Hawaii, $2.045,000; navy yvard, Philadelphia, $215,000; 
navy yard, Puget Sound, $885,000; for land for a torpedo 
station near the Pacific coast of the United States, 
$145,000. 

By the Isthmian Canal Commission §$15.504,036 is 
asked for skilled and unskilled labor—an increase of 
more than $3,000,000 over the amount provided for the 
eurrent year—and $20,218,983 is asked for material, an 
increase of almost $10,000,000. 

The total increase in Isthmian Canal expenses is from 
$33.638.000 to $48,063,524. 

For public works under the War Department the esti- 
mates include $2,000,000 for the alteration and main- 
tenance of the seacoast artillery, $1,319,000 for seacoast 
hatteries in the Philippines, to be expended under the 
Engineer Department: 900.000 for fortifications in 


the insular possessions under the Ordnance Department; 
$500,000 for storehouses at Manila, $183,000 for com- 
pleting the military prison at Fort Leavenworth, $350,000 


to complete the Army supply depot at Fort Mason, Cal.; 
$200,000 for a Cavalry post on Hawaiian territory, 
$150,000 for the improvement of the Yellowstone 
National Park. 

Under the head of rivers and harbors, the larger esti- 
mates are $315,000 for improving channel in Gowanus 
Bay, New York, and $194,000 for harbor at Cleveland. 


As usual, the first instalment of bills introduced con- 
sisted chiefly of pension bills, almost 2,000 being pre- 
sented the first day. 

In the House on Dec. 7, H.Res. 154 was agreed to, 
“That the Committee on Naval Affairs be permitted to 
sit during sessions of the House.” 

Secretary Dickinson on Dee. 7 received little en- 
couragement in regard to his recommendation for an in- 
crease in the number of officers for the Army in a 
conference with Chairman Hull, of the House Committee 
on Military Affairs. ‘Why, as late as 1901 we gave them 
as many officers as they said they would ever need for 
an Army of one hundred thousand men,” Mr. Hull said, 
as he jeft the Seeretary’s office. ‘Now they want about 
seven hundred more. How long will those be sufficient?” 
He said that some branches of the Service should be 
increased, and mentioned among them the Signal Corps. 
Mr. Hull urged the abolition of the Marine Corps as an 
independent organization. “Why could we not have 
sent the Infantry to Nicaragua as well as the marines?” 
he inquired. “The advent of the big battleship, to my 
mind, signifies the passing of the marines.”

There is little prospect that the various bills for the 
restoration of retired officers of the Navy to active duty 
will be passed by this Congress, as the Department does 
not look with approval upon these measures, although a 
limited number of retired naval officers will be assigned 
to active duty until 1912, on account of emergency. 

A_ substantial increase in the enlisted personnel of 
the Navy was advocated before the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs on Dec. 8 by Capt. N. R. Usher, Acting 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. Captain Usher told 
the committee that the Navy would soon have use for 
2,000 additional sailors and 1,000 apprentices, and he 
urged that the authorization for them be carried in the 
naval hill to be passed at this session of Congress. 


READJUSTMENT OF RANK. 

The readjustment of rank, Artillery, Cavalry and In- 
fantry, was the subject of three bills introduced in the 
Sixtieth Congress, and quite freely discussed in the last 
volume (46) of the ARMy AND Navy Journat. It will 
be remembered that in January and February last (on 
pages 622 and 630) we published some very carefully 
prepared tables on this subject by Capt. W. S. Scott, 
U.S.A. In the present Congress the bill is now before 
the Military Committee of the Senate in the following 


form: 
8. 109. Mr. Scott.—That whenever a promotion is to be 





made in the line of the Regular Army in any grade up to thar 
of colonel, such promotion shall be made by seniority in the 
several lines of Artillery, Cavalry and Infantry, respectively, 
according to the position the officers in the next lower grade 
would hold if promotion had been made lineally throughout 
each arm of the Service since Sec. 1204 of the Revised 
Statutes went into effect, and that in this way there shall be 
brought about a gradual restoration of officers of the line of 
the Regular Army to the rank and relative position they 
would hold in their respective arms of the Service if promo- 
tion had been lineal, instead of partly lineal and partly 
regimental, since the enactment of the said Sec. 1204 of the 
Revised Statutes; and that for the purposes of promotion 
under this act lists of officers on the active last of the line of 
the Army shall be prepared by the War Department showing 
the position in his grade and arm of service which each offi- 
cer of the line would hold if promotion had been carried out 
lineally and by seniority throughout each arm of the Service 
since the enactment of Sec. 1204, R.S.: Provided, That no 
officer who has lost rank by the operation of the sentence 
of a court-martial or by the action of an examining board, or 
by transfer, shall regain any rank so lost: And provided, 
That no officer who has gained rank by transfer from a 
staff department into the line shall lose any of the rank so 
gained: Provided further, That any officer who has been re- 
instated in the Army by act of Congress with original status 
of rank shall, for the purpose of this act only, be deemed to 
have been continuously in the Service. Sec. 2. That the pro- 
motions hereinbefore provided for shall be subject to the 
examinations required by existing laws. Sec. 3. That so 
much of any previous acts as conflicts or is inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act is hereby repealed. Sec. 4. That 
this act shall be effective from July 1, 1907.

Pro 
vides for the creation of a director-general of the canal and 
the Canal Zone, and such other persons as the President may 
from time to time appoint. Further provides for a civil gov- 
ernment in the Zone under the direction and control of the 
President and of the officials whom he may designate. It 
provides for a supreme court in the Zone; gives right to ap- 
peal from such court to the Supreme Court of the U.S.; pro- 
vides for jury trials in case of felonies.

H.R. 12325, Mr. Goulden.—For the. retirement of employees 
in the classified civil service of the government. 

H.R. 12332, Mr. Wiley.—To further promote the efficiency 
of the militia. Provides for the continuation of the Division 
of Militia Affairs as a separate bureau of the War Depart- 
ment, having charge of all matters relating to the militia not 
assigned by existing laws elsewhere. It is to be the channel 
of communication between the War Department and the states. 
Its chief is to be a brigadier general and ex-officio a member 
of the General Staff, and the principal assistant is to be a 
colonel detailed from the line. Requires the militia to par- 
ticipate in practice marches or to go into camps of instruction 
for at least five consecutive days, and to assemble for drill or 
rendezvous for target practice not less than twenty-four times 
each year. Each enlisted man is to have fifty cents and each 
commissioned officer one dollar for each drill attended. One or 
more officers of the active list of the Army, of rank not less 
than that of lieutenant colonel, are to be detailed at discretion 
of the Secretary of War as inspectors of the militia of states 
or territories, having at least one brigade organized and 
equipped. The number of Army officers to be increased to 
provide for these details. Where the force is less than that 
of a brigade the Army officer detailed to a nearby state shall 
inspect. A board of five militia officers, who are to be allowed 
per diem and traveling expenses, are to be appointed for a 
term of four years, to consult with the Secretary of War on 
militia matters. One officer of militia for each state or ter- 
ritory may be assigned to some Government military school for 
purposes of instruction, his pay and maintenance to be charged 
against the state allotment. Employees of the United States 
and the District of Columbia are to be allowed leave of absence 
without loss of pay or time when on militia duty. 

H.R. 12340, Mr. Gardener, of Texas.—To repeal R.S. 1104 
and 1108, requiring that two regiments of cavalry and of in- 
fantry shall be colored. ° 

H.R. 12342, Mr. Hull, of Iowa.—To authorize the Secretary 
of War to make such issues of ordnance stores, from time to 
time, without charge, to the Governor of each state and ter- 
ritory and to the commanding general of the National Guard 
of the District of Columbia as are required to keep on hand 
a sufficient supply of arms and the ry terments and 
equipments therefor, of the model that may at the time of any

I failed, 
moreover, to detect any officer or man throughout the three 
battalions who departed aught from perfect soldierlike steadi- 
ness in the ranks. Not a man did I see move eye or limb, 
except in obedience to orders, or when at ‘rest’'—the equiva- 
lent of ‘standing easy.’ I have never seen auxiliaries equal 
in steadiness to the 7th N.Y., nor have I seen the latter sur- 
passed in this respect by any Regulars—for the simple reasou 
that perfection cannot be exceeded.’’

ARMY SMALL-ARMS COMPETITIONS. 


G.O. 228, NOV. 12, 1909, WAR DEPT. 
Publishes tables relating to the small-arms competitions of 
the Army for the year 1909. 


The competitors named in Tables I and II, which we note, 
are announced as the winners of the prizes prescribed for 
the Army competitions. Tables III and IV show the com- 
parative efficiency of the several teams in the United States 
and the Philippines Division. 

Explanatory Note.—The Small-Arms Firing Regulations pro 
vide that Army, divisional and departmental teams shall be 
composed of enlisted men. Those regulations, however, per- 
mit commissioned officers to fire in competitions with the en- 
listed men and provide for the rifle competitions that ‘any 
commissioned competitor making a score exceeding by five per 
centum that of any enlisted member of the team will receive 
a medal like that awarded to such member’’; and for the pistol 
competitions that ‘‘any commissioned competitor making a 
score equal to or greater than that of any enlisted member 
of the team will receive a medal like that awarded to such 
member.’’ In the accompanying tables the same order is 
given to each prize-winning officer in the several classes of 
firing and in the aggregate scores as that given to the enlisted 
competitor whose score is equaled or exceeded. The fact that 
the order pertains to a commissioned competitor is indicated 
by an asterisk (*) accompanying the numeral representing 
the order.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


Questions must be accompanied by the name and address of 
the writer. Questions are answered as soon as possible, but no 
particular time can be given for replies. We do not answer 
questions by mail. 

LOYAL LEGION.—There is no provision in the constitution 
of the M.O.L.L.U.S. for admitting members of the Revenue 
Cutter Service to membership in the Legion. Sec. 2 specifies 
wuo may become original companions of the first class as fol- 
lows: Commissioned officers and honorably discharged commis- 
sioned officers of the U.S. Army, Navy and Marine Corps, 
Regular or Volunteer, including officers of assimilated or cor- 
responding rank by appointment of the Secretary of War or 
Navy, who were actually engaged in the suppression of the 
Rebellion prior to April 15, 1865, and whose names appear 
in the Official Registers of the U.S. Army and Navy and otf 
the Volunteer Force of the U.S. Army, or appeared upon the 
official records of the U.S. War or Navy Department during 
their term of service as commissioned officers of organizations 
mustered into the Service of the United States, and not re- 
stricted to service within any given state, for a period of 
service not less than ninety days, or who served under the 
President’s call of April 15, 1861; or who, having served as 
non-commissioned officers, warrant officers or enlisted men, 
during the War of the Rebellion, have since been or may 
hereafter be commissioned as officers in the U.S. Regular or 
Volunteer Army, Navy or Marine Corps; and persons who, 
having served as non-commissioned officers, warrant officers or 
enlisted men as aforesaid, shall have become eligible to mem- 
bership by descent from members of the Order, or officers who 
«ere eligible as such, who shall have died. All midshipmen 
in the U.S. Navy and all cadets of the U.S. Army, who while 
pursuing their course in the U.S. Naval Academy or the U.S. 
Military Academy, actually rendered service, and which serv- 
ice has been or shall be recognized by the U.S. Congress or 
the Navy Department or by the War Department as service 
rendered during the War of the Rebellion. 

F. A. G.—As you are now serving in the first enlistment 
period (notwithstanding your service of 1901 to 1904 and 
1906 to 1907), dating from March 11, 1907, if you re-enlist 
within three months of discharge next March you will be en- 
titled to the three months’ bonus and then pay of second 
period. 

W. V. T.—There is no regulation preventing your re-enlist- 
ment on Sunday, where your previous enlistment expires on 
a Saturday. 

INFANTRY J. asks: Served in the Philippine Islands from 

April 26, 1903, until March 15, 1904, on Cebu, P.I.; again 
on Mindanao, from Nov. 3, '07, until July 8, °08. Am I 
entitled to any badge? Amswer: No. 
_G. G. R.—A deserter who voluntarily surrenders would 
likely be allowed to complete his original enlistment after 
undergoing whatever punishment may be awarded him by the 
court. The circumstances of the case may be such that he 
would be restored to duty without trial, if the authority com- 
petent to order his trial so decided. See A.R. 129 and 130. 
See also answer to Velox. 

VELOX asks: I enlisted Sept. 21, 1905, and deserted on 
Feb. 5, 1906; surrendered from desertion Jan. 24, 1908, and 
was tried and convicted of desertion and sentenced to be 
imprisoned with hard labor for eighteen months and dishon- 
orable discharge. The reviewing authority commuted my 
sentence to imprisonment with hard labor for six months and 
forfeiture of $10 per month for the same period. Sentence 
promulgated on April 28, 1908, and released from confinemeni 
Oct. 27, 1908. Cn what date does my enlistment expire? 
Answer: You must make up the time you were absent in 
desertion, which is one year, eleven months and nineteen days. 
If the facts are correctly stated, your enlistment will expire 
about Sept. 9, 1910. 

CONSTANT READER.—You are not on the eligible list for 
sergeant major, junior grade, C.A.C. 

J. S. MeN.—As Lincoln was shot at 9:05 p.m., and died 
between 10 and 11 a.m., the custom of setting clocks at 8:18 
for jewelers’ signs can have no relation to the Lincoln assassi- 
nation. The custom originated a century or more ago. 

J. A. N. asks: (1) I was tried by a summary court Nov. 
18, 1909, and sentenced to forfeit three months’ pay—no con- 
finement. I have only one month and twenty days to serve; 
discharged Jan. 9, 1910, expiration term of service. Can my 
deposits, clothing allowance or traveling allowance be taken 
from me to complete the sentence, or can I be kept in the 
Service until I complete my sentence? (2) What regiment 
relieves the 22d in Alaska, and when? Answer: (1) Neither 
your deposits, clothing allowance nor travel allowance can 
be taken from you. A forfeiture is not equivalent to a 
judgment, and only your pay for the one month and twenty 
days can be taken. The matter has been passed on many 
times. (2) The 16th, in June, 1910. 

G. R. H. asks: (1) I enlisted October, 1898; discharged 
February, 1899; re-enlisted March, 1899; discharged March, 
1902; re-enlisted June, 1902; discharged June, 1905; service 
continuous until present. What enlistment period am I in? 
(2) Is a soldier who re-enlists in the Philippines and is 
discharged in the States entitled to quartermaster transporta- 
tion back to the Islands? Answer: (1) You fail to give 
dates in full; if there was over three months between your 
discharge and re-enlistment in 1902 you were in your second 
period when the new pay law was enacted in May, 1908, and 
you entered your third period in June of that year. (2) Yes, 
on a transport. 

A. B. C.—The uniform of native troops in the Philippines 
is the cetton service uniform of the Infantry or Cavalry. 
according to their organization, the letter P taking the place 
of the number of the regiment wherever it occurs. 

V. P.—As we stated last week, the reason J. L.’s furlough 
time counted double was that it was spent in the Philippines 
during his tour of foreign service. 

FIRST SERGEANT.—See answer to V. P. 

Cc. 8S. B.—During the war with Spain in 1898, in the Cuban 
campaign, twenty-three officers were killed and ninety-nine 
were wounded; 237 enlisted men were killed and 1,288 were 
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wounded. During the campaign in Porto Rico three enlisted 
men were killed ‘and thirty-six were wounded. There were 
four officers wounded. 

F. F. S.—The family troubles you relate do not come within 
the provisions of Par. 9 of G.O. 13, W.D., 1909, making it 
possible for a soldier to secure his discharge without money 
payment, though they may be considered a sufficient reason 
for your commanding officer endorsing your application for 
the privilege of purchasing your discharge. You cannot do 
this until you have served one year. See the order referrea 
to above. 

A. T. L.-J. B. asks: How long before Coast Artillery will 
be stationed at or near Galveston. Tex.? Answer: Probably 
not for two years yet. 

FIRST LIEUTENANT asks: I entered the Service Feb. 13, 
1902, and have had following leaves: October, 1904, 2 months, 
7 days; April, 1908, 2 months; May, 1907, 23 days. How 
much leave am I entitled to on full pay if I wish leave to take 
effect June 1, 1910? Answer: One month and seven days. 
By a new G.O. as to leaves the leave year begins July 1. 

\. F.—A non-com. officer may be transferred to a company 
without trial against his own wish. Your other questions are 
not definite enough. A superior officer cannot be under the 
orders of an inferior. 

S. T. H. asks: (1) Can an enlisted man be detailed on 
special duty as post- school teacher of school for enlisted 
men, and the extra duty pay which he has been receiving 
used temporarily or permanently to pay other extra duty men? 
(2) Has G.O. 124, W.D.. of July 28, 1905, ever been re- 
seinded? Answer: (1) An enlisted man can be detailed, as 
you say, but if you mean to say that his extra duty pay is 
taken from him the answer would be, No. (2) That order is 
in effect. 

FAGGOTTI asks: (1) How many names are on the eligible 
list for ordnance sergeant? (2) Has there been an examina- 
tion since February, 1909? (3) Is the annual examination of 
P.N.C.S. in the Philippines Division also held on Feb. 1 of 
each year? Answer: (1) Eight or ten. (2) No. (3) Yes. 

A. De L.—The 9th Mass. Vol. Infantry was in a provisional 
brigade under Lieut. Gen. J. C. Bates in Cuba in the Spanish 
War, and embarked from Santiago, Aug. 23, 1899. The other 
information you seek may be secured by addressing the Adju- 
tant General of Massachusetts at Boston. 

G. H. H. asks: About when will I be ordered to foreign 
service! Answer: This is indefinite. You will have two 
months’ notice of any change, unless some emergency requires 
a sudden move. 

G. R. R.—The fireless cooker is a complete success, but it 
is not practicable under ordinary field conditions to transport 
it in addition to the regular field outfit. 

V. L. B. asks: What Cavalry is going to the Philippines be- 
tween July 4, 1910, and Dec. 25, 1910? Answer: This cannot 
be answered positively. The 13th, 12th, 14th and 2d are to 
go this winter and next spring; the last troops of the 2d to go 
March 5, 1910. The next Cavalry regiments in order to go 
next year are the 8th, 7th, 4th and 3d. 

D. J. H.—You are in the first five on the list of post com- 
missary sergeants. 

D._B. N.—G.O. 129, 1908, governs the matter of badges 
for Philippine and Indian service. If your friend is now 
in the Service let him address the Adjutant General through 
the channel, with a statement of his service. 


J. R. L.—If on your re-enlistment, Sept. 21, 1909, you 


received the three months’ bonus, you cannot purchase your 
discharge until one year has been served on this period. If 
by the death of a parent since your re-enlistment the sur- 
viving parent is left dependent upon you for support, you 
may secure a discharge after one year’s service without price, 
though you must have sufficient credits with the Government 
to cover any indebtedness to the Government. See G.O. 13, 
1909. 

R. O. C.—There are no special regulations in regard to 
company barbers. If the C.O. deems it proper to tax the 
barber receipts twenty-five per cent. for the benefit of the 
company fund there would appear to be no reason to complain, 
as there are doubtless other men who would gladly take this 
extra duty over. The C.O. has full discretion in the matter. 

MONTEREY asks: A sentinel walking post on the road in 
front of a line of officers’ quarters, and there are two officers 
standing on the sidewalk talking, what is proper for the senti- 
nel to do when passing them, the walk being between sentinel 
and the quarters? Answer: Under the circumstances stated 
the soldier should stop in the vicinity of the officers and 
make the prescribed salute, which is to face outward on his 
post. 

SERGEANT, FIFTH.—See answer to P. 8. 

P. S.—The papers in exuminations for second lieutenants, 
Philippine Scouts, are not all in and have not been read. We 
cannot say when the appointments will be made. Papers 
are yet to come from the Philippines, and probably it will 
be six or eight weeks before the successful candidates are 
announced. 

W. C. S. X.-asks: I enlisted in the Cavalry at Columbus, 
O., but was assigned to the 9th Co., General Service Infan- 
try, and sent to Fort Logan. (1) Can I transfer from this 
**G.8.I.’’ to any Cavalry outfit which is not full? (2) Are 
the companies of the 5th Cavalry, Fort Yellowstone, Wvo., 
going to the Islands, and when? (3) Is there any chance for 
me to be specially assigned to one of the companies of the 
5th Cavalry going to the Islands, and will I have to pay 
my own transportation? (4) What will be the fare? An- 
swer: (1) You can transfer if your C.O. and the A.G.O. ap- 
prove. (2) The 5th Cavalry will not go to the Philippines for 
several years, if that is what you mean. The troops at Fort 
Yellowstone will remain there until those in Hawaii return 
to the United States. (3) We should say not. (4) Get 
your station agent to find out for you. 

M. C. R. asks: Am I entitled to pay as marksman while 
serving in the Coast Artillery? I qualified as marksman in 
the Cavalry in June, 1908, discharged May 11, 1909; re- 
enlisted ten days later in the Coast Artillery. s-swer: No. 

H. F. I.—Be content with your excellent continu»us service 
records since 1898. Our advice would be to leave t1> matter 
of your service, 1886-1888 rest, as there might be 1.%thing 
gained by stirring up the old record. 

G. S. K.—yYou are within the first eight on the list for 
appointment as post quartermaster sergeant. 

CONFEDERATE.—The sergeant is evidently the funny 
man of your corps; or perhaps his best girl has stopped 
writing to him, that he should tell you service in Charles 
county, Md., counts double toward retirement. Maybe he 
doesn’t care for the best oysters in the .world or the Vir- 
ginia and Maryland fruits and vegetables that appeal so 
strongly to the normal palate. See A.R. 133 for service 
that counts double. 

J. McC. asks: Please explain extraordinary delay in issu- 
ing badges to the men of the Navy, a list of whose names 
was sent in August, 1908. Answer: These badges are being 
issued in due course of business. Address the Bureau of 
Navigation, stating your service in detail. 

J. H. S.—Address the Commandant, Fort Monroe, 
cular giving list of studies, etc., for master gunner. 

J. H., BROOKLYN.—Send your record, 1898 to 1907, in 
detail to the Adjutant General. who will decide your title 
to service medals. 

I. A. C.—Whether a Volunteer soldier who served with the 
lst North Dakota Volunteer Infantry from April 28, 1898, 
to Sept. 29, 1899, is entitled to the Congressional medal 
described in G.O. 125, 1906, is a matter for the Adjutant 
General to decide. 

D. F. MeD.—There will be vacancies for civilians in the 
grade of second lieutenant in the Coast Artillery Corps, but 
it is doubtful if there will be vacancies for civilians in any 
other arm of the Service for the coming year. 

READER asks: Enlisted July, 1908; discharged July, 
1909; re-enlisted next day after discharge. After I serve three 
years from date of my first enlistment am I entitled to 
wear service chevrons? Answer: It is impossible to decide 
unless the circumstances leading to the discharge after only 
one year’s service are known. 

HARTISCH asks: (1) Can a re-enlisted man get special 
assignment for general prison guard from a recruiting office 
direct? (2) What would his pay be on his second enlistment 
in general prison guard? Answer: (1) It depends on the 
consent of your C.O. (2) $18. 

W. H. C. asks: Has the state of Oregon issued medals to 
the crew of the battleship Oregon that were on her during 
her trip from San Francisco to Cuba, 1898? Answer: We 
have asked Navy officers and residents of Oregon in regard to 
this without getting definite information of any such medal. 
We suggest that you address the Secretary of State, Salem, 
Ore.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


A notable step forward in making the individual 
soldier responsible for his own physical efficiency and 
comfort is seen in the expressed intention of the British 
War Office to arrange during the coming winter months 
for classes in chiropody to be extensively held in connec- 
tion with the training of the various units. Experience 
has convinced the military authorities that if infantry- 
men are to be expected to perform long and trying 
marches, such as they are constantly being called upon 
to undergo when on active service, it is essential that 
official precautions should be taken for the care of the 
men’s feet. Not many years back the idea of grafting 
chiropody on to the military curriculum would have been 
treated with ridicule and laugked at as a joke, but, says 
the United Service Gazette, the experiences of the South 
African and Russo-Japanese wars have made us a much 
wiser generation, and very little, if anything, is neglected 
nowadays that will add to the soldier’s marching and 
fighting efficiency. 

Soon after the middle of last century, says the 
London Morning Post, there was on the China Station 
a ship whose captain had a strong vein of piety in his 
composition. On occasions, in the absence of the chap- 
lain, the captain took service, and sometimes preached 
a sermon. To judge them from the few quotations which 
survive, they certainly deserve their reputation for sea- 
manlike directness of expression. They were also, if 
need be, topical, as one example will show: “Some 
blackguard has cut two of the fore-shroud lanyards. I 
don’t know who it is. I wish I did. I’d give him seven 
dozen as sure as I stand here. But (pointing upward) 
there’s One above that knows. and He’ll square accountc 
with that scoundrel one of these days.” 

The Ladies’ Canadian Rifle Association is now an 
accomplished fact. Last month twenty-three ladies took 
the oath of allegiance before a justice of the peace at 
Toronto, and signed the service roll, which reads: “We, 
whose names are hereunto subscribed, declare that we 
have taken the oath of allegiance to the Sovereign, and 
that we voluntarily agree to serve under the conditions 
of service set forth for it in the regulations prescribed 
or hereinafter to be prescribed for rifle associations.” 
In accordance with the Canadian Militia Act regulations, 
the ladies are liable to be called out on active service. 

The conditions existing in the French conscript service, 
which have led the French authorities to take steps to 
prevent the further enrolment of convicts, are thus 
summarized in the United Service Gazette, of London: 
“Prior to March, 1905, men liable to serve who had 
suffered a three months’ sentence in prison were dis- 
qualified from service in the Home army. They were 
sent to serve either in Syria or Algeria. In 1905, how- 
ever. it became necessary to extend this disqualification 
to six months’ imprisonment; and under this it was 
possible for a man to serve one sentence of two months 
and another of three months without being sent abroad 
for service. The result is that there are at present in 
the Home army 13,000 soldiers whe.-have been sentenced 
for various offenses, several thousamds df whom would. 
under the old regulations, have had'to pass their military 
career in Africa. Recently there have been numerous 
signs that these men have had a very demoralizing effect 
on their fellows, and are a grave danger to discipline.

The ‘puuiie mind, therefore, is agitated on the subject, 
ind the French Chamber will shortly have before it a 
motion to revise the military law again. The worst of 
it is that there is a serious dilemma involved. It is 
bad, no doubt, to have the feeling that, owing to a 
strong leaven of bad characters, the Home army may 
»yrove unreliable in a crisis. But sending the short sen- 
enee ex-criminals to Algcria with the long sentence ones 
means making it certain that a most alarming proportion 
of the African army has criminal tendencies. This is a 
prospect which is far from assuring, especially when it 
is remembered that the Foreign Legion (which is com- 
posed largely of rascals of non- -French extraction) recently 
indulged in a very ugly outbreak. Were the French 
parts of the African army of a similar moral constitu- 
tion a general epidemic of disorder, even a revolt, would 
he possible.” 

The only conscriptive military body that flourishes in 
Great Britain is the Channel Islands Militia. Every 
man residing in the island of Jersey is liable to serve 
from 16 years of age to 45: (a) If a native or the son 
of a father who is a native of the island; (b) being a 
British subject, he is possessed of real property in the 
island, or carries on any profession, trade or calling. 
Every man is bound to enroll himself and to present 
himself for duty when so ordered. Under the militia 
law of 1905 the penalties for non-attendance, when 
ordered, are 5s. for the first offense, 10s. for the second 
and £1 for the third or any subsequent offense committed 
within any twelve consecutive calendar months; failing 
payment, detention for twenty-four hours for each un- 
paid 5s. may be awarded. Men also may be fined for 
not drawing or returning their clothing, arms, etc., when 
ordered to do so, and must make good damage done to 
their arms. Besides this, the Army Act may be resorted to, 
if necessary. Boys are drilled as such from 16 to 18 
years of age, when they pass into the “Active List,” 
should they be fit. They are not clothed in uniform, 
and perform forty drills annually, so arranged as to 
suit their employment as far as possible. Recruits are 
those who for various reasons have not done their drills 
as boys, and they also receive forty drills annually for 
two years. They may be between the ages of 18 and 
35. Men serve in the active list for ten years, and are 
then transferred to the “First Reserve,” where they 
serve until they are 85 years of age, and then to the 
“Second Reserve,” where they serve until they are 45. 
These reserves are called up annually. are clothed in 
uniform, and do four and two days’ drill and musketry 
respectively. 

Gunner Samuel Parsons, although nearly eighty-five 
years of age, is still on the active list of the British 
army, and a few days ago celebrated his jubilee as the 


King’s Gunner in the great Round Tower at Windsor 
Castle. ‘The gunner and his aged wife are a wonderful 
couple. He is the oldest soldier in the British army, 
and has drawn his full pay for sixty-five years. He was 
born in 1825, and at the age of nineteen enlisted in the 
Royal Regiment of Artillerv. He fought at Inkerman, 
and went over the battlefield of Balaclava after the 
famous charge. 

Tor double-tracking the Transsiberian railway Russia 
will sign a contract involving hundreds of millions of 
rubles. It is understood an American syndicate will 
undertake the work.

FOREIGN NAVAL NOTES. 

The keelplates of the Orion, Great Britain’s biggest 
Dreadnought, and the Lion, a 21,000-ton cruiser-battle- 
ship for the same navy, were laid on Nov. 27, the first 
at Portsmouth and the second at Devonport. The Lion 
will have 70,000 horsepower, which is 25,000 greater 
than the Indefatigable, her immediate predecessor, and 
29,000 more than the Inflexible, which participated in 
the recent Hudson-Fulton celebration. The Lion will 
be 700 feet long. giving her the greatest length of any 
man-of- -war ever laid down. What is technically known 
as her “run of deck” indicates an intention to equip the 
cruiser-battleship with ten 12-inch guns, thus placing 
her, as regards armament, on an equality with the latest 
battleships. She will have probably a nominal speed 
of 27 knots an hour. 

Making a trial trip through a raging snowstorm, the 
new German torpedohboat G171 on Nov. 26 attained a 
record speed of 34.62 knots. 

In order to secure the contract for building the three 
projected Argentine battleships in German yards, it is 
understood that the German government has offered a 
fifteen per cent. rebate, the political importance of 
where these ships are to be built being apparent when 
it is noted that the government would have a lien on 
these ships, and in the event of hostilities occurring 
when the vessels were nearing completion would be able 
to utilize them. 

The T.ondon Engineer takes with a grain of salt the 
statement by the Japan Times that “the whole of the 
ships now being built in Japan are being modified to 
bring them up to date with modern ideas; the Aki and 
Satsuma being converted ,into Dreadnought type ships, 
that they will be given ten 12-in. guns instead of the 
four 12-in. and twelve 10-in. previously decided upon; 
that the Japanese are credited with contemplating the 
conversion of the Ibuki and Kurama into Invincibles.” 
The technical difficulties in the way—unless the ships 
are practically pulled to pieces and rebuilt—would seem 
to be insuperable. 

Closely following the launch of the German battleship 
Thiiringen at Bremen, on Nov. 27, will be the launch 
of cruiser G at Hamburg this month. The Thiiringen 
is of 19,000 tons and 25,000 i.h.p., and designed speed 
of 19.5 knots, while the cruiser is of 18,700 tons, 44,000 
ih.p., and to have a speed of 25 knots. All the big 
warships laid down in 1908 will have taken the water 
by the end of this year. The cruiser Bliicher reached a 
speed of 25.25 knots on her trials off Danzig, which was 
much above the contract speed. 

The indications are that before the end of the financial 
year there should be under construction for the British 
navy fifteen battleships and cruisers, eleven protected 
cruisers and thirty-six destroyers, an array of new con- 
struction not paralleled in recent years. 

There seems to be a persistent unwillingness to believe 
that Brazil really needs or intends to keep for her own 
navy the three big battleships which have been built 
for her in England. We have seen these ships featured 
as “really intended for’ Japan; again for Italy, Great 
Britain and others in turn. Now a rumor is current 
that Turkey has made a bid for one of these ships. 
Nevertheless, in Brazil great preparations are under way 
for the reception of these, Brazil’s first Dreadnoughts. 

According to the Paris Matin, the two battleships 
which will form part of the program to be submitted to 
the French Parliament in January will be of 23,000 tons 
displacement. 'They will have a speed of 20 knots an 
hour, and will be equal, if not superior, to any battleship 
afloat. ‘They will have the greatest attacking power of 
any ship is existence at the time they are laid down. 
Their secondary battery will consist of eighteen guns,

ten of which will be of superior caliber to any secondary 
battery used by the ships of other countries. The vessels 
are to be completed in three years. Two ships of this 
class will be laid down every year from 1910 on, so 
that by 1915 France will possess nineteen battleships, 
twelve of which will be of the Dreadnought type. 


The latest suggestion for the use of the gyroscope is 
as a substitute for the mariner’s compass. mce started 
spinning in a plane running north and south it would 
never deviate until its rate fell below the necessary 
speed. It would not be affected by magnetic or electrical 
disturbances. 


It is now announced that the last two of the four 
German battleships for which the first instalments were 
voted in this year’s budget are to be fitted with turbine 
engines. 

“No longer needing to keep them secret in the interests 
of national defense,” the Norddeutsche Zeitung prints 
some details of the construction of Germany’s first 
Dreadnought, the Nassau, recently commissioned, saying: 

“When one approaches the ship one is struck, next to 
her size, by the enormous armored turrets for the 
heaviest artillery and the masts. The latter, unlike the 
hitherto customary fighting masts, are pole masts, such 
as the newly built and modernized ships of the Kaiser 
class received. The pole masts of the Nassau only serve 
for the purposes of signaling and supporting the appara- 
tus for the wireless telegraphy. The tops are no longer 
armed, nor are they fitted with searchlights. These have 
their positions on the superstructure immediately forward 
and astern of the two funnels. The most noticeable 
things about the new ship are the armored revolving tur- 
rets for the 28 centimeter guns, of which there is one 
forward and one aft and two on each side amidships, 
each with two guns. The Nassau can consequently fire 
either ahead or astern with six of her heaviest guns, while 
with a full broadside eight can go into action. The 
revolving armored turrets differ from their predecessors 
in outward form. Whereas in the older ships the turrets 
were round, with a decided convexity on top, they have 
now an almost square shape, with flat sides and roof. 
Of the twelve 15 centimeter guns in the separate armored 
turrets on the battery deck, four can be fired ahead and 
as many astern, while the broadside is six. Four more 
guns of 8.8 centimeters have been placed in the fore part 
of the ship in the protected swallow nests, while the 
remaining twelve are spread over the ship.” 


The works at Creuzot, France, have received heavy 
orders for guns and projectiles for the Chilean navy.
